plained. Whether I may have conveyed. 
an adequate idea of my opinion upon this 
point I cannot poſitively ſay; but the obs, 
ſervations upon which it is founded are 
ſuch, that all who pay attention to the 

ſubject may be enabled readily to aſcer- 


tain ſuch caſes as will yield to injections, 


as well as thoſe in which No, ce dn 
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ne of the difference between the 


matter 
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matter of Gonorrhœa, and that of Lues 
Venerea, will no doubt be cenſured by 
many. They ought, however, to recol- 
lect, in matters of opinion, which cannot 
be proved by demonſtration, that ſome 
uncertainty muſt always take place; and 
before cenſuring with ſeverity the opi- 
nions which others may ſuggeſt, they 
ſhould conſider whether their own may 
not be equally liable to objection. To 
me it appears that the reaſons which. I 
have adduced in ſupport of my opinion 
are very concluſive, but 1 {hall make full 
acknowledgment of my error, if ſufficzent 
. reaſons ſhall ever be given to ſhow that it 
| is ill founded. In the mean time, it will 
| | be perceived, that the theory which I have 
| adopted does not lead to any deviation 
from the practice which now generally 
_ prevails upon this point, while it ſerves to 
explain more clearly than the opinion 
which has commonly prevailed, ſeveral of 
the phenomena of the two diſeaſes, as 
well 
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well as the cauſe of different rexnediet be 
ing neceſſary for each of them. 


| I do not expect that practitioners of 


experience and obſervation will derive 
much information from this publication, 
but I am hopeful that beginners will de- 
rive ſome advantage from it; for it has 
been equally my deſire to exhibit a correct 
view of the different ſymptoms of which 
I treat, and to point out the method of 
cure in a manner that will be clear and in- 
telligible. Where theory is ever admit- 
ted, it is chiefly with a view to explain, 
upon rational principles, ſuch points as the

Gonorrhœa being a local diſeaſe of the 


urethra, while the other 1s a general at- 


fection of the ſyſtem. But, as there is 


cauſe to imagine that theſe diſeaſes ariſe 


from different ſpecific contagions, and as 


the eſtabliſhing of one or other of theſe 
opinions muſt influence the conduct of 
the cure, it becomes a matter of import- 


ance to inſtitute an inquiry into this part 


of our ſubject. 
Both diſeaſes are contracted in a ſimilar 


way; both, in the firſt inſtance, affect 


the genital organs; and they occa- 
ſionally appear at the ſame time in the 
ſame patient: hence it has been conclud- | 


ed that they have a common origin, and 
one method of cure has been ſuppoſed ap- 


plicable to either. _ 

The refuſal of ſome patients to ſubmitto 
the diſtreſs and inconveniency,the frequent 
reſult of a protracted mercurial courſe, and 
who nevertheleſs recovered from the uſual 
ſymptoms of Gonorrhcea, firſt ſuggeſted 
a doubt of the two diſeaſes being pro- 


duced by the ſame contagion. It is well 


known 
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known that Lues Venerea can be certainly 
cured by mercury only; and the opi- 


nion reſpecting the exiſtence of a ſpe- 


cific contagion of Gonorrhœa, ariſing 
from this obvious and marked differ- 
ence in the method of cure, appears to be 
fixed and eſtabliſhed by the following 
facts: The ſymptoms and conſequences 
of Gonorrhœa are perfectly different from 


thoſe which take place in Lues Venerea. 


Both diſeaſes have appeared, at different 
periods, in the ſame countries; and, in 


ſome inſtances, they have remained diſ- 


tinct and uncombined 10 a * nge 
of time. 

That the ſymptoms of the two diſcaſcs 
are different, is univerſally known. A 
particular detail of ſuch as are peculiar 
to each, will be given in the enſuing 

chapters. At preſent, it is only neceſſary 
to obſerve, that Gonorrhoea conſiſts of a 


diſcharge of puriform matter from the 


urethra ; which, even by-thoſe who ſup- 
port the contrary opinion, is now ad- 
mitted to be, in almoſt every inſtance, a

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wee)? aeRion, and that it very rarely 


contaminates the general habit of body: 
. while Lues Venerea is a diſeaſe of the 
conſtitution, ariſing from the abſorption 
of venereal virus from any part of the 
ſurface of the body, but moſt frequently 
from the genitals ; by which are pro- 


duced buboes, ulcers in various parts, 
particularly in the noſe and throat, pains 
and ſwellings in the bones, with a variety 
of other ſymptoms which it is not at _ 


_ ſent neceſſary to mention. 


The firſt appearance of the Lues Vene- 


rea is, for the moſt part, in the form of a 

_ -Ehancre or fmall ulcer, in ſome part of 
the penis. It is univerſally admitted, 
that even the flighteft affection of this 


nature is apt to produce pox, or a general 
affection of the ſyſtem; inſomuch, that 
no practitioner of experience will truſt the 
cure of this ſymptom to local remedies. 
If the ſore be left to itſelf, it almoſt al- 
ways becomes worſe. The matter which 
it affords is taken up by the abſorbents ; - 
and buboes, with the other ſymptoms - 


enu- 
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—— above, very certainly enſue. 
Theſe are almoſt the univerſal conſequen- 
ces of a ſore produced by the venereal vi- 
rus; but they alſo occur frequently where 
the ſkin remains ſound and entire; that 
is, abſorption of the venereal poiſon often 
takes place where no veſtige of ulceration 
is perceptible. This, indeed, is denied by 
many; but I have met with various in- 
| ſtances of it, and it will be admitted by 
every practitioner of experience. Now, 
this being eſtabliſhed, in the application 
of the venereal virus to every other part 
of the body, if the matter pf Gonorrhcea 


were of the ſame nature, why does it not, 


in almoſt every inſtance, enter the ſyſ- 
tem, and produce pox? 80 far as we 
know, the urethra is as plentifully ſupplied 
with abſorbents as other parts of the 
body; the ſame kind of matter, when 
applied to them here, qught therefore ta 
be produftiye of ſimilar effects: and 
hence Lues Venerea ought frequently, 
perhaps in every inſtance, to be the con- 
{equence of Gonorrhœa, were the matter 
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by which the two diſeaſes are produced 
the ſame. 
As this is a ſtrong argument in favour 
of the two diſeaſes proceeding from differ- 
ent kinds of contagion, much ingenuity 
has been exerted by thoſe who ſupport 
the contrary opinion, in | endeavouring to 
account for it, ö 

In the firſt place, it has been ſaid, that 
Gonorrhœa ſometimes terminates in pox, 
and, therefore, that this of itſelf is a ſuf- 
ficient proof of the two en being 
oP the ſame nature. 

Were it certain that this ever happened, 


no farther evidence would be required, 
as a few well-marked inſtances would be 


concluſive ; but every unprejudiced prac- 
titioner vill admit, that no ſufficient 


proofs of it have ever occurred. 


In order to ſupport t this opinion, data 
muſt be received, which we know to be 


inadmiſſible. We muſt admit, that a 


perſon with chancres only, communi- 
cates to another, not only every ſymptom 
OT pox, but of CG and that an- 
other 
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other with Gonorrhœa only gives to 
all with whom he may have connection, 
chancres with their various conſequences. 
This ought, indeed, to be a very com- 
mon occurrence; inſomuch, that every 
practitioner ſhould be able to decide 
upon it with certainty, if this opinion was 
well founded: Inſtead of which, it will 
be admitted by all, that the one diſeaſe 
being produced by the other is even, in 
appearance, a very rare occurrence. 1 
have paid much attention to the point 
in queſtion; and, in almoſt every in- 
ſtance, a few caſes indeed only excepted, 
and where the moſt particular inquiries 
even were made, it has happened, that a 
perſon infected with Gonorrhœa has re- 
ceived it from another evidently labour- 
ing under that diſeaſe, and that chan- 
cres have been communicated by ſuch as 
were diſtreſſed with chancres only. 

This, I am convinced, will be very com- 
monly found to be clearly the caſe; fo 
that a few inſtances, bearing ſome ap- 
pearances of the contrary, are much more

readily explained on the idea of the two 
diſeaſes being produced by different kinds 
of contagion; and this may alſo be ſaid 
of the few ſolitary caſes that may be met 
with, of chancre being ſuppoſed to ter- 
minate in Ganorrhoa, and Gonorrhæœa in 
chancre, and other ſymptoms of pox. We 
can more eaſily conceive that the ſame 
perſon ſhould, in ſome inſtances, receive, 
and therefore be able to communicate, 
both kinds of contagion, than that the in- 
cident we are conſidering ſhould be ſo 
ſeldom met with, were the opinion well 
founded, of the two diſeaſes being origi- 
nally of the ſame nature. 

However ill founded an eſtabliſhed opi- 
nion may be, if it has received the ſanc- 
tion of being generally adopted, we know 
how difficult it is to overturn it. There 
are few who enter ſo minutely into the 
conſideration of ſuch points as to be able 
to decide upon them; and of thoſe who 
do, there are very Pd who will take the 
trouble of engaging in ſuch diſcuſſions as 

are ear for the conviction of others. 


bis | 
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This may be conſidered as the chief cauſe 
of the point in queſtion remaining ſo long 
in obſcurity, as well as of the explanation 
| hitherto uſually given, of various circum 
ſtances in Gonorrhœa and Lues Venerea 
having been uniformly made to ſupport 
it. It will alſo ſerve to account for cir- 
cumſtances being held forth as matter of 
fact, which, on inquiry, are perceived to 
be ill founded; for, when once an opinion 
is admitted, we are apt to give ſuch an e- 
planation of whatever may ſeemto relate to 
it, as can in any way tend to ſupport it. 
Thus, although few in the preſent age 
will aſſert that Gonorrhœa often termi- 
nates in Lues Venerea, yet by many we 
are told, that it is very apt to do ſo when 
it is improperly treated. Whatever puts 
a ſudden ſtop to a ſevere or copious diſ- 
charge from the urethra is by many ſup- 
poſed to do harm. Hence all who con- 
demn the uſe of injections in Gonorrhœa 
affirm, that they often convert a ſimple 
clap into a pox, by throwing into the 
blood what otherwiſe would have been 
carried 
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carried off This, however, is by no 
means ſupported by experience. A ſti- 
mulating injection will no doubt excite ' 
pain and inflammation in the urethra; 
and this, in ſome inſtances, will be pro- 
ductive of ſwelled teſtes, and perhaps of 
ſympathetic ſwellings in the glands of the 
groin; but I have not known a ſingle in- 
ſtance of pox induced in this manner: 
and as I have long been in the daily uſe 
of injections, many caſes of it muſt have 
occurred, if the idea I have juſt ſtated 
were well founded. Till of late, indeed, 
a patient who was ſo unfortunate as to 
have a clap ſuddenly ſtopped, was ſo cer- 
tainly conſidered as poxed, that he was 
immediately put under a very complete 
courſe of mercury, by which he was 
made to undergo a very unneceſſary and 
diſtreſsful confinement. DEE 

Although this practice, however, is 
now very commonly exploded, yet there 
are ſome who ſtill adhere to it. I was 
called, in April 1784, to viſit a gentle- 
man who, in a Gonorrhcea attended with 

| | 4 
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a good deal of inflammation, had been ſo 
fooliſh as to live freely, and to ride much 
on horſeback. This, with the unguarded 
uſe of a very ſtimulating injection, put a 
ſudden ſtop to the diſcharge; and at the 
ſame time it excited a very conſiderable 
degree of pain and inflammation along 
all the poſterior part of the urethra, to- 

wards the proſtate gland and neck of 
the bladder, attended with a painful and 
frequent defire.to make water. 

On the idea of theſe being Omptome 
of pox, he was immediately put under a 
courſe of mercury; and, when I firſt ſaw 
him, he had been uſing it for the ſpace 
of ſix weeks. The ſurgeon in attendance 
acknowledged that no advantage had been 
derived from it; and the patient himſelf 
ſaid that his diſtreſs was daily increaſing. 
They were both, therefore, eaſily per- 
ſuaded to lay the mercury aſide; and, by 
the repeated application of leeches to the 
perineum, of fomentations, and opiates, 
to allay the pain, the inflammation ſoon 
began

began t to ſubſide; and, in a ſhort time, he 
was perfectly well, | | 
In December 1788, a young man called 

upon me, with a painful hard ſwelling in 
his groin, of an oblong form, nearly an 
inch in diameter, and reaching from the 
ring in the external oblique muſcle down 
to the top of the teſtis. It appeared ſud- 
denly, about four months before, and 
ſeemed to' be the conſequence of a clap 
being too haſtily ſtopped. He was at firſt 
attacked with ſevere pain at the neck of 
the bladder, which ſtretched to the groin, 
and down to the teſtis of the ſame ſide, 
This, together with a conſtant and pain- 
Ful inclination to void urine, rendered his 
life miſerable. Nor was his diſtreſs in 
any degree abated by a courſe of mer- 
cury which he was immediately put un- 
der. On the contrary, the ſwelling, which 
at firſt was not thicker than a common 
quill, was now very conſiderable. My 
idea of the ſwelling was, that at firſt it 
had been merely an inflammatory affec- 
| | yon 
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tion of the vas deferens, which by de- 
grees had ſpread to the reſt of the ſper- 
matic cord; but, what was unuſual, it 
had never affected either the teſtis or epi- 
didemis. As a conſiderable quantity of 
mercury had been taken, and as, inſtead 
of proving uſeful, it had rather appeared 
to do harm, the ſurgeon whom he em- 

ployed was eaſily perſuaded to truſt the 
cure to other remedies. Local bloodlet- 
ting with leeches was frequently repeated, 
both in the perineum. and groin. 'The 
parts were regularly fomented with a ſo- 
lation of ſaccharum ſaturni. His bowels 
were kept eaſy with gentle laxatives, and 
he was put upon a mild diet of milk and 
vegetables. In a few days the pain abat- 
ed, and the tumour gradually leſſened, 
till at laſt, in the courſe of five or fix 
weeks, it wag entirely gone. 

In the courſe of laſt winter, I attended . 
two different patients, with alarming 
{ymptoms about the neck of the bladder, 
evidently induced by the improper ma- 
nagement of Gonorrhœa. The parts in 
| | both 
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both were not merely pained, but conſi- 
derably ſwelled; and, at the ſame time, 
almoſt a total ſuppreſhon of urine toox 
place. Although in both the diſcharge 
from the urethra had been ſuddenly 
ſtopped, I did not adviſe mercury. The 
patients being both plethoric, were plen- 
tifully blooded, firſt at the arm, and af- 
terwards repeatedly with leeches in the 
perineum. This, with fomentations, and 
opiates to allay the violence of the pain, 
aſſiſted by a cooling regimen and gentle 
laxatives, very ſoon completed the cures. 

Theſe inſtances are given out of a great 
number that might be adduced, merely 
to ſhew, that the ſymptoms which ſuper- 


vene on the ſudden ſtoppage of a clap, are 


local, and not connected with any affec- 


tion of the conſtitution, which they ne- 


ceſſarily would be, if they were of the 
ſame nature with Lues Venerea. 

It will perhaps be ſaid, that although 
this may have happened in a few caſes, 
yet that in others there has been cauſe to 


ſuſpect, that Lues Venerea has been the 


conſe- 
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conſequence of a clap diſappearing in this 
manner. In anſwer to this, it is ſufficient 
for me to ſhew, that this is at leaſt a rare 
occurrence, as I think I am intitled to 
do, from my never having met with an 
inſtance of it. It has been ſuppoſed, that 
the ſudden check given to the diſcharge 
in caſes of clap, muſt neceſſarily throw 
the matter into the blood, and that pox 
muſt accordingly enſue from it. Were 
the matter of the two diſeaſes the ſame, 
this would happen in every inſtance; ſo 
that, when we can ſhow. that it ſeldom 
happens even in appearance, we are enti- 
tled, from this argument alone, to conclude, 
that they are produced by two different 
kinds of contagion; and, where pox has 
appeared at the ſudden termination of 
| Gonorrhcea, that the two kinds of infec- 
tion had either been communicated toge- 
ther; or, what may more frequently per- 
| haps be the caſe, the patient will be found 
to have received the pocky contagion by 
communication with a diſeaſed woman at 
the very time he laboured under Gonorr- 
haa. 
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* 1 19 already remarked, that Lues 


Venerea is frequently produced by abſorp- 
tion while the ſkin remains entire, and 


where no chancre or excoriation is per- 
ceptible. There is therefore much cauſe 
to imagine, that in long continued caſes 
of Gonorrhœa, many may be infected 
with Lues Venerea by communication 
with others labouring under it; and as 
this may happen without any external 
mark of it taking place, it is not ſurpriſ- 


ing that ſome fallacy ſhould ariſe from 


this circumſtance. 
The abettors of the opinion, that the 


matter of the two diſeaſes are the ſame, 


admit that Gonorrhœma very ſeldom ter- | 


minates in pox . And they attempt to

This is what every pradtitioner has ſeen ; but by admit- 
ting ſo clearly that it is a very rare occurrence, Mr. Hun- 
ter tends rather to ſtrengthen the contrary opinion: for, 
were the two diſeaſes produced by the ſame kind of mat- 
ter, the one would clearly and neceſſarily often terminate 
in the other. In the few cafes which Mr. Hunter, in the 
courſe of extenſive practice, has met with, there is more 
cauſe to imagine, either that the two diſeaſes were com- 
municated at once, or that the one was given while tlie 
patient laboured under the other, than that nature ſhould 
deviate ſo much from her ordinary courſe as to produce 
them in a few inſtances ſo very differently from what oh · 
viouſly happens in the courſe of general obſervation. 
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ing ſurfaces. By the firſt they mean all 
the paſſages for extraneous matter, in- 
cluding alſo the ducts of glands, ſuch as 
the mouth, noſe, eyes, arms, and ure- 
thra; and by non-ſecreting ſurfaces, the 
external ſkin in general. To which they 
add a third kind of ſurface, leading from 
the one to the other, as the glans penis, 
prolabium of the mouth, the infide of the 
lips, and the female pudendum : which 
ſurfaces, partaking of the properties of 
each of the others, but in a leſs degree, 
are capable of being affected in both ways, 
ſometimes by being excited to ſecretion, 
and at other times to ulceration “. 

Upon this, their theory, or opinion of 
the point in queſtion, is attempted to be 
eſtabliſhed : When the contagion, 'either 
of Gonorrhœa or pox, and which they 
conſider to be the ſame, is applied to any 
part of the external ſkin, particularly to 
the glans penis, where the ſkin is very

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thin, chancre or ulceration, they.obſerve, 
will moſt readily enſue, as theſe. are not

eaſily affected with ulceration as with ir- 
ritation; by which an increaſed diſcharge, 
attended with ſome change in the mucus 
of the part, muſt Wege be pro- | 
duced.

3 idea, howerver,. is more ingenious | 
than ſolid. It might anſwer the purpoſe 
of giving a ſpecious appearance to an ill- 
founded opinion, but it will not ſtand the 
teſt of inquiry. | 
In the firſt place, on the ſuppoſition of 
the matter of Gonorrhœa and Jes Ve- 
nerea being the ſame, the latter ought to 
be a much more frequent occurrence than 
the former, from the greater eaſe with 
which the matter of infection muſt, in 
every inſtance, be applied to thoſe parts

_ Caſes of Gonorrhœa are in proportion

one; while it is obvious, that the very

This is ſurely a weighty argument againſt the opinion 
he endeavours to ſupport, of Gonorrhœa and Chanore 


ſtance, 
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ſtance, terminating in Pox, and Change 
in Gonorrhcea ; for every one knows, that 
in Gonorrhœa the matter is at all times 
paſling from the urethra over the glans 
and prepuce, and in Chancre, that it is 
paſſing from the glans into the entrance 
of the urethra It happens indeed, in a 
few inſtances, (Mr. Hunter, we ſee, has 
met with ſome caſes of it) that the ane 
diſeaſe ſupervenes upon the other: but 
we have alſo ſeen that theſe are rare oc- | 
currences; and, where they have not 
been communicated by ſubſequent con- 
nection with an infected perſon, that the 
two diſeaſes have probably been given at 

one and the ſame time. It is no argu- 
ment againſt this ſuggeſtion, to ſay, that 
inſtances have been met with of a Go- 
norrhœa appearing during the continu- 
ance of chancres of ſeveral weeks dura- 
tion, and vice verſa ; for every practitioner 
muſt have met with inſtances of theſe 
diſeaſes both appearing at the diſtance of 
two or three months from any N 


to infection.

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I have at this moment a gentleman un- 


der cure, for a deep, foul chancre, alto- 


gether within the urethra, It was of 


ſeveral weeks duration before I ſaw it, 
and yet no Gonorrhœa took place. He 
is now getting well, by a complete courfe 


of mercury, and ee 8 9 5 
of cauſtic. 

I have met with various caſes of this, 
as every practitioner muſt have done; 
and, ſo lately as the month of April laſt, 


T was called to a gentleman with a painful 


chancre on each ſide of the urethra, The 
ſore extended about the eighth part of an 
inch up the paſſage; and the parts being 
much inflamed, I heſitated to apply cauſ- 
tic. This rendered the cure tedious, but 
ſtill no Gonorrhœa took place. At laſt, 
after having taken a conſiderable quantity 
of mercury, and when the chancres were 
looking clean, and in a healing ſtate, he 
was ſeized with. all the ſymptoms of a 
ſevere clap, with heat in making water, 
chordee, and a plentiful diſcharge of a 
chin. green matter. This, however, bore 

Al 
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all the appearance of a recent infection. 
I at once ſaid ſo to my patient; and he 
candidly acknowledged that he had im- 
prudently expoſed himfelf, by having 
connection with a girl of the town, three 
or four days previous to the acceſſion of 
| theſe ſymptoms. 

We may alſo remark, that the diſcharge 
from Gonorrhcea frequently becomes ſo 
acrid as to excoriate the glans and pre- 
putium, and even to excite a very plentiful 
formation of matter; but every one 
knows that this is materially different 
from chancre. It is altogether differ- 
ent in appearance, and ſo materially dif- 
ferent in its effects, that ſcarcely any 
practitioner of experience will truſt the 
cure of chancre to any thing but mercury, 
while, in the other, mercury, I imagine, 
is very ſeldom employed. However ex- 
tenſive the excoriations may be, they are 
eaſily removed by local remedies ; and 1 
have never known an inſtance of pox ſuc- 
ceeding to this kind of treatment. Nay, 


| 1 have met with various inſtances of ſuch 
0 4 affections, 
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affections, where mercury had been given 
in confiderable quantities with no advan- 
tage whatever, and where a cure was ef- 
fected by the uſe of an aſtringent waſh. 
About eighteen months ago, a gentle- 
man came to town from a conſiderable 
diſtance, with an extenſive excoriation 
over all the glans and preputium, attended 
with a diſcharge of a large quantity of 
thin, offenſive matter. The quantity of 
matter indeed was ſo conſiderable, that 
at firſt ſight it appeared to be the diſ- 
charge from a very inveterate recent caſe 
of Gonorrhœa; but, on farther examina- 
tion, it was found to proceed entirely 
from the glans and prepuce, the clap by 
which it was produced being entirely 
gone. 1 5 SH > 
He had taken mercury for the ſpace of 
fix weeks; and the parts had been regu- 
larly bathed in milk and water, but with 
no advantage. The diſcharge continued 
as plentiful as ever, and the preputium 
was beginning to acquire ſome degree of 
thickneſs, and to be difficult to retract. 
| In 
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In the ſpace of a week he was completely 
_ cured, merely by bathing the parts from 
time to time with brandy and water, and 
applying, during the night, a poultice 
ſtrongly impregnated with ſaccharum ſa- 
turni. : DD. 
This, as well as a variety of ſimilar af- 
fections, which, were it neceſſary, I might 
_ enumerate, clearly evince, not only that 
the matter of Gonorrhœa, when confined 
to the urethra, does not terminate in pox, 
but that it proves equally inoffenſive to 
the conſtitution, where it is even fo ſharp 
and acrid as to excoriate the ſurrounding 
parts, Thig points out a very marked 
difference between the matter of the two - 
diſeaſes. In pox, even the ſlighteſt fore 
never fails to throw matter into the ſyſ- 
tem, while the moſt extenſive affections 
| proceeding from Gonorrhœa are ſo ſel- 
dom found to injure the conſtitution, 
that I have never met with an inſtance of 
By thoſe who with to ſupport the op- 
polite doctrine, it is ſaid, that the matter 
V! of 
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of Gonorrhœa would more frequently ter- 
minate in pox, were it not for the mucus 
of the urethra with which it is blended, 
and by which they ſuppoſe it to be ren- 
dered not only milder in its nature, but 
not ſo apt to be taken up by the abſorb- 
ents. This, however, is merely ideal; 
and no proof can be advanced in ſupport 
of it. Beſides, the foree of the argument is 
entirely done away, when we ſee, from 
what has been obſerved above, that even 
where the matter of Gonorrhœa is more 
acrimonious than almoſt ever occurs in 
caſes of Chancre, ſo as in ſome inſtances 
to produce very extenſive excoriations, 
that ſtill no affection of the en 
enfues from it. 

Nay, we ſee, even in ſuch diſeaſes as 
are found to proceed from what is termed 
a tranſlation of the matter of Gonorrhcea to 
other parts of the body, and which we tup- 
poſe to happen through the medium of the 
circulation, that ſtill no affection of the : 
conſtitution proceeds from them. This 


» 1s particularly the caſe in ſuch inſtances 
; of 
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of ophthalmia as ſometimes proceed from 

Gonorrhœa, and in which a conſiderable 
diſcharge takes place, of a puriform mat - 
ter from the eye-lids, very ſimilar to the 
matter of a recent clap. I have alſo met 
with inſtances, of patients labouring un- 
der Gonorrhœa being feized with a fimilar 
difcharge from the membrane of the noſe ; 
but in none of theſe have Fever known Lues 
Venerea enfae. A confiderable number of 
examples might be adduced of each of theſe; _ 
but the three following will be fufficient. 
In the year 1786, a young man applied to 
me, with a very troublefome painful diſeaſe 
in both eyes. The eye-balls were not 
much inflamed outwardly; but as he ex- 
perienced an intenſe degree of pain from 
the admiſſion of light, I concluded that 
the retina, er other deep- ſeated parts of 
the eye, were in a ſtate of inflammation ; 
and the membrane of the eye-lids was not 
only inflamed, but a conſtant and copious 
diſcharge took place from them, of a 
greeniſh yellow marter, bearing much the 
* of the matter of a recent clap. 
% The 
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The account I received of his diſeaſe 
was this: That he had for eight or ten 
days laboured under Gonorrhœa, the 
ſymptoms of which, however, were not 
more ſevere than uſual; when, after be- 
ing heated with FR Ga port wine, the 


diſcharge fram the urethra, which had 
_ previouſly been copiqus, diſappeared al- 


maſt entirely. His eyes, almoſt imme- 
diately thereafter, became painful; and, 


in leſs. than twenty-four hours, the diſ- 


charge of matrer had taken place from the 
eye-hds. 

The diſeaſe was at firſt treated with 
bliſters, ſlight eyacuations of blood, and 
the uſual applications of ointments and 
collyria. Theſe not proving ſucceſsful, a 
courſe of mercury was preſcribed : but, 
although different attempts were made 
with it, miſchief always enſued from it. 


It did not leflen the diſcharge, while it 
_ obviouſly increaſed the inflammation, and 
rendered the eyes more irritable. I there- 
fore adviſed this remedy to be laid afide. 


A Jonny of blood was taken from the 
| temporal 
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temporal artery of one ſide; ſuch veſſels 
as were turged upon the eye- balls were 
divided; ſcarifications were made in the 
inflamed parts of the eye-lids; poultices 
were applied over the eyes, in which 
opium and ſaccharum ſaturni were diſ- 
ſolved; and gentle laxatives were pre- 
1 ſcribed.” By theſe means the pain ſoon 
abated; the inflammation and diſcharge . 
of matter leſſened ; and, in the courſe of 
a fortnight, no ſymptom of the diſeaſe 
remained, but a degree of irritability on 
| expoſure to much light, with which both 
eyes continued to be diſtreſſed 80 0G or 
fix months thereafte.. ; 
In the courſe of the new ing year; un 
being attacked with Gonorrhœa, but of a 
more violent nature than the former, he 
was again ſeized, after expoſure to much 
cold, and riding on horſeback, to a ſimi- 
lar affection of his eyes. In this in- 
ſtance, too, bloodletting, and the other 
remedies formerly preſcribed, proved ſuc- 
ceſsful; and he has not ſince that period 
had any return of the diſeaſe. 
Eo About 
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About two years ago, I was. deſired to | 
viſit a patient, who, during .confinement 
from a ſwelled teſtis. induced by a Go- 
norrhœa, was ſuddenly ſeized with a pro- 

fFuſe diſcharge of matter from one of his 
noſtrils, verv ſimilar to the running of a 
clap. The membrane of the noſtril ap- 
peared tender, and ſomewhat inflamed ; ; 
but little or no pain occurred from it. 
The diſcharge from the urethra had di- 
| miniſhed confiderably previous to the teſ- 
| | tis becoming inflamed, and, on this, tak- 
; ing place from the noſe, it diſappeared 
| entirely. This ſuggeſted the, propriety. of 
attempting to excite à return of the diſ- 
charge by the urethra z but no advantage 
being derived from this, I adviſed the af- 
fection of the noſe to be treated with in- 
jections ſimilar to What we uſe in caſes of 
clap. An aſtringent/ ſolution was thrown 
up, ſometimes with a ſyringe, and at 
other times by inſerting a bit of ſponge 
| immerſed in it up the noſtril ; and in the 
1 ccourſe of a few days the running * 
entirely. 
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Since that period, the ſame patient has 
been twice affected in a fimilar manner, 
and the ſame kind of treatment proved 
equally ſucceſsful, No mercury was 
given, and no n ſb: "Pom has over 
-appeared. | 

In the (courſe of a fore: deb ſel the 
recovery of | this ꝓatient from the firſt at- 
tack of the diſeaſe, I was deſired to ſee a 
friend of his, who for ſeveral years had 
been diſtreſſed with a ſimilar diſchurge 


from both his noſtrils. The running hal 


occurred during the continuance ef a 
clap; and although it had frequently di- 
miniſned in quantity, yet at all time it 
was ſo conſiderable as to be pꝓroductiv- of 
much uneaſineſs. No ulceration appezred 
on the membrane of the noſtrils, but it was 
of a deep red colour, and tender ove! ies 
whole extent. A variety of remedies had 
been employed; and at laſt, after the diſeaſe 
had gone on for upwards of three years, il- 
though no other ſymptom appeared, he vas 
adviſed to undergo a courſe of mercu'y.

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5 This was done in the moſt attentive man- 
ner; but no advantage enſued from it. 


In this ſituation, I expected that the 


ſame plan of treatment which proved ſuc- 
ceſsful in the preceding caſe, and which 


had alſo done ſo in others, would like- 


wil anſwer here, In this, however, I 
was diſappointed; for, although every 
varety of injection was uſed that I ever 
employed, yet no material advantage en- 
ſuel from them. The running was ſome- 
times indeed leſſened by them, but it al- 
ways returned equally ſevere as before; 
.anc although it has of late, even when no 
renedies were employed, become conſi- 
.deably leſs, it ſtill continues in fuch 
quintities as to prove highly diſtreſsful. 
No other ſymptom of the diſeaſe, how- 


eve, has ever occurred. 


a farther proof of the difference of 


the contagions of Syphilis and Gonorr- 


hea, it may be remarked, that no ſtage 
of pox has ever been known to induce 


Onorrhœa, wbich ſurely would occaſion-

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ally happen, if che two diſeaſes were of 
the ſame; nature. We may alſo remark; 
that, in numberleſs inſtances, people have 
been poxed by the matter of Syphilis be- 
ang by accident applied to a cut or a 
ſcratch, as often happens with ſurgeons ; 
in che dreſſing of chancres and buboes; 
but no one ever heard of a pox being got 
in this manner from the matter of Go- 
norrhœa. It has indeed been faid, that 
chancres may be produced by inſinuating 
the matter of Gonorrhœa beneath the 
fkin. But experiments upon this ſubject 
are productive of ſuch anxiety and diſ- 
treſs, that they never have been, nor ever 
probably will be, repeated ſo frequently 
as the nature of it would require. No- 
thing, therefore, can be admitted from 
this argument; for, in order to avoid fal- 
lacy, and to give ſupport to the opinion, 
theſe experiments would not only require 
to be conducted with accuracy, but to be 
numerous, and to be repeated on a va- 
riety of patients under every poſſible va- 
riety of circumſtances; whereas we have 
= Vor. VII. D 5 hear d 
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heard of only a ſingle experiment or two 
being made by any individual; and even 

_ theſe ſeem to have been made under the 
management of ſuch as were ſtrongly and 
obviouſly biaſſed in favour of one fide of 
the queſtion, 

In oppoſition to theſe, too, I may 1 men- 
tion, that, induced by ſome late publica- 
tions upon this ſubject, two young gen- 
tlemen of this place have made ſome e, 
periments upon themſelves, with a view 
to aſcertain the point in diſpute; but the 

reſult was materially different from what 
appears to have happened in the experi- 
ments to which I allude. By the intro- 
duction of the matter of chancres, as well 
as of buboes, into the urethra, ſome pain 
and irritation were excited, but no Go- 
norrhœa enſued; and, by fretting the 
fkin of the prepuce and glans with a lan- 
cet, and rubbing. the parts with the mat- 
ter of Gonorrhœa, ſlight ſores were pro- 
duced ; but they never aſſumed the ap- 
pearance of chancres, and they healed 
eaſily without the uſe of mercury.— For 
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the reaſons mentioned above, however, 
we cannot place much dependence upon 
theſe or any other experiments that have 
yet been made upon this ſubject; we 
muſt truſt therefore to experience and 
obſervation in the ordinary courſe of 
practice for means to aſcertain it. PH 

The other fact on which the- doctrine 
we attempt to eſtabliſh reſts, is, that Go- 

norrhœa and Syphilis have appeared at 
different times in the ſame countries, and 
in ſome inſtances have remained diſtin 
and uncombined for a great length of - 
time. 

If cheſe two diſeaſes were of the ſame 
nature, and proceeded from the ſame 
contagion, they ought to have appeared 
nearly at the ſame time in every country 
to which the infection was carried. This 
does not appear, however, from the hiſ- 
tory of the diſeaſe, to have been the caſe. 
From the earlier writers upon this ſub- 
ject, it is evident, that the Lues Venerea 
was known in Europe at leaſt forty years 
before the Gonorrhcea Virulenta. Doctor 


Aftruc, whoſe accuracy and minute at- 
"HA tention 
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tention to this ſubject has not been equal- 
led by any one, aſſerts, that in his time 
Gonorrhcea had not been long known in 
China, although we know that the Lues 
Venerea had long prevailed in that coun- 
try: and it would appear, notwithſtand- 
N ing of any thing that has been ſaid to the 
0 contrary, that the Lues Venerea was im- 
ported to the iſland of Otaheite a conſider- 

able time before Gonorrhœa. It ſeems 

to have been carried to that and other 

illands in the ſouth ſeas by the very firſt 

European navigators who touched there, 

and to have remained diſtinct, without 

being connected with Gonorrhœa, for a 

very conſiderable time; for, when Cap- 

.tain Cook viſited theſe iſlands in his ſe- 

cond voyage, we have authority for ſay- 

ing, that Gonorrhœa had not then ap- 

| peared in them. 

- Theſe hiſtorical facts all von to prove, 

N dßat where only one, of theſe diſeaſes has 
ij been imported to any particular diſtrict, 
il it has always remained diſtin, with- 
out producing the other; .and which 


We 
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we: cannot ſuppoſe would have ap 
if both were formed by the fame conta- 
gion. And, in addition to theſe, I may 
add another, not leſs remarkable, the 
truth of which may be aſcertained by all 
who incline to , inquire concerning it; as 
the ſcene of it lies in our own country. 
In various parts of the country of Scot- 
land, particularly in ſome Parts of the 
Highlands; in Galloway, and in Dum- 
fries-ſhire ; the common people have, for 
a great deen of time, been affficted with 
the Lues Venerea, under the denomina- 
tion, as they term it, of Sibbens; and 
which, from thoſe diſtreſſed with it hav- 
ing no communication with thoſe infect- 
ed with Gonorrh:: a, has ſtill retained its 
original, unmixed form, without a-ſingle 
inftance, ſo far as IJ know, of Gonorr- 


hœa having been ever N by it *.

” This muſt have happened from the e in theſe 
diſtricts prevailing almoſt entirely among poor Neri, 
people, whoſe manners do not expoſe them to the hazard 
of being infected with Gonorrhœa. None, however,

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There is evidence, in ſome of theſe diſ- 
tricts, of this diſeaſe having prevailed 
among them for upwards of ſeventy years: 
Nay, in ſome of them, it is ſaid, from 


tradition, to have been left there by the 


ſoldiers of Oliver Cromwell, and to have 


been given, ſince that period, by one ge- 
neration to another; and, although I have 
had opportunities of ſeeing many hund- 
red people labouring under it, with ulcers 
in the throat, nodes of the bones, fungous 


excreſcences about the anus, blotches

= can * the Sibbens who are much in company with 


thoſe labouring under it; and ſo much are they convinced 
of its being the ſame diſeaſe with Lues Venerea, that even 
thoſe who get it in the moſt innocent manner, are ſo much 
glhamed of it, that they never ſpeak of it as long as zit can 
paſlibly be kept ſecret.

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at preſent pretend to determine; but cer- 
tain it is that the ſymptoms produced by 
it are more inveterate than we uſually find 
them to be in the ordinary form of this 
diſeaſe.

ing under it. It often enters the conſti- 
tution by abſorption from the fur face, 
without any previous ulceration: In which 
caſe it afterwards breaks out in buboes, 
nodes, ulcers, and other fymptoms of a 
confirmed Lues; but not an inſtance, I 
am informed, bas happened, of Gonornhos 

being produced by it. | 
This, as well as lle has ere in 
che progreſs of Sibbens, is preciſely what 
happened with the Lues Venerea, when 
it firſt appeared in Europe, as well as at a 
late period in the South Seas; and there 
cannot be a doubt of the Aube circum- 
ſtances taking place wherever the Sy- 
philis only is communicated. We have 
ſeen, in all theſe inſtances, that Gonor- 
rhæœa has never been produced by it, which 
farely could not have happened if the 
two diſeafes were of the ſame nature, and 
produced by the ſame contagion. They 
could never, in that caſe, have remained 
for any length of time fo diſtin and pre- 
eie marked ; for the one muſt 2

ſarily, in almoſt every inſtance, have 
foon been productive of the other. © 
As a farther fupport of this opinion, 
I may add, that if the two diſeaſes were of 
che ſame nature, and produced by the fame 
infection, the remedies proving uſeful in 
the one might be expected to prove like- 
wiſe fo in the other. Inſtead of this, we 
find that thoſe upon which we depend 
with moſt certainty in Gonorrhœa, have 
no effect whatever in the cure of Syphilis, 
while mercury, which is the only re- 
medy, as we have obſerved above, upon 
which any dependence can be placed for 
the cure of Syphilis, does not, in Gonorrhœa, 
produce any advantage. Nay, har in 
ſome caſes, it evidently does harm. 
We alſo know, that Gonorrhœa will 
often terminate whether any remedy be 
employed or not, merely by moderate 
living, and keeping the parts regularly 
clean. The diſeaſe by this alone will, in 
moſt inſtances, become gradually milder, 
rill at laft it will diſappear entirely. No 
fach thing, however, Happens in Lnes 


Venerea 
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Venerea. In this, as we have already re- 
marked, even the mildeſt ſymptom be- 


comes daily worſe, unleſs mercury be 


employed; nor will any practitioner of 
experience truſt the cure even of the 
ſlighteſt chancre to any other remedy. 

Upon th:s evidence alone, of the me- 
thod of cure of the two diſeaſes being ſo 


_ eſſentially different, we might, I think, 
_ conclude that they are different in their 
nature, and that they proceed from dif- 
ferent contagions. Were they of the 


ſame nature, and proceeding from the 


ſame cauſe, it is not poſſible to conceive 
that any medicine would act as a certain 


cure for the one and do harm in the 


other, and yet every practitioner will admit 


chat mercury is the only remedy hitherto 
known, upon which we can depend for the 


cure of Lues Venerea, while it evidently 
often does harm, as I have already a 


ed, in Gonorrhœa.

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CHAP. IL

SECTION L 
General Obſervations on the Symptoms, Cauſes, 
and Seat of Gonorrhea Virulenta. 


TJ VERY diſcharge of matter from the 

urethra, excited by impure coition, 
is termed Gonorrhcea Virulenta. As the 
term implies a diſcharge of ſemen, and 
as this diſeaſe is not neceſſarily attended 
with any ſeminal evacuation, it is here 
obviouſly miſapphed ; but we think it 


better to retain even a faulty denomina- 


tion 
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tion when very univerſally received, than 
to incur the hazard ariſing from the con- 
fuſion which might enſue from the pro- 
poſal of amendments. 

The period at which the diſcharge ne 
place, after expoſure to infection, is al- 
ways uncertain. I have known it happen 
in a few hours; often in the courſe of a 
day or two, and in ſome inſtances not till 
ſeveral weeks have elapſed. From the 
third or fourth day, to the ſeventh and 
eight, is the moſt frequent period. 0 

This does not appear, however, to have 
any effect on the nature cr violence of the 
ſymptoms. Some indeed have imagined, 
that the diſeaſe muſt be mild or ſevere ac- 
| cording as it appears early or late after the 
matter of infection has been applied; but 
this does not accord with my obſervation. 
I have often known the ſymptoms mild 
when they appeared early after expoſure 
to infection, and ſevere when much time 
had elapſed. In one of the moſt obſtinate 
caſes of Gonorrhcea I have ſeen, the run- 
ning did not appear till nearly the ninth 
week 
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week from the time of infection. A gen-

picious character. No ſymptoms appear- 
ing till ſeveral weeks had elapſed, he con-

In ſome few caſes, the diſcharge takes 


place without the patient having any warn- 


ing of. its approach; but, for the moſt 
part, it is preceded by fymptoms indi- 
cating ſome degree of inflammation in the 
urethra : A ſenſe of fulneſs and tightneſs 
is felt over all the under part of the pe- 


nis; the patient has a more frequent de- 
fire than uſual to void urine, accompanied 


with a peculiar kind of itching heat along 
the urethra, at the ſame time that the 
extremity of that canal is obſerved to be 
of a more deep red colour than ordinary, 
and more than uſually tender to the 
touch. In ſome caſes, too, the urethra 
ſeems to be contracted, or leflened in its 

diameter; 
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diameter; the urine coming off in a 
ſtream much ſmaller than natural, while 
at other times it is forked, as if me pa 
_ ſage was divided in two. 

On the running appearing it is rn 
times white, and nearly of the confiſtence 
of purulent matter; but, for the moſt 
part, it is thin, and of a yellow green co- 
lour. In ſome caſes it is brown, reſem- 
bling the diſcharge of old ſcorbutic ſores, 
and in others it conſiſts almoſt entirely of 
blood, owing to the eroſion or rupture of 
one or more blood-veſlels in the urethra. 
In a great proportion of caſes, the diſ- 
charge of matter from the urethra, and 
ſcalding heat in making water, are the 
only ſymptoms which take place; but in 

others, theſe are accompanied with chor- 
dee, or painful involuntary erections ; 
with much uneaſineſs in the teſtes, which 
frequently become ſo tender and irri- 
table that the ſlighteſt touch excites pain. 
Severe degrees of pain often ſtretch from 
the penis to the groins and thighs ; and 
in ſome caſes over all the abdominal viſ- 
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cera, particularly over the under part of 
the belly. | 

In fome ** che chordee, and in others 
theſe ſympathetic pains ſtretching to the 
groins, and contiguous parts, are the 
moſt diſtreſsful ſymptoms of the diſß- 
eaſe. I have known the latter fo ſevere 
as to render the patient altogether unable 
To take any kind of exerciſe ; while the 
chordee, which is uſually worſt in bed, is 
apt to deprive him entirely of fleep. 

Belides theſe pains in the parts con- 
tiguous to the penis, and which we ſup- 
poſe to be chiefly the effect of nervous 
irritability, the glands in the groin in ſome 
inſtances ſwell, and become hard; but 
unleſs the running be accompanied with 
chancres, theſe ſwellings very commonly 
ſubſide, and do not proceed to ſuppurate; 
an important fact, which may be conſidered 
as an additional proof to what was men- 
tioned in the laſt chapter, of the differ- 
ence between Gonorrhœa and n Ve- 
nerea. 


In 
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In the courſe of the diſeaſe the glans 
penis ſometimes becomes red and in- 
flamed, and a yellow, fœtid matter, oozes 
from its whole ſurface. In ſome caſes 
this is accompanied with evident ulcera- 
tion: in others the ſkin remains entire, 
and the matter is obſerved, upon preſ- 
ſure, to proceed from an infinite number 
of ſmall points. In both they are ſup- 
poſed to proceed from the matter paſſing 
out of the urethra, and allowed, by the 
negligence of the patient, to reſt too long 
upon the tender cuticle of the glans. 

In ſome caſes, however, this inflam- 
matory affection of the glans, and dif. 
charge with which it is accompanied, 
takes place of itſelf, and without any diſ- 
charge from the urethra. In which caſe, 
from the reſemblance which the matter 
bears to that of Gonorrhœa, it has uſually 
been termed Gonorrhœa Spuria, This 
inflammation, in ſome caſes ſpreads to 
the prepuce, in which it very commonly 
produces ſome degree of contraction. 
When the prepuce becomes ſo much 
Vol. VII. E ſtrait- 
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Araitened that it cannot be driven back, a 
diſeaſe is formed, which we term phy- 
moſis; and, when it contracts behind the 
glans, a diſeaſe termed paraphy moſis n 
place. 
Although in Gonorelure fore degree of 
uneaſineſs is uſually felt along the whole 
courſe of the urethra, yet we know, that 
in moſt inſtances, the ſeat of the diſeaſe 
lies within an inch, or little more, of 
the point of the penis. In a few' caſes, 
however, whether from maltreatment of 
the diſorder; from the nature of the 1n- 
fection being more than uſually virulent, 
or from peculiarity of conſtitution of the 
patient, the diſcaſe ſpreads backward till 
it extends over the whole length. of the 
urethra, even to the bladder itſelf. The 
proſtate gland and internal coat of the 
bladder become affected, and ſympathetic 
pains ſtretch from theſe parts along the 
ureters to the kidneys. | 
When the bladder becomes in this 
manner diſeaſed, the ſtate of the patient 


is, for the moſt, extremely miſerable : he 
| | feels 
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feels almoſt a- conſtant deſire to rinks 
water, accompanied with ſevere preſſure 
or bearing down upon the affected parts; 
_ proceeding from involuntary ſpaſmodic 

contractions of the abdominal muſcles: 
The whole region of the loins, particu- 
larly about the kidneys, becomes ſo pain- 
ful and irritable, that much diſtreſs is ex- 
cited by whatever tends to bring the muſs 
cles of theſe parts into action, and the pa- 
tient often complains of a conſtant teneſs 
mus, and of a frequent ſhooting pain about 
the anus and neck of the bladder. 

In this ſtage of the diſorder there is 
ſeldom any conſiderable diſcharge from 
the urethra; but, for the moſt part, a 
large quantity of very viſcid- fœtid-mucus 
is diſcovered in the urine, which, in the 
courſe of a few hours, ſubſides, and ad- 
| heres ſo firmly to the ſides of the vellel as 
not to be eaſily ſeparated. gs | 
When a Gonorrhcea has either been im- 
properly treated, or when much inflam- 
mation takes place from any other cauſe; 
the teſtes are apt to ſwell and inflame, 

MA and 
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and abſceſſes often form in Cowper's 
glands, as well as in other parts of the 
urethra. When thefe burſt outwardly, 
or when the urine by any means finds 
acceſs to them, they are often productive 
of great diſtreſs to the patient and per- 
plexity to the practitioner, as they fre- 
quently baffle every attempt that is made 
for removing them. 

It will readily be conetived that all the 
ſymptoms we have deſcribed are feldom 
or never met with in the ſame patient, 
and that theſe which do take place will be 
in very different degrees in different caſes. 
Thisis particularly remarkable with reſpect | 
to the quantity of diſcharge, which, in 
ſome inſtances, is ſo trifling as ſcarcely to 
excite any inconvenience, whilſt, in 
others, it is ſo profuſe as to prove highly 
diſtreſsful. In ſome caſes too, the heat 
of urine is ſo inconſiderable as not to de- 
ſerve notice; and in ſuch inſtances alſo, 
the deſire to paſs water is ſeldom very fre- 
quent, while, in others, theſe ſymptoms 
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-are 3 ſo unſupportable as to render the 
patient miſerable. 

In moſt inſtances of Gonorrhcea any 
external inflammation which occurs is 
confined to the extremity of the urethra ; 
but, in ſome caſes, it runs ſo high as to 
ſpread over the whole glans, where it 
might be expected to terminate, as inflam- 
matory affeQions in other parts of the - 
body moſt frequently do, in the forma- 
tion of abſceſſes. This, however, very 
rarely happens, We have obſerved, 
above, that, in a few inſtances, a puru- 
lent-like matter oozes from the whole ſur- 
face of the inflamed glans; but I have 
ſcarcely known an inſtance of any exten- 
five abſceſs jn the ſubſtance of the glans, 
The inflammation, for the moſt part, ter- 
minates by diſperſion. In a few. caſes 1 it 
ends in mortification, 

In women the ſymptoms * Gonor- 
rhxa are, for the moſt part, much milder 
than in men. It ſometimes happens that 
a flow of matter is all that occurs; and, 
as the Gicharge 1 is very ſimilar to the mat- 

| E -Þ | ver 
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ter of fluor albus, the two diſeaſes are often | 
miſtaken for one another. | 
This abſence of pain, however, takes 
place only where the vagina is the ſeat of 
the diſeaſe. When the urethra becomes 
affected the ſymptoms are nearly the ſame 
as in the other ſex. A diſtreſsful degree 
of irritation occurs at the extremity of the 
urethra, accompanied with heat of urine, 
and a very frequent deſire to paſs water. In 
ſome caſes the inflammation ſpreads to the 
bladder, and even to the kidneys, uterus, 
and ovaria ; or at leaſt theſe parts come to 
be ſo wed affected with pain as to give 
cauſe to ſuſpect that they are in a ſtate of 
inflammation. Pain, even in a ſevere de- 
gree, will no doubt occur from nervous 
ſympathy, and this I believe to be fre- 
quently the caſe here ; but I have met with 
different inſtances of a conſiderable de- 
gree of inflammation being excited by 
Gonorrhcea in all the parts which I have 
mentioned : that is, they have become 
ſwelled, hard, and exceſſively painful, in- 
ſomuch that the ſli ghreſt touch would 
create 
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create a great degree of uneaſineſs; and 
blood-letting, with other evacuations, 
were the only remedies from which re- 
lief was obtained. In ſome caſes the mat- 
ter is ſo ſharp and acrid as to excorriate 
the clitoris, nymphæ, and labia pudendi. 
This excites a great deal of uneaſineſs; 
more than ever takes place-in men from a 
mere affection of the external parts; for, 
as theſe parts are in women preſſed upon 
in ſitting, the ſlighteſt degree of inflam- 
mation is, from this cauſe alone, produc- 
tive of much diſtreſs. ' 'They are often 
obliged to remain conſtantly in bed; being 
unable either to walk, ſtand, or ſit. 
It is impoſſible, in any caſe of Gonor- 
rhœa, to determine at firſt, in what man- 
ner it will terminate, for we often find 
the moſt ſevere, as well as the moſt obſti- 
nate diſcharge, ſucceed” to ſymptoms of 
the mildeſt nature, while in ſome'caſes 
it ends quickly and eaſily, where the 
ſymptoms at firſt were very ſevere. It is 
in general believed that the diſeaſe will 
be mild, and of ſhort duration, where the 
8 E 4 running 
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running is white or yellow; and, on the 
contrary, that it will neceſſarily prove ſe- 
vere and tedious, where it 1s at firſt green, 
or much tinged with blood. This, 
however, 1s by no means univerſally the 
caſe ; for inſtances occur daily, of the run- 
ning proving tedious, where it was at firſt 
of the colour and conſiſtence of purulent 
matter, while others often happen of its 
ending quickly, where the matter was at 
firſt either deeply tinged with blood, or 
of as deep a green as this diſcharge has 
ever been obſerved. | 

In the progreſs of this diſeaſe, we al- 
ways reckon it a favourable circumſtance 
to obſerve the matter become thick and 
ropy. This cannot indeed be mentioned 
as an infallible proof of the diſcharge 
being ſoon to terminate; but it is, un- 
doubtedly, one of the moſt favourable 
occurrences in every caſe of clap. When 
the running does not ſoon become ropy, 
it is apt to terminate in gleet, the moſt 
perplexing ſymptom in this diſorder, and 
N 7 df 
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of ich we ſhall ſpeak more nee 
in an enſuing chapter. 

We ſhall hereafter have occaſion to PR 
ſerve that a diſcharge may be produced 
from the urethra by different cauſes, very 
ſimilar to the matter of Gonorrhæœa virus 
lenta. At preſent it is only neceflary to 
remark, that, in this diſeaſe, the diſcharge 
is obviouſly the effect of irritation excited 
in the membrane of the urethra. and: con- 
tiguous parts, by matter from an infected 
perſon being applied to them. 2 
Some difference of opinion has ice 
of the manner in which the matter of in- 
fection is communicated to the urethra. 
By ſome it is ſuppoſed to happen in con- 
ſequence of being firſt abſorbed from the 
ſurface of the glans, and afterwards de- 
poſited on the membrane of the urethra; _ 
as they do not think that it can paſs di- 
realy into the urethra, during coition. 
No good reaſon, however, can be given 
for this opinion: it appears more probable 
that the matter at firſt finds acceſs between 
the lips of the urethra ; that it afterwards 
{preads 
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ſpreads, in a gradual manner, along the 
paſſage, by mixing with the mucus, with 
which it meets, and that the progreſs 
which it makes will, in a great mea- 
ſure, depend upon the parts to which it 1s 
applied being more or leſs ſuſceptible of 
inflammation ; upon the general ſtate of 
health of the patient ; upon his manner 
of living; and perhaps upon other cauſes. 

I do not conceive, however, that the 
kind of matter by which the diſcharge is 
produced has ſo much influence on the 
violence or duration of the ſymptoms as 
has been imagined. It is indeed the opi- 
nion of ſome that a ſevere and obſtinate 
caſe of clap may always be traced to an in- 
fection of ſome peculiar degree of viru- 
lency; but this will not be found to hap- 
pen with any kind of uniformity. So far 
as my obſervation goes, it is in Gonor- 
rhœa nearly the ſame as in ſmall pox. 
The mildneſs or violence of ſymptoms 
does not depend upon the matter by 
which the diſeaſe is produced ſo much as 
upon other circumſtances. Hence the 
; ſame 
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woman will, under the ſame infection, 
communicate the moſt virulent ſymptoms 
to one perſon, and the en to an- 

other. 
That much depends upon the habit of 
body of the patient, and upon his man- 
ner of living, will ſcarcely be doubted; 
but the following fact renders it obvious. 
Three gentlemen, who aſſociated much 
together, and who were accuſtomed to 
live freely, returning one night from a 
drinking club, reſolved to viſit a girl of 
the town, and to take a friend along with 
them who had that night been a viſitor 
in their ſociety, but who uſually lived 
with much ſobriety. They all had con- 
nection with the ſame girl. The three 
aſſociates had all the moſt ſevere claps 1 
ever met with; while the other, who alſo 
received the infection, had the diſeaſe in 
the mildeſt form. This would not, in 
ſimilar circumſtances, always happen, as 
we ſometimes find people who live with 
much circumſpection, liable to very ſe- 
yere attacks of Genorrhica; but, for the 
| moſt 
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molt part, the degree of violence of this 
diſeaſe has a conſiderable dependence on 
the manner of living of the patient. 

The matter diſcharged in Gonorrhœa 
being very ſimilar to what is daily ob- 
ſerved to flow from ſores in other parts, 
and. the quantity being often very conſi- 
derable, it was the prevailing opinion, 
till of late, that it proceeded from ſores 
or ulcers in the urethra. We now know, 
however, that ulcers very ſeldom take 
place here ; and, when they do, that they 
may be 3 to ſome accidental cauſe, 
ſuch as the rupture of a blood-veſſel, in 
no degree neceſſarily connected with the 
exiſtence of the diſeaſe. On diſſection, 
after death, it is found, almoſt in every 
inſtance, that the membrane of the ure- 
thra i is entire, and that the matter is pro- 
duced by inflammation alone. 
It had long been known, that inſtances 
were occaſionally met with on diſſeRion, 
| where no degree of ulceration in the. ure- 
thra was diſcovered, This, however, was 


conſidered as à ſingular occurrence, and 
that 
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that it never happened but where the 
ſymptoms were uncommonly mild; for 
at that time it was ſuppoſed, that ulbe⸗ 
ration, or a deſtruction of parts, was 
requiſite for the production of matter. 
But we now know, that this is by no 
means the caſe, and that an inflamed ſur- 
face, even where no abraſion is perceived, 
will produce all the varieties of matter 
which ſores ever afford, and that different 
kinds of animal fluids may be converted 
into theſe, merely by being . in certain 
degrees of heat. 

By this the difficulty is removed, whith 
otherwiſe we muſt have experienced in 
accounting for the large quantities of 
matter daily diſcharged from the urethra 
in Gonorrhœa; which, in ſome caſes is 
fo conſiderable, that nothing leſs than an 
affection of the whole extent of that cana? 
could afford it. Now thoſe who'imagine 
that the matter proceeds from ulcers, have 
Never gone ſo far as to ſay that this ever 
takes place: nor could it probably occur, 
but with ſuch conſequences as very ſel- 

0 dom 
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dom enſue from Gonorrhœa. What I 
allude to forms an unanſwerable objec- 
tion to the idea of ulcers being frequent 
in this diſeaſe, even although no oppor- 
tunities had occurred of proving it by 
diſſection. Where the membrane of the 
urethra is in any point ruptured, either 
by the burſting of an abſceſs into it, or 
by any other cauſe, the moſt diſtreſsful 
conſequences almoſt univerſally enſue; 
for the urine paſling into the contiguous 
parts, forms ſwellings, which uſually ter- 
minate in fiſtulous openings, that prove 
always tedious, and of uncertain event. 
Every practitioner knows, that even the 
 ſighteſt opening into the urethra is apt 
to terminate in this manner ; ſo that, if 
the matter of Gonorrhœa proceeded from 
ulceration, the, conſequences of almoſt 
every caſe of Gonorrhcea, would neceſſa- 
rily prove much more formidable than 
we ever, 1n any inſtance, find them to be. 
In caſes of long continued Gonorrhcea, 
the membrane of the urethra is apt to be 
ſo relaxed, that fungous excreſcences form 
in 
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in different parts of it. Theſe not only 
impede the paſſage of the urine, but, be- 
coming ſoft and tender, they at laſt ulce- 
rate, and throw out very conſiderable 
quantities of matter. This, however, is 
never to be conſidered as the cauſe of 
Gonorrhcea, but merely as the effect of 
it. It often proceeds from miſmanage- 
ment, either on the part of the patient 
or practitioner ; and ſometimes from 
ſome conſtitutional affection to which the 
patient at the time may be liable. 

Inſtead of ulceration, we find, that 
in a great proportion of caſes, there is 
merely a flight degree of inflammation, 
extending from the extremity of the glans 
to an inch or perhaps an inch and a half up. _ 
the urethra. In more obſtinate caſes of clap, 
Cowper's glands, with their ducts, which 
terminate in the urethra, are found af- 
fected. In a third ſtage of the diſeaſe, 
the proſtate gland, and contiguous parts 
of the urethra, are inflamed ; and in the 
fourth,and what may be reckoned the moſt 
diftreſsful ſtage of clap, the internal coat of - 

the 
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the bladder is found inflamed: For the moſt 
part, the inflammation is confined to the 
neck of the bladder ; but I have met with 
inſtances of its being perceptible over the 
whole of it, and of its even extending 
along the ureters to the kidneys: _ 

This inflammation, however, is chiefly 
obvious at firſt. On a long continuance 
of the diſeaſe, the parts affected, inſtead 
of being either inflamed, or in a ſtate of 
ulceration; ire of a more pale colour than 
natural ; the membrane of the urethra is 
found ſoft and relaxed; and coloured 
mucus or matter may be preſſed dut from 
an infinite number of ſmall points over 
every part of it that has been diſeaſed. 

This is preciſely what happens with 
every membrane that has remained long 
under a flight degree of inflammation; 
particularly with the membrane of the noſe 
and trachea. Theſe parts often afford 
very confiderable quantities of matter, or 
of mucus very much reſembling matter, 
for a great length of time; and yet, upon 
diſſection, they are ſeldom or never found 
in 
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in a ſtate of ulceration, the membrane 
being for the moſt part only ſlightly in- 
flamed. We may here indeed remark, 
that the reſemblange between the two 
diſeaſes, Gonorrhaa and Catarrh, is, in 
certain ſtages of each of them, very re- 
markable. They ſeem both to ori- 
ginate from inflammation excited upon 
a membrane. The matter of the one is 
in many inſtances very ſimilar to that of 
the other. They ſeem both to be local 
affections only; and the parts on which 
they are 2 are, after death, found to 
be affected in a ſimilar manner. 
But although, in the latter ſtages of 
Gonorrhœa, in which chiefly opportunities 
occur of examining the ſtate of the 
parts after death, the inflammation, is 
found to be for the moſt part inconſider- 
able, yet, in the commencement of the 
diſeaſe, the parts. are often highly in- 
flamed, particularly when thoſe about the 
neck of the bladder are affected. This is 
obvious from the ſymptoms; particularly 
from the violent pain which always takes 
„ F place, 
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place, and Gow the antiphlogiſtic re- 


medies employed for the cure of che diſ- 


eaſe. 


SECTION H. 


Of the Prognaſis in Gonorrhea Virulenta. 


IN every diſeaſe, it is of importance for 
a practitioner to be able to ſay at what 


time and in what manner it will termi- 
nate. In none is information of this kind 


more anxiouſly wiſhed for than in Go- 
norrhœa. The hopes and fears of pa- 
tients lead them equally to with for it; 
but, from various cauſes, and more par- 


ticularly from want of attention to the 
exact fite of the diſeaſe, the duration of 


Gonorrhœa has always been a matter of 


much uncertainty.

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I have obſerved above, that, on diflec- 

tion, four.different ſet of parts are found 
at different times to be the ſeat of Go- 
norrhœa. When the running proceeds 
from the extremity, or from within about 

an inch and a half of the extremity of the 
penis, as happens in perhaps nine caſes out 
of ten, there will, for the moſt part, be 


much cauſe to hope that a cure will ſoon 
be obtained. In ſuch inſtances, when the 


patient is otherwiſe in good health, and 


when he does not interrupt the operation 
of the neceſſary remedies by 1mproper 


conduct, the diſeaſe will not commonly 
endure a fortnight. Nay, a cure in ſuch 


., circumſtances is often obtained in two or 
three days: but, whenever the lower 


parts of the urethra are affected, particu- 


larly when the proſtate gland and other 


parts about the neck of the bladder are 
diſeaſed, the running, in almoſt every 
inſtance, proves obſtinate. Even our moſt 


powerful remedies in other caſes of clap 


are here doubtful in their effects. Hence 
„ no 
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no certain opinion can be formed of the 
event of the diſeaſe. 

When theſe deep-ſeated WY are af- 
feed, the diſeaſe proves always tedious, 
whatever the habit of body may be; but 
it neceſſarily proves much more ſo when 
the conſtitution labours under any general 
affection, particularly when ſcrophula 
prevails, than when the patient is ſound 
and healthy. Indeed a ſcrophulous taint 
exiſting even with the moſt fimple caſe of 
clap, is apt to render it obſtinate; I am ſo 
much convinced of this being the caſe, 
that in every inſtance of clap occurring in 
ſcrophulous patients I always give a 
guarded prognoſis of the event. Cures 
are ſometimes indeed obtained eaſily, even 
in patients of this deſcription ; but, for 
the moſt part, the diſcharge goes on for 
a great length of time, and reſiſts the 
effect of every remedy we Say" to re- 
move it. ; 

This uncertainty which takes place in 
the treatment of Gonorrhœa, and the 
great * of time o which the diſ- 
charge, 
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charge, in ſome inſtances goes on, to- 
gether with the many untoward and un- 
expected occurrences which often happen 
during the cure, tend altogether to ren- 
der this branch of practice the moſt dif- 
treſsful of any in the province of medi- 
cine. In a great proportion of caſes a 
cure with proper treatment is eaſily and 
{ſpeedily obtained; but every candid prac- 
ritioner will admit that caſes often occur 
in which the diſcharge continues obſti- 
nate for a great length of time, even 
under the uſe of the moſt powerful re- 
medies with which we are acquainted, 
But, by diſtinguiſhing between one ſtage 
of the diſeaſe and another, and thus giv- 
ing an opinion to patients of the probable 
event of it, practitioners would avoid a 
good deal of embaraſſment which they 
often experience, from giving ſo indiſ- 
criminately as they commonly do, a fa- 
vourable prognoſis at the commencement 

of every caſe of clap.” 
In- forming a prognofis, it __ al- 
ways to be kept in view, that however 
| F 3 mild 
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mild the ſymptoms may be at firſt, they 
may very quickly and unexpectedly be- 


come ſevere, by the diſeaſe proceeding 
from one part of the urethra to another, 


or even by the inflammation in the part 


which was at firſt affected becoming more 


ſevere. This ariſes from various cauſes, 
and often from circumſtances which it is 


not in the power of practitioners to pre- 


vent. It ſometimes occurs, indeed, from 


the uſe of improper remedies; particu- 


larly from acrid injections being uſed 
with too much freedom; but it happens 
much more frequently from other cauſes, 
particularly from the tendency which in- 
flammation in one part of a membrane has 
to ſpread itſelf over the whole of it, and to 
the miſconduct of patients, who, inſtead 
of living as they ought to do, very com- 
monly proceed, during the cure, in the 
ſame courſe of riot and debauchery by 


which they were at firſt expoſed to infec- 
tion. Some patients, even under ſuch 


circumſtances, will no doubt get well; 
but there is not a more undoubted fact than 
| this, 
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this, that the cure of the diſeaſe is for 

the moſt part both difficult and uncertain 

where the patient lives in a riotous and 
mne manner. |

mera as I have obſerved above, 
has, till of late, been very generally 
conſidered as depending upon an affection 
of the conſtitution; or at leaſt the diſ- 
charge has been ſuppoſed to be of ſuch a 
nature as at all times to affect the conſti- 
tution, and therefore that a cure could 
not be obtained but by the uſe of remedies 
which operate upon the ſyſtem at large. 
For a conſiderable time mercury was 
chiefly relied upon. It was employed on 
_ ſuppoſition of Gonorrhœa being a 
F 4 {ſymptom 
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ſymptom of Lues Venerea; but expe- 


rience having ſhewn that no advantage 


was derived from mercury by itſelf, other 


remedies were employed along with it. 


Theſe conſiſted chiefly of demulcents, eva- 
cuants, and aſtringents. 

By a plentiful uſe of mucilagenous 
drinks, and other demulcents, it was 
meant to ſheath the bladder and urethra 
more effectually from the acrimony of the 


urine, and at the ſame time to render the 


urine itſelf leſs acrid. Purgatives were 
employed for the purpoſe of carrying off 
the morbid matter of the diſeaſe,” and 


nitre and other remedies were given with 


a ſimilar intention; and laſtly, as the 
running was ſeldom leſſened by the uſe of 
any of theſe, but, on the contrary, being 
frequently increaſed, bark, aſtringent bal- 


ſams, and other corroberants, were pre- 


ſcribed for putting a ſtop to it. In ſome 
caſes mercury was continued during the 
whole courſe; in others it was left off at 
the time of entering 1885 175 115 of rin

The practice of phyſic when this pre- 
vailed being in moſt points highly im- 
proved, we are aſtoniſhed to find ſuch de- 
ficiency as this evinces, in the treatment 
of a diſeaſe which neceſſarily fell under 
daily obſervation. If patients had been 
left to themſelves, without any inter- 
ference on the part of practitioners, the 
diſeaſe would often, in the courſe of 
time, have diſappeared without any in- 
jury being done to the conſtitution; for - 
we know that a ſimple clap will, in moſt 
inſtances, dry up whether any remedies 
be employed or not; but, by the liberal 
uſe of ſtrong purgatives, and eſpecially 
hen this was conjoined with a low diet 
and a courſe of mercury, the conſtitution 
was ſo much debilitated that this alone 
rendered almoſt every caſe that occurred 
exceedingly obſtinate : hence Gonorrhc-a 
was conſidered as the moſt diſtreſsful as 
well as one of the moſt dangerous diſ- 
eaſes to which the human ſpecies was 
liable. Lues Venerea was, for the moſt 
part, eaſily cured by mercury ; but no ad- 
vantage 
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cial, by the irritation which they excited. 
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vantage was derived from this remedy in 
Gonorrhœa: the diſeaſe uſually proved 


exceedingly obſtinate, and was very apt 


to terminate either in gleet or in obſtruc- 


tions of the urethra. 


It ſoon appeared to practitioners of ob- 


ſervation, that the medicines employed 
in Gonorrhœa, inſtead of proving uſeful, 


rather did harm ; but the period was not 
yet arrived in which a more effectual re- 
medy was to be propoſed. Some, how- 
ever, went ſo far as to ſay that medicines 
of every kind might be avoided, as they 
had found, from experience,that the diſeaſe 


went off both more eaſily and more quick- 


ly when left to itſelf than it ever did with 
the remedies at that time in general uſe. 


A low diet, mercury, and evacuants of 


different kinds, did much harm, as we 
have already obſerved, by inducing ſuch 
a degree of debility and relaxation as ma- 


terially affected the conſtitution ; and the 


draſtic purgatives, of which large dozes 
were given daily, proved highly prejudi- 


In 
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In certain ſtages of clap a ſtrong purgative 
never fails to increaſe the pain; to excite 
a more frequent deſire to make water; 
and to increaſe the diſcharge : nay, I have 
| known various inſtances of a return of all 
the ſymptoms of Gonorrhœa being in- 
duced: by the operation of a briſk purga- 
tive, long after the patient conſidered his 
cure as complete. 

We need not therefore be Supi at 
the propoſal of laying all ſuch remedies 
as theſe aſide; and it muſt be admitted 
that a cure will often take place, that is, 
the running would diſappear, together 
with all the ſymptoms which attend it, 
without the aid of medicine. This would 
frequently happen where the diſeaſe was 


mild; where the patient was poſſeſſed of 


a healthy conſtitution; and where the 
running was not kept up by any impro- 
priety on the part of the patient. The 
running would diſappear here, as hap- 
pens in corryza and other inſtances of 
matter proceeding from inflamed ſur- 
_ whether any remedies ſhould be 

| employed 
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employed or not; but this would ſeldom 
or never happen where the ſymptoms 
were ſevere, nor where the patient did 
not live in every reſpect as he ought to 
do. In all ſuch caſes the cure would 
prove tedious and uncertain, and the con- 
ſtitution would frequently be ruined, in 
the attempt. c | 
When the mode of cure we have men- 
tioned was propoſed, an opinion'prevailed 
that the diſcharge was kept up by ſome 
general affection of the conſtitution, and 
that nothing therefore could be ſo ſafe or 
fo proper as to allow it to run as long as 
any part of the morbific matter by which 
it was produced continued. It was at 
that time admitted by all, that Gonorrhœa 
was of the. ſame nature with Lues Vene- 
rea. Chancres, as well as all other vene- 
ral ſores, were kept open till cures were 
obtained by the internal uſe of mercury. 
An erroneous idea prevailed of ſome ad- 
vantage being derived from the diſcharge 
which they produced ; and hence, even by 
thoſe who ſaw clearly that no benefit was 
ob- 
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obtained from mercury in Gonorrhœa, it 
was ſtill conſidered as the beſt practice to 
allow the diſeaſe, as they ſaid, to dil 
charge itſelf in this manner. c 

Even granting that the matter of Gonor- 
rhœa were the ſame with that of Lues Vene- 
rea, there is no cauſe to imagine that any 
advantage would enfue from this practice: 
but we now have no reaſon to doubt of 
the two diſeaſes being perfectly different: 
A practice, therefore, which at one period 
might have been judged proper in one 
diſeaſe, would now be inapplicable in the 
other ; and hence it has, very generally, 
been laid aſide, although not yet given up 
by ſome individuals. 

From the obſervations we had occaſion 
to make in the laſt chapter, as well as 
from other circumſtances, few. will now 
doubt that the matter in Gonorrhœa pro- 
ceeding in moſt inſtances from an in- 
flamed ſtate of the membrane of the ure- 
thra and contiguous parts, gives a local 
affection only, without being productive 
of any general diſeaſe of the conſtitution. 
From 
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From this view of the ſubject, it is ob- 
vious that no great advantage is to he ex- 


pected from remedies applied to the ſyſ- 
tem at large, and that a cure is to be 
looked for from the uſe of local remedies 


only. In the treatment of a ſimple ſore, 
of a cut, a burn, or excoriations from any 


cauſe Whatever, we would not ſurely ex- ä 


pect to ſucceed by mercury, purgatives, 


or any remedies directed to the conſtitu- 
tion. In all ſuch affections we truſt to lo- 


cal remedies, unleſs the preſence of fe- 
ver, or ſome other general affection, ren- 


der other remedies neceſſary. For the 
ſame reaſon we ought, in Gonorrhcea, to 


depend entirely upon ſuch remedies as act 
chiefly upon the parts affected; no others 
being neceſſary if it be not occaſional 


blood-letting, and other evacuations, and 
theſe only where fever, plethora, « or much 
inflammation take place. 
In local affections of other parts our re- 
medies are eaſily and directly applied : in 
the urethra ſome nicety and attention 18 
neceſſary, not only in the mode of apply- 
ing 


{ 
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ing them to the diſeaſed parts, but in 
judging of the period of the diſeaſe, or 
rather of the ſtate of the parts to which 
they are to be applied: in other ſituations 
theſe circumſtances fall directly under 
view, and we judge from appearances of 

the propriety of applying one remedy or 
another. In the urethra we are directed 
1 —9 entirely by the ſymptoms, and we judge 
from theſe of the remedies to be employ- 
ed, as well as of the parts to which they 
are to be applied being in a fit ſtate for 
receiving them or not. 

If the parts affected in . were 
always the ſame no difficulty would occur 
in the application of our remedies; but, 


although the matter in the commence- 


ment of the diſeaſe proceeds in perhaps 
every inſtance from inflammation, yet, in 
ſome, parts are affected with inflamma- 
tion, to which it would be improper and 
even hazardous to apply the ſame reme- 
dies which in a great proportion of caſes 
are uſed with much ſafety and advan- 
tage. | n | 
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We hall afterwards have occaſion to 


ſhew that, in certain circumſtances of Go- 


norrhœa, bougies may be uſed with much 
benefit; but, for the moſt part, we de- 
pend entirely upon injections, and chiefly 
upon ſuch as are of a drying, aſtringent 
nature. Now it is obvious, that although 
we may with ſafety apply an aſtringent 


ſolution to an inflamed ſurface, as hap- 


pens daily where the membrane of the 
urethra only is affected, yet that much riſk 
may enſue from the ſame ſolution being 
applied tothe ducts of inflamed glands: 
in the one caſe the diſcharge produced by 
the inflammation will be leſſened and 
ſoon removed, and the inflammation it- 


ſelf will ſubſide, while, in the other, by 


a ſudden ſtop being put to the diſcharge 
of a gland already in a ſtate of increaſed 
irritability, more inflammation will be 
excited, the parts affected will become 
ſwelled and painful, and at laſt the diſ- 


charge will burſt forth with redoubled 


violence. 


That 
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That this frequently happens in the 
cob! of buſineſs every practitioner of 
candour will admit: nay, there are few 
patients who have been liable to different 
attacks of this diſcharge, who have not 
met with it in ſome degree. For a day or 
two the running will often diſappear, and 
they conſider the cure as complete, when 
after ſome degree of tenſion and uneaſineſs 
along the greateſt part of the penis, parti- 
cularly in the perineum, the diſcharge re- 
curs as before, with every Spence of a 
recent infection. 

As there are many who condemn the 


uſe of injections in Gonorrhœa, it is al-. 


ledged that this is one of the inconvenien- 
ces which they produce; but we ſhall pre- 
ſently haye occaſion to ſhew that this is 
by no means the caſe, and that it proceeds 
entirely from a miſapplication of the reme- 
dy; from uſing it in a ſtate of the diſeaſe for 
which 1t 18 1mproper ; and not from the re- 
medy itſelf being of a hazardous nature. 
This leads us to revert to the neceſlity + 
there is for diſtinguiſhing between one 
Yor. I. „ ſtate 
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ſtate of Gonorrhœa and another. It the 
deſcription of the ſymptoms, I remarked 


that they are evidently diſtinguiſhable in- 


to four ſets, indicating four ſtates or ſtages 


of the diſeaſe; and as it is a point of the 
firſt importance in practice to have theſe 
different ſtates clearly marked, we ſhall 
now * to treat of them j in ee 


SECTION IV. 


. , « the Firſt Stage of Gonorrbæa. i 


IN. che firſt ſtage of Stier the run- 


ning is never accompanied with vio- 


lent ſymptoms. The extremity of the 
urethra becomes red, full, and ſomewhat 


| prominent. The glans becomes tender and 


irritable, and ardor urinz takes place in a 
greater or leſſer degree, according to the 
extent of the inflammation. For the moſt 


Part the heat of urine 1s inconſiderable; but 
| in 
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in ſome inſtances, even in this ſtage of the. 
diſeaſe, it is ſo ſeyere as to excite a good 
deal of diſtreſs. Chordee ſometimes occurs, 
but ſeldom in any conſiderable degree. 
In the hiſtory of the diſcaſe we have 
In that in this ſtage of it the membrane 
of the urethra alone is affected, that is, the 
inflammation by which the diſcharge is 
| produced has not extended to any other 
PS... 
We judge that this is 0 caſe when 
| juſt been amen f wha no r 
ſwellings are eee, along the courſe 
of the urethra, and particularly when the 
running proceeds entirely from within an 
inch, or an inch and a half of the extre- 
mity of that canal. K 
This circumſtance of the diſcharge in 
Gn proceeding from the extremi- 
ty of the urethra, is at all times a proof of 
the inflammation not having advanced 
farther than to conſtitute what I have de- 
nominated the firſt ſtage of the diſeaſe. 
No grndular ſwellings are ever diſcovered 
GS 3 while 
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while the running proceeds from theſe 


parts; and on diſſection after death, che 


membrane of the urethra alone is found 


: inflamed : 'but in ſome inſtances the diſ- 


charge proceeds even from the ſuperior 
parts of the urethra, while none of the 
contiguous glands are affected. This I 
conſider as conſtituting. the firſt ſtage of 
the diſeaſe, equally ; as when the extremity 
of the urethra is alone affected. The ſymp- 
toms are not more violent in the one than 
in the other, and the method of cure is 


the ſame in both. It muſt, however, be 


admitted, that we do not frequently —_ 
with this ; : for where the upper part of the 
urethra is affected, the inflammation is 
very apt to ſpread to the contiguous glands, 
and thus terminates in the ſecond, third, 
or, perhaps, fourth ſtage of the diſeaſe. 
We aſcertain the place in the urethr 


from whence .matter is diſcharged, not 


merely from the height to which the pain 
or uneaſineſs with which it may be ac- 
companied extends, for this proves often 
an equivocal mark of diſtinction, but 

from 
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from corps the paſſage at any given 
ſpot, and preſſing out all the matter be- 
tween it and the end of the urethra. 
If, on removing the preſſure, more can be 
brought down, we are fure that it muſt : 
come from a greater height, and by pro- 
ceeding in a gradual manner upwards. we 
may thus, with very little attention, dif- 
cover almoſt the exact ſpot from whence 
the diſcharge proceeds. It will/afterwards 
appear that our being able to do ſo is of 
importance in conducting the cure: 

From what has been ſaid it will appear, 
that in this ſtage of the diſeaſe the run- 
ning proceeds entirely from inflammation 
of the membrane of the urethra, without 
any affection of the glands which open in- 
to it; and in the removal of this the cure 
entirely conſiſts. 
Where the inflammation i 18 conſiderable, | 
as we judge to be the caſe when the ardor 
urinz is ſevere, and eſpecially when it oc- 
curs in a very full habit of body, it may 
be proper to preſcribe blood-letting, a doſe 
or two of any gentle laxative, and a low, 
| 3 cool- 
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cooling diet. At the ſame time violent 


exerciſe of every kind ſhould be avoided, 


particularly riding on horſeback. ' , 
Inflammation, however, in this ſtate, i 19 
feldom ſo conſiderable as to render blood- 


zetting neceſſary : in ordinary caſes we 


now truſt to the uſe of injections alone, 


and in all periods of the diſcharge I-uſe 
them with equal freedom. Even where 
blood-letting, and a ſtrict attention to an 
antiphilogiſtic regimen is neceſſary, I have 
never any difficulty in beginning. imme- 
diately to the uſe of injections. 5 

Thoſe who are not in the daily practice 
of uſing. injections, are afraid; of preſcrib- 


ing them ſo generally as they ought to do: 
fome, indeed, never employ them in any 


caſe, from the prejudice being ſtrong 
which ſtill prevails againſt them among 
almoſt all the older practitioners, while 


others admit that they may be uſed with 


fafety and advantage, in the latter period 
of the diſeaſe, but never in the beginning, . 
or while the inflammation continues in 


This, 
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This, ann is a timidity that will 
oon vaniſh with all who venture upon 4 
more general uſe of them. They will 
find that injections, of a ſufficient degree 
of aftringency for removing the diſcharge, - 
may in this ſtate of Gonorrhœa be em- 
ployed with perfect ſafety, even in the 
commencement of the diſeaſe, and whe- 
ther the inflammation which takes place 
be mild or ſevere. 


An idea is ſtill entertained by many, > 


that the running ſhould not be ſtopped: 
till ſome of the virulency by which it was 
produced is carried off; and hence they 
object, as we have juſt obſerved, to the 
carly uſe of injections. But, as we have 
ſeen that Gonorrhœa is a local affection, 
and as we know that in other parts of the 
body local inflammation may at all times 
be removed with ſafety, nay, that it 18 the 
beſt practice to attempt it, we might from 
this alone infer, that it would be equally 
proper here. But independent of this, I 
can with confidence aſſert, and all who em- 
ploy injections generally will do ſo, that 
"NM they 


take; and I can decidedly ſay ſo from hav- 
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they may in this ſtage of Gonorrhœa be 
uſed at all times, and with more certainty 
of proving ſucceſsful the more early they 
are applied. Of this I am ſo clearly con- 


| vinced, that I would adviſe all who have 


it in their power, to employ injections 1 in- 
ſtantly on the diſcharge taking place. 
They commonly, indeed, prove ſucceſsful 
at whatever period they are uſed ; but I 
have uniformly found that they act more 
quickly in the commencement of the diſ- 


eaſe than in the later ſtages of it. 


While practitioners differ in opinion re- 
ſpecting the moſt proper period of Gonor- 
rhœa for uſing injections, they likewiſe differ 
in their ideas of the kinds of theſe remedies 
beſt calculated for the periods in which 
they are employed. In the commence- 
ment of Gonorrhcea, and at all times when 
much pain takes place, it is the opinion of 
many that emollient injections only ought. 


to be uſed, ſuch as warm oil, emulſions of 


almonds, infuſions of althea, and lintſeed: 
but in this there appears to be ſome miſ-

On firſt entering upon buſineſs, I und 
it the opinion of many who uſed injections 


with freedom, that thoſe of the emollient 


kind ought alone to be adviſed while 
much heat of urine, or any conſiderable 

degree of inflammation continued. Theſe, 

it was imagined, would ſheath and pro- 
tect the parts from the acrimony of the 
urine, and on the inflammation ſubſiding, 
they conceived that injections of an aſtrin- 
gent nature might be uſed with more 

ſafety. The opinion was plauſible, and 
ſupported by ſome of our beſt praQtition- 
ers; I was therefore induced, along with 
others, to go into it, but it ſoon appeared 
that no advantage was to be derived from 
it: on the contrary, it was evidently the 
cauſe of much diſtreſs, by rendering the 
cure of Gonorrhœa much more tedious - 

than it otherwiſe might have been; for 
| injections of the emollient kind never tend 

to ſhorten the continuance of the difcharge, 


and often render it more fixed and perma- 
nent, 
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nent, by relaxing the parts from whence 
1t proceeds. 

Neither are injections of this deſcription 
neceflary as a preparative to thole of the 
aſtringent kind: in this conviction I have 
for many years paſt laid them altogether 
aſide, and during this period have uſed 
none but ſuch as are evidently aſtringent; 
and although I employ them with all man- 
ner of freedom, I have never perceived 
any bad effects ariſe from them. 

In this ſtate of Gonorrhea injections of 
the aſtringent kind may be uſed with 
ſafety and advantage, from the very com- 
mencement of the diſcharge, as well as at 
any period of the diſeaſe, whatever the de- 


gree of inflammation may be. Inſtead of in- 
creaſing the inflarzmation, they tend, when 


of a proper ſtrength, to leſſen it; they re- 
lieve more immediately than any other re- 


medy, the ardor urinæ; and they com- 


monly leſſen or remove the diſcharge in a 


very ſhort ſpace of time. 


In all caſes, therefore, of this wad 


where we ſuppoſe the diſeaſe to proceed 
entire- 


entirely from the membrane of the ure- 
thra, I pay no regard to the continuance 
of the running; the patient is immedi- 
ately put upon the uſe of 1nj oa rg 
no harm ever enſues from it. 
There is only one ſymptom which, in \this 
ſtage of clap, precludes the immediate ufe 
of injections, viz. pain and ſwelling of one 
or of both teſtes : a perſeverance in the uſe 
of injections during the continuance of 
this ſymptom very commonly does harm, 
and ought not therefore to be adviſed; 
not that they tend to increaſe the inflam- 
mation, even of the teſtis, but by remov- 
ing the diſcharge from the urethra, they 
deprive us, as we ſhall afterwards ſee, of 
one of the moſt effectual remedies for a 
ſwelled teſticle, proceeding from 7 
rhea. 
A variety of aſtringent Wieclesd are 
employed by practitioners, but ſome prov- 
ing more effectual than others, an inveſti- 
gation of this part of our ſubject 1 is theres 
by rendered rr 
Almoſt- 
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Almoſt any aſtringent injection will 
leflen the diſcharge. Port wine, and cla- 
ret, duly diluted, ſometimes anſwer. I 
have often ſucceeded with a tea-ſpoonful 
of brandy added to half an ounce of roſe 
water: nay, roſe water itſelf, or even cold 
water directly from the ſpring, will often 
give a ſtop to the diſcharge ; but, for the 
molt part, the effects of theſe are only tem- 
porary. In ſlight affections, indeed, they 
ſometimes complete the cure, but in gene- 
ral we are under the neceſſity of employ 
ing aſtringents of a more powerful kind. 

Among the firſt injections uſed in Go- 
norrhcea, mercury, in one form or another, 
was a conſtant ingredient. It was not, 
however, employed as an aſtringent; for 
at that period the uſe of aſtringents of any 
kind would have been conſidered as ha- 
zardous. Being applied in this manner 
directly to the ſeat of the diſeaſe, it was 
ſuppoſed that it might act as a ſpecific in 
the cure of it. But although have given 
full and complete trials to injections of the 
mercurial kind, and in every variety of 

form, 


—— 
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form, I 3 not, in any inſtance, found 
them to prove more effectual than other 
aſtringents. In order to aſcertain the 
point to which I allude, with as much cer- 
tainty as poſſible, I have repeatedly made 
it the ſ ſub) ect of experiment. Of different 
patients in Gonorrhœa, all nearly diſtreſ- 
ſed with fimilar ſymptoms, ſome have 
been made to employ a mixture of calo- 
mel With mucilag ge and water; others 
have uſed quickſilver diſſolved in muci⸗- 
lage, while ſome have at the ſame time 
been uſing injections in which mercury 
did not enter as an ingredient. 

I admit that in moſt of theſe inſtances 
mercury proved ſerviceable, bur by no 
means in ſuch a degree as many of the ar- 


ticles with which it was put, upon this 


comparative trial. There is no cauſe, 
therefore, to imagine that 1 it acts as a ſpe- 
cific ; in the cure of clap.  _ 

To prevent interruption in this part of

Calomel uſed in injections ſeems to 4

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Theſe earths poſſeſs one important ad. 
vantage for this purpoſe: they never do 
harm, in whatever quantity they are uſed, 
If levigated with ſufficient care and atten- 
tion, they may be uſed in any quantity that 
the liquid in which they are e can 
be made to ſuſpend.

Of all the aſtringent migäklans, 3 
which I have uſed, none prove ſo power- 
ful as white vitriol diſſolved in water. In 
the quantity of a grain and half to an 
ounce of water, it {ſeldom creates much ir- 
ritation, and it does not often fail in this 


variety of the diſeaſe, in which alone in- 


jections 
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jections of any kind ever prove materially 
uſeful. No. 18th is the form of 1njec- - 
tion, which, in the common occurrences 
of daily practice, Jam in the habit of 
uſing ; and No. 19th is a combination of 
vitriol and acetum lithargyri, which, in a 
few caſes, I have found to anſwer better 
than either of theſe articles ſeparately. 
Many other aſtringents might be enu- 
merated, from which very uſeful injec- 
tions might be prepared, but the formulæ 
which Ihave given contain the moſt power- 
ful of any with which we are yet acquaint- 
ed. None of them will at all times prove 
ſucceſsful; for even in this the moſt ſimple 
variety of the diſeaſe, the moſt active re- 
medies will in ſome inſtances fail: but I 
can from much experience in this branch 
of practice aſſert, that it will ſeldom hap- 
pen where the injection is properly mana- 
ged and duly perſiſted in. | 
The vitriolic injection, No. 19, 1 have 
mentioned as the moſt uſeful formula of 
any; but it will ſometimes happen that a 
caſe will readily yield to others which has 
Vor. I. > long 
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long reſiſted this. When we do not, there- 
fore, ſoon ſucceed with one injection, we 


ought, without loſs of time, to have re- 


courſe to others, by which our purpoſe 
will be more eaſily accompliſhed than by 
continuing to employ the ſame for * 


length of time together. 
In all theſe injections the different in- 


gredients are in ſuch proportions as beſt 


fuit the general courfe of buſineſs. This 


was a point of much importance to aſcer- 
tain, and fo far as my obſervation goes, I 


Have done ſo; but caſes will, no doubt, 


occur, from time to time, in which ſome 
variety of ſtrength is neceſſary. All in- 
jections of this kind ſhould be of ſuch a 
ſtrength as to excite ſome degree of irri- 
tation in the urethra, but by no means ſo 
ſtrong as to create much pain: hence, 
where the preparations I have mentioned 
do not anſwer the purpoſe, they ſhould be 
made ſtronger; andwhen of ſuch aſtrength 
as to excite ſevere pain, they ſhould - be 
more dilated. | 

| This, 
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This, I may remark, is an object requir- 
ing much attention, for while it is ob- 
vious that injections muſt do harm when 
their ſtrength is more than it ought to be, 
it is equally certain that little or no advan- 
tage will be derived from them when they 
are too weak. I have known a cure accom- 
pliſhed in three days, merely by making an 
injection of a ſufficient ſtrength, where the 
diſeaſe had previouſly gone on for two or 
three months, from want of attention to 
this point. I conſider this, indeed, as one 
of the moſt important points in the treat- 
ment of Gonorrhcea, nor does any thing 
- diſtinguiſh the practitioner of experience 
with ſuch certainty, as his being able to 
adapt the ſtrength of the injections which 
he employs to the particular circumſtances 
of every caſe which falls under his manage- 
ment. 

In the application of injections there are 
two circumſtances which more particular- 
ly require attention, viz. the manner of 
throwing them up, and the nnn of 


| wing a them. 


H 2 They 
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They may be thrown up either with a 
ſmall bag of reſina elaſtica, fitted with a 
pipe, or with a common ſmall ſyringe : 
whether the bag or ſyringe be uſed, the 
pipe ſhould be perfectly ſmooth, of a co- 
nical form, not above half an inch in 
length, and the cone of ſuch a thickneſs 
near to the root, as not to allow the pipe 
to paſs above a quarter of an inch into the 
urethra. 

The bag or ſyringe being filled with the 
injection, and the patient ſeated with his 
breech over the ſide of a chair, fo as to 
prevent the perineum from being preſſed 
upon, the pipe, when well oiled, ſhould be 
inſerted into the urethra, as far as it will 
go, with the right hand, while, with the 
left, he graſps the penis, and pulls it for- 
ward upon the pipe. He maſt now throw 
the injection up in ſuch a manner that it 
may reach the fartheſt part of the urethra 
that is affected, but not with ſuch force as 

to excite pain. 
When the diſcharge proceeds from near 
the extremity of the penis, very little force 
18 
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is required for this purpoſe ; but wha the 
upper part of the urethra is affected, if the 
injection be not thrown up with ſome de- 
gree of firmneſs, it will not reach the ſeat 
of the diſeaſe, and hence no advantage 
will be derived from it. Previous, there- 
fore, to the uſe of injections, the part of the 
urethra, whence, the diſcharge, proceeds, 
ſhould be aſcertained, and it can be ealily 
done in the manner we have mentioned 
above. 
In uſing :njections it 18 | proper 
by: ſome to deſire the patient to prevent 
them from paſſing farther in the urethra 
than the ſeat of the diſeaſe; ; leſt, by forc- 
ing, ſome of the matter along with the li- 
quid, the infection ſhould be carried to 
parts which otherwiſe might not have 
been injured. For this. purpoſe; the pa- 
tient muſt compreſs the urethra with the 
middle finger of his left-hand, at that 
point to which it is meant the injection 
ſhould go; while the ſyringe or elaſtic _ 
bag is employed for throwing it up in the 
other. But although there is no neceſſity 
H 3 | for 
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for throwing injections farther than the 
ſeat of the diſeaſe, there is no cauſe for this 
anxiety in preventing them, It does not 
appear, that in this manner, the infection 
is ever communicated from one part of the 


urethra to another; at leaſt I have never 


met with an inſtance of it, and I have ſel- 
dom pointed out this to my patients as a 
neceſſary piece of attention, While it does 
not, therefore, anſwer any good purpoſe, 
it certainly renders it more difficult for 
the patient to throw the injection properly 
up, as he cannot both make preſſure upon 
the upper part of the urethra, and, at the 
ſame time manage the ſyringe with that 
exactneſs which it requires. 
The point, however, of moſt importance 
in the uſe of injections is, the frequency 
with which they ſhould be thrown up; it 
is not enough that we diſcover a compoſi- 
tion that will accompliſh a cure, if we do 
not uſe it with that frequency which the 
nature of the diſeaſe requires. In common 
practice the patient 1s defired to inject the 
ſiquid two or three times a day: this, if 
the 
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the injection be of a proper ſtrength, will 
in courſe of time effect a cure; but I am 
perfectly convinced, from much attention 
to the ſubject, that cures would be much 
more ſpeedily obtained were injections to 
be more frequently thrown up. Inſtead 
of two or three times a day, I cauſe them 

be uſed ſeven, eight, or ten times daily; 
by which the cure, inſtead of being pro- 
tracted for ſeveral weeks, is often compleat- 
a in as many days. 

This, I muſt obſerve, is a point of fuch | 
importance in the cure of Gonorrhcea, that 
nothing can compenſate the neglect of it. 
The inefficacy of injections is frequently 
held forth as one material objection to 
them, but, for the moſt part, their failure 
will be found to depend, in a great mea- 
ſure, upon this circumſtance. Patients 
ought, therefore, to be urged to uſe them, 
at leaſt as frequently as I have mentioned. 
When indeed the diſcharge leflens, or diſ- 
appears entirely, there is no neceſſity for 
uſing injections ſo frequently; but while it 
continues undiminiſhed, the more fre- 

H 4 quenitly 
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quently the remedy is applied to the parts 
from whence it proceeds, the more quick- 
ly will it be removed. | 

On laying injections aſide, even after the 
running has diſappeared entirely, and 
when there is therefore cauſe to ſuppoſe 
that a cure is obtained, the diſcharge often 
returns with equal ſeverity as at; firſt, 
either from exceſs in wine, or over exer- 
tion in bodily exerciſe. In ſach circum- 
ſtances the injections muſt again be em- 
ployed, and uſed with as much frequency 
as before, care being taken not to leave 
them off till ſome time after the running 
Has again diſappeared, 

When the diſcharge returns repeatedly 
it is apt to weaken and relax the parts ſo 
much, that this alone comes at laſt to con- 
ſtitute a new diſeaſe, forming a variety of 

what in general is termed gleet. This, how- 

ever, requires remedies of a different kind, 
and will fall to be conſidered in a differ- 
ent chapter. | 

It will be remarked FONG I have only 
{lightly taken natice of any other remedigs 

| In 
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in the treatment of Gonorrhœa: I have 
purpoſely done ſo, from full conviction of 
the inefficacy of all remedies that are not 
immediately applied to the urethra, and 
from finding that a proper uſe of injec- 
tions never fails to prove ſucceſsful, where 
a cure by any means can be obtained. 

Where much pain and inflammation 
takes place, I have obſerved above. that 
ſome advantage may be obtained from 
blood-letting, and a ſtrict attention to an 
antiphlogiſtic regimen. I think it right, 
however, to ſay, that few caſes. occur in 
which this becomes neceſſary. A pa- 
tient under Gonorrha ſhould live mode- 
rately, but by no means upon ſuch low 
diet as in former times was preſcribed in 
ſuch caſes. He ought to live in ſuch a 
manner as may prevent the inflammatory 
ſymptoms from becoming ſevere, but not 
ſo low as to run any riſk of inducing re- 
laxation or debility. 

The circumſtances which moſt particu- 
larly require attention are, abſtinence e from 
all manner of connection with women, 
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and from bodily exertion, ſuch as much 
walking and riding on horſeback, which 
more eſpecially affects the parts concerned 
in this diſeaſe. : 

In the treatment of Gonorrhcea, white 
no injections are uſed, where the diſeaſe 
is either left entirely to nature, or treated 
with demulcents and Purgatives, a regular 
progreſs towards amendment is, for the 
moſt part, obſerved in the diſcharge. The 
matter from being thin, and of a greeniſh 
hue, or perhaps of a red colour from 
being tinged with blood, becomes of a 
thicker conſiſtence, tough, ropy, and of 
a white or yellow colour: but where in- 
jections are employed this ſeldom happens. 
This natural proceſs is thereby interrupted, 
and a cure often takes place without any 
change being perceived in the colour or 
confiſtence of the diſcharge. 

There are ſome ſymptoms which occa- 
fionally take place in every ſtage of Go- 
norrhca, and which, it might be expect- 


ed, ought to have been more particularly 
| 8 noticed 
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noticed here, ſuch as chordee, and evacua- 


tion of blood from the urethra. But theſe 
ſymptoms being attended with circum- 
ſtances requiring a pecuharity of treat- 
ment, quite unappheable in the ordinary 
ſtate of Gonorrhcea, and being all of them 
highly important in their nature, a ſepa- 
rate ſection will be allotted for the con- 


ſideration of each of them. We Mall now, 
therefore, proceed to confider the fecond 


ſtage of the diſeaſe. 


SECTION V. 
07 the Second Stage of Gonorrhea. 


F* this ſtage of the diſeaſe all the fymp- 
1 toms are more violent than in the firſt. 
'The hear of urine is much more ſevere ; 


the whole body of the penis becomes ten- 
| der, 
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der, and even painful; and chordee takes 


place to a very diſtreſsful degree. The mat- 
ter diſcharged from the urethra is either of 
an ugly green colour, or deeply tinged 
with blood, and commonly very fœtid. 


It is found, on examination, to proceed 
from the more ſuperior parts of the ure- 


thra, generally from about the middle of 
the perineum, where the patient complains 
of a ſmart pain upon preſſure, and where 
one or more {mall tumors are often per- 


ceptible, produced by the inflammation 


having extended to Cowper's glands. 
Although the ſymptoms of the firſt ſtage 
of Gonorrhcea are commonly very diſtinct- 
ly marked, yet they frequently proceed to, 
and terminate in one of the other ſtages of 
the diſeaſe, particularly in this which we 
are now conſidering. This happens from 


the inflammation extending along the 
urethra, either from the matter produc- 


ing the difeaſe being more than uſually 
acrimonious; from the effect of impro- 
per management on the part of the patient; 
from the imprudent uſe af irritating or 

| very 
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very aſtringent injections; or from the pa- 
tient being of a habit of body rendering 
him particularly liable to be acted upon 
by cauſes apt to excite inflammation. 

I conchade that it happens moſt fre- 
quently from the firſt and laſt of theſe 
cauſes, oy, perhaps, from a combination of 
them both; as in a great proportion of 
caſes of this ſecond ſtate of the diſeaſe we 
find it taking place almoſt from the firſt 
day on which the running appeared. It 
muſt, no doubt, have fallen under the ob- : 
ſervation of every practitioner that this, as 
well as the third and fourth ſtages of Go- 
norrhcea, are often induced by the patient 
living in a ſtate of riot and debauchery ; 
and, in ſome caſes, by the immoderate uſe 
of irritating injections. But although 
theſe are circumſtances which in every 
caſe of Gonorrhœa ought to be [rigidly _ 
guarded againſt, from their tending to 
excite one of the moſt diſtreſsful com- 
plaints to which the human ſpecies is li- 
able; yet I am convinced, from what has 
been mentioned, that the worſt ſtates of 


6 the 
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the diſeaſe will frequently occur, notwith- 
ſtanding of all that can be done either on 
the part of the patient or ſurgeon to pre- 

vent them. | 
As the practice in this ſtate of Gonor- 
rhœa is materially different from what we 
have recommended in the firſt ſtage of it, 
the utmoſt attention becomes neceſſary 
in diſtinguiſhing between them. In the 
firſt, the matter is, for the moſt part, diſ- 
charged from within an inch and half of 
the extremity of the penis ; and where the 
. diſeaſe does extend farther up the urethra, 
although the ardor urinz is ſometimes 
conſiderable, yet the pain 1s never ſo ſe- 
vere as that which ariſes from the inflam- 
mation in the ſecond ſtage of the diſeaſe, 
In this laſt, the whole body of the penis, 
as we have obſerved above, is tender and 
painful ; the chordee which takes place 1s 
highly diſtreſsful, and one or more ine- 
qualities, accompanied with pain on preſ- 
ſure, are diſcovered in the perineum : 
whereas, in the former, any chordee which 
occurs is for the molt part very moderate. 
| The 
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The pain is inconſiderable at all times when 
the patient is not paſſing water, and no 
hardneſs or inequalities are Tl in 
the perineum. 

It is proper to remark, that even in the 
ſecond ſtage of the diſeaſe, theſe glandular 
tumefactions in the perineum are not al- 
ways at firſt obvious; but upon preſſure 
with the fingers they are eaſily diſcovered, 
even on their firſt commencement ; and 


in the more advanced ſtages of the diſeaſe - 


they become perceptible, both to the touch 
and to the eye. Whenever chordee oc- 
curs in a ſevere degree, the whole penis ac- 
quires a firmneſs and tenſion, particularly 
where it runs along the perineum. This, 

however, is very different from the glan- 
dular affections to which I allude: the one 
is a diffuſed ſwelling, extending over the 
whole, or a conſiderable part of the penis; 
it does not continue fixed or permanent, 
and ſeems to depend upon a morbid irri- 
tability in the muſcles of the penis, by 


which they are eafily excited to violent 


and unequal contractions, The others 


are, 
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are, at firſt, ſmall, circumſcribed ſwel- 


lings, painful to the touch, which do not 
riſe and fall ſpeedily, and which remain 
more or leſs permanent according as the 
fymptoms with which they are connected 
are more of leſs violent. : 
Theſe ſwellings proceed, as I have al- 
ready obſerved, from an inflamed ſtate of 
Cowper's glands, induced by the inflam- 
mation extending along their ducts, which 
terminate in the urethra, to the glands 
nnn. e 
Inflammation here, when'i it comes to a 
height, in a manner ſimilar to what en- 


ſues from it in other parts, is very apt to 


terminate in ſuppuration; and as the form- 


ation of matter in the ſubſtance of theſe 


glands is apt to excite the moſt diſtreſsful 
conſequences, nothing ſhould be omitted 
that can tend to prevent it. When mat- 


| ter forms in them, if it be not immediate- 


ly diſcharged by an external opening, it 
is very apt to burſt into the urethra, and 
to produce runnings, which, in ſome caſes,

ſymptoms of the diſeaſe, the patient com- 
plains of a ſevere fixed pain in the upper 
| part of the perineum, accompanied with a 
ſenſation of fulneſs, and tenſion in all the 
parts contiguous to the anus. The deſire 


to void urine is more frequent than in 
either 
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eicher of the two; preceding, ſtates, and it 
is commonly paſſed with much pain and 
difficulty; often drop by drop. Teneſmus, 
or a painful and frequent deſire to go to 
ſtool,. often takes place, and, in ſome in- 
ſtances, to ſuch a diſtreſsful heighth, as 
adds greatly to the miſery of the patient. 

Even in the commencement of the diſ- 
eaſe the pain in making water is in ſome 
caſes ſo ſevere as to excite heat and other 
ſymptoms of fever; and, in the more ad- 
yanced ſtages of it, I have known the fever 
riſe to a very alarming height, This ſtate 
of Gonorrhæœa, in ſome inſtances; proceeds 
from the inflammation ſpreading back- 
ward in a ſlow, gradual manner, from the 
point of the penis, which we have ſhewn 
to be the ſeat of the firſt ſtage of the diſ- 
_ eaſe, but more frequently it takes place 
ſuddenly either from the imprudent ufe of 
| injections, from the patient. being in a 
riotous courſe of life, or from his being 
expoſed to violent 8 Her” on on 
ery on ATURE.

penis is, for the moſt part, in a ſtate of 
tenderneſs and irritability, nearly, indeed, 
as we have deſcribed. it to be in the ſecond 
ſtage of this diſorder ;. but, together with 
this, on compreſling the parts about the 
end of the rectum a ſenſe of pain ariſes, 
which is never experienced in either of 
the ſtates already deſcribed, and on intro- 
ducing the finger into the anus, the proſ- 
tate gland is found conſiderably ſwelled, 
and in ſuch a ſtate of irritability that it 
can ſcarcely bear to be touched. 
Even the ſlighteſt degree of this affec- 
tion excites much uneaſineſs, and the de- 
ſire to paſs water ſeldom teaſes for above 
a few. minutes together; but when the 
diſeaſe has been of long duration, the proſ- 
tate gland, which nearly ſurrounds the 
urethra, or which rather appears, as it 
were, to form the paſſage of urine at this 
part, becomes often ſo much ſwelled as 
nearly to obſtruct the diſcharge of urine 
as completely as when the urethra 1s en- 
tirely ſtopped. Thoſe, indeed, not verſant

take this affection for ſtrictures in the ure- | 
thra; of courſe a delay takes place in 
Ag the proper remedies, and attempts 
which are frequently made to overcome 
the ſuppoſed ſtrictures, too often do miſ- 
chief. Frequently, indeed, neither a bou- 

gie, nor catheter, when employed for 
removing a ſuppreſſion of urine, pro- 
ceeding from this cauſe, cafl be paſſed; 
for the gland is in ſome caſes fo much 
ſwelled as to obliterate the paſſage almoſt 
entirely, and in others, by ſwelling on one 
fide only, the paſſage is thrown altogether 
over to the other; circumſtances which 
render the introduction of a bougie either 
impracticable, c or at belt een e roo un- 
certain. b 

As it is in the Weist sed | a of 
this affection that any material advantage 
is derived from the interference of art, and 
as it is a diſeaſe which, in the more ad- 
vanced ſtates off it excites the greateſt poſ- 
fible diſtreſs, we ought inſtantly on the 
"wr approach f 1 it, to apply ſuch reme- 
dies

Of all che remedies that I have ever em- 
15 6 bioofl-letting is almoſt the 
only one from which any obvious advan- 
tage has been derived. It ought to be ad- 
viſed immediately on the firſt approach of 
pain, nor ſhould we be deterred by a weak 
ly or delicate conſtitution. In a perfon of 
this deſeription the evacuation ought, no 
doubt, to be more ſparingly adminiſtered 
than where plethora takes place; but even 
in the moſt delicate habit of body, 4 
quantity of blood ſhould be difcharged:; in 
proportion to the ſtrength of the patient, 
in the firſti lace by: the lancet, and after - 
wards by leeches applied to the parts af- 
fected. The practice of bloodsletting 1 
eonſider to be equally neceſſary here as in 
caſes of pleurify: in the latter, indeed; 
the life of the patient is in greater hazard, 
hut. in this his future comfort and enjoy- 
ment of life are at ſtaxe. It ought not, 
therefare, in any inſtance, to be omitted.

| from various infumete having fallen with 
in my own obſervation; of tlie moſt diſ. 
treſsful conſequences taking place from 
this remedy having been omitted, and 
from many others having ended eaſſly 
where it was employed with freedom. It 
is ini the firſt ſtages only of the diſorder, 
however, in which it acts with much ad- 
vantage; chiefly, indeed, on the firſt ſymp. 
toms of inflammation taking place, for 
when the proſtate gland becomes ſwelled 
and inflamed in any conſiderable degree, 
neither this nor any other remedy can be 
depended upon for removing it. After a 
long courſe of time an enlarged proſtate 
will ſometimes be found much diminiſhed, 
but this happens more frequently without 
our being able to account for it, than as a 
neceſſary HA wk ny -medicine | 
employed for it. 
Bliſters do not afford chat relief 1250 | 
that we ſometimes derive from them in 
ſwellings of Cowper's 'glands, neither is 
much advantage ever obtained from ſatur- 
nine applications. Opium, whether given 


dea VI, baum,, tay 
by the mouth, or in clyſters, proyes more 


uſeful than any other remedy for remov- 


ing the pain and leſſening the irritation; 
but probably from coming more diredtly 
into contact with the diſeaſed parts, it 
proves evidently moſt ſueceſeful when 
given in clyſters, and it ſeems to anſwer 
better in ſmall doſes, frequently repeated, 
than in large quantities given at once. 
Thirty drops of laudanum, mixed with 
two ounces of thin ;ſtareh, and thrown 
eaſily into the rectum, very commonly 
gives immediate relief, and as long as this 
doſe proves aal it vat not to be3 . 
creaſet. inn 

While opiates, Shoes) in 3 pn; 
leſſen. the irritability of the organs of 
urine, they alſo give much relief by re- 
moving that painful and frequent deſire to 
go to ſtool, with Which patients in this 
Hitherto I have ſaid nothing of the uſe 
of injections, which are frequently em- 
ployed in this, as in other ſtages of Gonor- 
rhœa, for removing the; running. This,

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however; is a practice that ought by no 
means'toibe adopted: It has at firſt been 
gone into withouti reflecting upon its ten- 
dene, and afterwards perſiſted in merely 
from having once been adopted In the 
fecond ſtage of Gonorrhœa I had occa- 
fion to remarłk that the diſcharge, inſtead 
oß being ſtopped, ought rather to be end 
couraged. The ſame obſervation: applies 
ſtill· more forcibly here, where à ſtoppage 
of the running tends always to- aggravate 
every ſymptom, and where we find con- 
 fiderable relief often obtained by our 
bringing on a return ef it. This, as we 
obſerved in the laſt ſection, ſhould-rather 
| be-done'by the uſe of warm emollient in- 
jections, than by ſurhas ſtimulate and give 
pain. Theſe, I know; are adviſed for this 
purpoſe, but as I have known them evi- 
dently do much Harm; even when mana-' 
ged in the moſt eautious manner; and as 
we find, indeed; that the diſeaſe is often at 
firſt induced by this very practice; I do 
not heſitate to ſay that it ought very uni- 
n to be laid aſide. For a ſimilar

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reaſon bougies ought never to be employ- 
ech 

Emollient injeRtifs prove uſeful not 
calbpaby by' ſoliciting a more plentiful diſ- 
charge from the urethra, but by ſoothing 
the irritability in the parts affected, and 
thus leſſening the pain; and where opiates 
are conjoined with them they act ſtill 
more powerfully in this manner. An in- 
fuſion of the heads of poppies and althea 
root, uſed warm, anſwers particularly well 


for this purpoſe. Warm poultices, ap- 


plied externally over the fundament and 
perineum, alſo prove uſeful. Some ad- 
vantage too is derived from warm fomen- 
tations; and I have known the warm bath 
afford much relief. 

All theſe remedies, however, act as pal- 
liatives only; but by their uſe the preſent 
diſtreſs may be much mitigated, while na- 
ture, in the courſe of time, aided by cau- 
tious management on the part of the pa- 
tient, may at laſt accompliſh a cure. At 
leaſt, this, in the courſe of my obſervation, 
has happened 1 1n ſeveral inſtances where

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the ſwelling of this gland has not arrived . 


at any great height; but it has been more * 


frequently the ee of rigid atten- 
tion to regimen than the effect of medi- 
cines, We conſtantly find, in this com- . 
plaint, that whatever excites much heat of 
body does harm ; whether bodily exerciſe, 
or heating food and drink: hence every 
thing of this kind ſhould be avoided, par- 
ticularly much walking and riding on 
horſeback ; and full meals of animal food, 
_ eſpecially key wine | or other ftrong 
drinks are likewiſe indulged in. The 
diet ſhould confiſt of milk and vegetables, 
with no greater proportion of animal food 
than is neceſfary to . the ſtrength 
of the patient. 

Such drinks ſhould be chiefly uſed as 
tend to blunt the acrimony of the urine, 
and to ſheath the parts which it paſſes 
over ; ſuch as infuſion of hntſeed and al- 
thea, emulſions of almonds, and water in 
which gum arabic is diſſolved. 

have inſinuated that I have little con- 
fidence in the activity of any medicine for 


Te- 


i removing ne in the a glands 
- when it has unfortunately acquired a con- 
fiderable bulk. A deference to the opis 
nion of others requires that I ſhould ſtate 


the grounds upon which this opinion is 


formed; this I ſhall do in noticing ſhortly 
the medicines which have been employed 
with the view of obviating this complaint. 
When other remedies fail, and in ſome 
caſes even before they are fairly tried, mer- 
cury is, in ordinary practice, recommended; 
but I have much reaſon to think that it 
very commonly, if not always, does harm. 

Even in early practice I had frequent 
opportunities of ſeeing this complaint, and 
being led by converſation with others to 
expect ſubſtantial relief from mercury, I 
uſed it freely for ſeveral years: I muſt ac- 
knowledge, however, that I never per- 
ceived any advantage ariſe from it, while, 
in ſome caſes, evident miſchief was the ef= 
fect of the practice. 

Mercury never had any obvious effect 
in diminiſhing the tumour, and by en- 
TY the irritability of the ſyſtem,

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even when given in ſmall quantities, and 
in the moſt cautious manner, it uſually 
rendered the parts affected more painful 
than they were before. On theſe accounts 
mercury appears to be not only an uſeleſs 
but a dangerous remedy, ſo that I have 


now, in ſwellings of this gland, laid at en- 


tirely aſide. | 
Cicuta has alſo been much — 
ed in ſwellings of this gland; but although 
J have given it very full and complete 
trials, I am not ſure that in any inſtance 
it ever proved uſeful. The diſeaſe, in 
ſome, has appeared to yield while cicuta 
was employed, but this was only where a 
great length of time had elapſed, and not 
in a greater proportion of caſes than where 
this remedy was never uſed. But as it 
may be employed under proper manage- 
ment without any riſk to the patient, 
where other remedies do not ſucceed, and 
where it is neceſſary to be doing ſome- 
thing, it may be proper to give it a farther 
trial before any final opinion is formed 
of 1 it,

Having, in tumours of other parts, 
_ obſerved obvious advantages from a de- 
coction of the root of mezereon, I have, in 
various: inſtances, uſed it in fwellings of 


the proſtate gland. In ſome it has ap- 


peared: to prove uſeful, but never fo evi- 
dently as to enable me to ſpeak with cer- 
tainty about it. When conjoined with 
ſarſaparilla *, it ſeems, in other caſes, to be 
rendered ſtill more active, and the muci- 
lage contained in that root, by blunting 
the aerimony of the mezereon, renders 
it both more agreeable to the neee _ 
more grateful to the ſtomach. FEEDS 
Among other remedies e ed in 
in of the proſtate gland ſea bathing 
and drinking ſea water has been one of 
the moſt frequent. Where this diſeaſe is 
connected with a ſcrophulous conſtitution 
this remedy certainly proves uſeful. - It 
will never remove the tumour ſpeedily ; 
but, by ſtrengthening the conſtitution, it 
ſeems, in fuch circumſtances,' ta render 
the __ leſs Permanent than it My

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proves to be where this remedy is not em- 
ployed. It ought, however, to be re- 
marked, that all ſtrong purgatives do 
much harm. This happens in every ſtage 
of Gonorrhœa, but eſpecially where the 
proſtate gland or bladder are affected. By 


the irritation which they excite they not 


only induce a more copious difcharge, 
but render the inclination to void urine 
much more frequent and more painful, 
When falt water is ufed, therefore, it 
ought-not to be in greater quantities than 
will anſwer as very gentle laxatives. 
Swelling of the Proſtate gland does not 
terminate as tumours in the other glands 
of the urethra frequently do, in ſuppura- 


tion. When Cowper's glands, or any 


of the ſmaller glands of the urethra be- 
come inflamed, they either ſuppurate or 
a cure is obtained by diſcuſſion: but, in 


fimilar affections of the proſtate this very 


feldom happens. When the tumour does 
not yield to timeous blood. letting, or when 


it does not afterwards gradually fubſide, it 


either remains nearly of the ſame ſize and 
hard- 
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hardneſs, or becomes both larger and 
firmer till it ends in a real nee of 
cbirliderable magnitude. | | 
© Int this ſtate of the diſeaſe the diſcharge 
is, for the moſt part, thin and acrid ; to- 
gether with matter from the contiguous 
Parts of che urethra, which are ufually 
more or leſs diſeaſed, a conſiderable quan- 
tity is thrown ont of the gland itſelf, 
forming, as we will afterwards ſee, one of 
the moſt obſtinate varieties of gleet. 
Even in the commencement of this 
affection of the proſtate, the paſſage of 
urine, as we have already remarked, is 
often much obſtructed ; but, in the more 
advanced ftages of it, this, in ſome caſes, 
comes to ſuch a height as to be unſur- 
mountable. Whether from the paſſage 
being completely obliterated by the ſides 
of the ſwelled gland adhering together, 
which is alledged to happen, but which 1 
never ſaw, or from the paſſage being con- 
tracted by the ſides of the gland ſwelling 
unequally, it ſometimes happens that 
neither a bougie nor catheter can be in- 
K 4 troduced. 
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troduced. In this caſe, as a total obſtruc: 
tion is formed to the paſſage of urine, we 

are obliged to draw it off by punctur- 
ing the bladder, which may either be 
done above the pubes, or by paſſing the 
trocar into the bladder from the rectum, 
or puſhing it up by the ſide of the diſ- 
eaſed gland *. It muſt be remarked, 
however, in forming an opening with a 


trocar for drawing t the urine off from the 


bladder, that a very enlarged ſtate of this 
gland precludes every attempt for this 


purpoſe either in the perineum or rectum. 


In which caſe it muſt neceſſarily be done 


above the pubes. 
In ſuch circumſtances, all that art can 


do, is to preſerve a paſſage for the urine, 


by retaining a canula in the opening, and 
keeping the patient as free from pain as 


poſſible with doſes of opium adequate to

anterior part of the urethra, and ſhew them- 
ſelves in more force and violence higher in 
the paſſage. Thus, although the third ſtage 
of the diſeaſe, in which, as we have ſeen, 
the proſtate gland is chiefly affected, is 
ſometimes. produced by the inflammation. 
ſpreading from thoſe parts which are only 
concerned when the ſecond ſtage of it 
takes place, yet inſtances often occur of the 
inflammation paſſing from the point of the 
urethra along the whole courſe of the paſ- 
ſage, without any intermediate part of it 
being much affected, and fixing, in the moſt 


violent manner, upon the proſtate gland or 
* 
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bladder. In ſome caſes the proſtate is af- 
feed while the bladder itſelf remains 
ſound, while in others it paſſes eaſily over 
| that gland, and ſeizes with much violence 
upon every part of the bladder. 

In ſome caſes the bladder becomes af- 
feed almoſt on the firſt attack of the diſ- 
eaſe. The inflammation ſpreads ſo quickly 
along the urethra that the bladder is pain- 
ed in the courſe of à few hours from the 
commencement of the diſcharge. It more 
frequently occurs, however, after the run- 
ning has been of ſome duration, and, for 
the moſt part, can be traced as the con- 
ſequence of much expoſure to cold and 
dampnefs; of violent exertion in walking 
or on hoxfeback, or, as the effect of an in- 
jection thrown with too much violence 
into the upper part of the urethra. 

The patient, from the firſt approach of 
the diſeaſe, complains of much uneaſineſs, 
which at laft terminates in ſevere pain 
over all the region of the bladder, parti- 
eularly about the neck of it; accompanied |

. pain is chiefly; ſeated about the 
anus, but, in general, all the under parts 
of the abdomen, particularly about the 
region of the pubes, are greatly pained, 
and, in ſome inſtances, even the kidneys 
become affected, either from nervous fym- 
pathy, or from the inflammation ſpread- 
ing from the bladder along che ureters. 
n general the pain, efpecially after 
voiding urine, extends to the glans penis, 
and as this, with the ſtoppage which oc- 
curs to the flow of urine, are fymptoms 
which always accompany ſtone, ' cafes of 
this kind, when the hiſtory of the diſeaſe 
has been concealed, has been miſtaken for 
ſtone in the bladder. 

If the running from che urenbr has 
not been ſtopped by injections, it continues 
as if no affection of the bladder had oc- 
curred; and in general any interruption 
_ that takes place to the diſcharge proves 

only temporary; but along with the 
uſual running from the urethra; ſuch as

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ſtages which we have deſcribed, a con- 
ſiderable quantity of matter paſſes off with 
the urine. This gives the urine a turbid 


appearance, as if purulent matter was 


mixed with it, but on examining the 
depoſition, which is uſually made in the 
courſe of a few hours, it is found to conſiſt 
almoſt entirely of mucus. | 
On a further continuance of the diſeaſe 
this matter contained in the urine aſſumes 
a very different appearance. Inſtead of 
being broken and divided into flakes, as 
at firſt, it now becomes tough and viſcid, 
in a very remarkable degree, reſembling 
iſinglaſs diluted with water to the con- 
fiſtence of jelly. This gelatenous matter 
is ſuſpended in the urine when firſt voided, 


but it foon ſeparates, and falls to the bot- 
tom, where it adheres ſo firmly to the 
ſides of the veſſel in which it is received, 


as to be ſeparated from it with difficulty. 


In ſome caſes this ſubſtance is clear and 
_ tranſparent, but, for the moſt part, it is

In ſome aus. ts a of this is 
eid matter is very inconſiderable, being no 
more than what ſlightly covers the bot- 
tom of the pot, while in others it ſeems to 
form more than half of all that comes 
from the bladder. When in ſuch con- 
ſiderable quantities, it tends greatly to re- 
duce the ſtrength of the patient, inſomuch 
that few n are able to bear it 
t 
From the nature of the parts in which 
this diſeaſe is ſeated, we would expect that 
it ſhould. be the moſt formidable com- 
plaint that Gonorrhœma could induce ; but 
this is by no means the caſe: the diſeaſe 
deſcribed in the laſt ſection, viz. ſwelling of 
the proſtate gland, proves always more ſo. 
Few recover from the one, while cures are 
obtained by a great proportion of all who 
are 
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are ſeized with the other. At leaſt in 
healthy conſtitutions this commonly hap- 
pens, if the diſeaſe has not been muck neg- 
lected at firſt. In general, indeed, a 
conſiderable time . paſſes over before a 
perfect cure is obtained; Hay, ſome de- 
gree of uneafineſs, and certain deranged 
| ſenſations, will often continue for a num- 
ber of years, but after the firſt violence of 
the ſymptoms is over, they generally be- 
come, in a gradual manner as till at 
laſt they vaniſh entirely. 

On the firſt approach of the diſeaſe 
blood-letting is the only remedy upon 
which moſt dependence ought to be placed, 
and, when freely practiſed, it ſeldom fails 
to render the ſymptoms moderate, and of 
ſhorter duration than they” otherwiſe pro- 
bably would be. 

A quantity of blood ſhould be taken 
with the lancet in proportion to the 
ſtrength of the patient, and a number of 
leeches ſhould be repeatedly applied to the 
neighbourhood of the anus. With reſpect 
to diet, and other circumſtances, the pa- 
| tient 
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tient ought to be treated in e manner 


we have adviſed in the laſt ſection. His 


bowels ſhould be kept moderately open 


with caſtor oil, or other gentle laxatives, 


and opiates ſhould be exhibited in ſuffi- 
cient doſes. for leſſening, or even for re- 


moving the pain. When treating of ſwel- 
ling of the proſtate gland we adviſed opi- 


ates to be given in the form of clyſters, 


rather than by the mouth, and this mode 
of exhibiting the remedy. proves 2 
uſeful here. 
With a view more certainly to ally che 
irritability of the bladder, it has been pro- 
poſed to inject opium diſſolyed in water 
into it: but this appears to be a danger- 
ous experiment. I have known it done, 
but the patient was nearly killed by it. 
Convulſions and other alarming ſymptoms 
occured, but not in ſuch degree as to e 
fatal. 8 
Warm emollient injections, ſuch as warm 
oil, or the form of injection in the Appen- 
dix, No. 2 3, frequently give relief from pain, 


and give a temporary ſuſpenſion of that

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conſtant deſire to paſs water which often 
prevails here; and in ſome caſes the ſemi- 

cupium proves ſucceſsful when theſe have 
failed. 

A plentiful uſe of mucilagenous drink, 
ſuch as infuſion of lintſeed and althea 
root, and a ſolution of gum arabic in water, 
afford relief in all affections of the urinary 
paſſages, but in none more than in the 
one of which we are now treating. | 

All theſe remedies are meant to alleviate 
pain and irritation in the commencement 
of the diſeaſe, and when timeouſly applied, 
and duly perſiſted in, they very commonly 
prove effectual; but in the more advan- 
ced ſtages of the diſeaſe, when the pain is 
not ſo ſevere, but when a good deal of un- 
ealineſs continues, accompanied with a 
diſcharge of that viſcid matter which we 
have deſcribed, remedies of this kind do 
not afford ſo much relief. Opiates will no 
doubt tend at all times to allay irritation, 
but blood-letting, which at firſt never fails 
to give relief, tends now only to weaken 


the 
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the patient, without beg en, ag 
any advantage. 

In this ſituation Jeſuit 8 Dink: Generals 
proves uſeful; and I have ſeen inſtances 
where a few grains of allum added to each 
doſe, ſeemed to render it more effectual. 
Balſam of copaiba, and Canada balſam, 
prove likewiſe uſeful here: but where 


much benefit 1s expected from them they 


ſhould be given in as large doſes as the 
ſtomach of the patient will permit. 

Of all the remedies, however, which in 
ſuch circumſtances I have ever tried, uva 


urſi is the moſt effectual. No advantage 
is derived from it where the proſtate gland 


is diſeaſed; but in unmixed affections of 
this kind, where the bladder only is af- 
fected, it ſeldom fails to procure relief. It 
may be given to the extent of a ſcruple at 
firſt, and afterwards half a drachm of the 


powder three times a day, in which quan- 


tity it ſeldom fails, in the courſe of a few 
days, to leſſen the proportion of viſcid mat- 
ter in the urine; by which, and the abate-

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ment of pain which at the ſame time takes 
place, we are always certain that the in- 
flammation alſo is diminiſhed. 
On the idea that this affection of the 
bladder proceeds from a tranſlation of the 
matter of Lues Venerea from the urethra, 
mercury is commonly uſed in it; but al- 
though I have often given it, I never knew 
any advantage derived from it; it ſome- 
times even does harm. It increaſes the 
irritability of the ſyſtem in general, as 
well as of the parts more particularly 
affected. 
| When affections of this kind have con- 
tinued long, the bladder is apt to become 
much thickened and leflened in diameter : 
hence, even after all the other ſymptoms 
are gone, the frequent inclination to paſs 
urine continues. In ſome caſes this goes 
on for. years; nay, I have known it en- 
dure for a great length of time, and only 
terminate with the life of the patient. It 
feems evidently to be the effect of inflam- 
mation, for it ſucceeds to inflammation of 


the bladder, by whatever cauſe it may be 
in- 
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induced. It alſo occurs from ſtrictures in 
the urethra, when they happen to be con- 
ſiderable and of long duration. 

For the removal of this thickened ſtate 
of the coats of the bladder mercury is of- 
ten preſcribed, and in ſome caſes it has 
certainly proved uſeful; but it ſeems to 
prove equally ſo from whatever cauſe the 
diſeaſe may at firſt have ariſen“. 


* This practice of giving mercury in the thickened ſtate 
of the urinary bladder, which ſucceeds to inflammation, 
we find recommended by the late Doctor Ebenezer Gil- 
chriſt of Dumfries, to whom we are indebted for much va- 
luable information in different parts of the practice of me- 
dieine.

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SECTION VII. 
07 Chordee, Pp | 


Cu Hordie'i is a painful involuntary. erec- 
tion of the penis. Patients in every 
ſtage of Gonorrhœa are, in ſome degree, 
liable to Chordee; but it occurs much 
more frequently, ay to a much greater 
| height in the ſecond ſtage of the diſeaſe, 
than in any of the others. It happens at 
all times of the day, but moſt frequently 
when the patient is warm in bed, when it 
is in ſome inſtances ſo ſevere as to deprive 
him entirely of reſt, During a fit of 
Chordee the penis becomes hard and pain- 
ful to the touch, and for the moſt part it 
is curved downwards in a conſiderable 
| de gree. 
Chordee occurs in every period of this 
ſtage of Gonorrhœa, and it ſometimes re- 
| mains 
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mains after the heat of urine and all the 


other ſymptoms are gone, but it is uſually 


moſt ſevere during the continuance of the 


inflammation, and becomes more or leſs 
fo according as that ſymptom is in a great: 
er or leſſer degree. * : 

I therefore conclude that Chordee i is an 


| effect of inflammation, and that it pro- 
ceeds from irritation, communicated from 


the nerves of the urethra to thoſe of the 
contiguous muſcles, by which thoſe un- 
equal degrees of contraction are produced 
over the whole ſubſtance of the penis, 
which univerſally take place in his diſ- 
eaſe. 

Were it owing to ene of lymph 
into the reticular parts of the penis, as ſome 
have imagined to be frequently the caſe*, 
Chordee would be of a more permanent 
nature than we ever find it to be, and 
theſe effuſions would be apt to terminate 
in ſuppuration. Now, although ſuppura- 
tion is ſometimes the conſequence of in-

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flammatory tumours in theſe parts, I have 
never obſerved that it happens in thoſe 
tumefactions which accompany Chordee. 
The latter commonly riſe and diſappear 
again in the courſe of a few hours,' and 
they are more diffuſed than tumours 
uſually are which proceed to ſuppuration. 
The others riſe more flowly, and they ter- 
minate, whether by diſperſion or ſuppura- 
tion, in a much more gradual manner. 
Of all the remedies I have ever phos 
ed opiates Prove moſt uſeful in Chor- 
dee. The pain and tenſion are ſometimes 
removed by rubbing the parts affected 
with laudanum, or with a ſtrong ſolution 
of opium in water, and by keeping pled- 
gits immerſed 1n either of theſe, conſtantly 
applied to them; but the greateſt advan- 
tage 1s obtained from the internal exhibi- 
tion of opium. Thirty, or forty drops of 
laudanum, given at bed-time, or on the 
acceſſion of the Chordee, very ſeldom fails 
in preventing or removing it. 

Emollient injections thrown up the ure- 
thee parecularly when impregnated with 
opium,

opium, have alſo a powerful influence in 


leſſening the violence of Chordee ; and as 


the heat and irritation produced by coſ- 
tiveneſs tends greatly to augment the vio= 


lence of this ſymptom, I have known 
much advantage obtained from the ope- 
ration of a gentle laxative. 

A temporary relief is often derived from 
the application of a cold ſolution of ſac- 
charum ſaturni, and I have known the 
external application of camphor prove ſer- 
viceable: when diſſolved in ſpirit of wine 
it proves uſeful, but it acts with more ad- 
vantage when diſſolved in oil. Frictions 
with mercurial ointment have been much 
recommended for the removal of Chordee, 
but as I have commonly found more ad- 
vantage from rubbing with camphorated 
oil, I conclude that it is chiefly the emolli- 
ent properties of the mercurial ointment 
which render it uſeful, and, therefore, that 


the inconveniencies which ſometimes oc- 


cur from mercury, may here be avoided. 
In ſome caſes we derive advantage from 
tying the penis down with a fillet to the

thigh, but it only anſwers in very flight 
affections, and the practice ought never 
to be adviſed in the more ſevere attacks of 
the diſeaſe. Being an obvious remedy for 
counteracting an erection, it is not unfre- 
quently employed in the firſt inſtance by 
the patient; but I have frequently known 
it do harm, either from the fillet being 
applied too tight, or from the parts being 
in ſuch a ſtate of tenderneſs as to render it 
altogether inadmiſſible. 5 
When none of theſe remedies ſucceed, 
blood-letting ſometimes proves uſeful ; 
particularly by the application of leeches 
to the parts affected, nor ought this ever 
to be omitted when the patient is of a ple- 
thoric habit, or when the pulſe is full. 
When Chordee takes place in a ſlight de- 
gree only, blood-letting is never neceſſary; 
but whenever it is ſevere, and reſiſts the 
other remedies we have mentioned, we 
ought never to heſitate in adviſing it. 
Blood- letting proves more effectual than 
any other remedy in preventing that per- 
manent kind of Chordee, which ſome- 


times 
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times continues very diſtreſsful long after 
every other ſymptom of Gonorrhca has 


diſappeared. | 
Opium is one of our moſt effectual re- 


medies in every ſtage of this ſymptom, but 


particularly where it has been of long con- 
tinuance. In this ſtate of the diſeaſe J have 
ſometimes found, where opium has failed, 
that hen-bane, the hyocyamus niger of 
Linnæus, has proved uſeful. A grain of 
the extract, properly prepared, may be gi- 
ven three times a day at firſt, and the doſe 
encreaſed to two, three, or more grains, 
according to its effects. I have given to 


the extent of ſeven and eight grains three 
times a day, with no inconvenience what- 


ever; but this was after the patient had 
been for ſome weeks accuſtomed to the 
remedy. 
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SECTION IX. 
OO Hemorrhages from the Urethra, 


I the deſcription of the diſeaſe, we 
have ſeen that the matter of Gonor- 
rhœa is frequently tinged with blood. 
When the quantity of blood is inconſider- 
able little or no notice is taken of it, the 
matter gradually acquires the common ap- 
pearance, and a cure is accompliſhed in 
the uſual way; but when a blood veſſel 
of any magnitude burſts in the urethra, as 
ſometimes happens when the inflammation 
runs high, ſuch quantities of blood are 
diſcharged as prove highly alarming. I 
have known different inſtances of three or 
four pounds of blood being diſcharged in 
the ſpace of a few hours. 

On the firſt appearance of this ſymp- 
tom complete reſt ſhould be immediately 
| recom- 
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recommended, for nothing tends more to 


promote hæmorrhages of every kind than 
bodily exertion. The patient's | bowels _ 


ought to be opened with a gentle laxative ; 


his diet ſhould be of a cooling nature; he 
ought to be kept in a cool, well-aired 


apartment, and the penis ſhould be im- 
merſed, from time to time, in a cold ſolu- 
tion of ceruſſa en in equal parts * 
vinegar and water.

In Hæmorrhages of every kind I 1050 | 


derived much advantage from a plentiful 


uſe of kino, and particularly in the ſymp- 


tom which we are now conſidering. It 


may be given in the quantity of twenty 


grains four times a day, and it may be 
uſed either by itſelf or rubbed with equal 
parts of gum arabic and fine ſugar, which 


renders it both more palatable and more 


grateful to the ſtomach. 


In ſome caſes I have derived advantage 


from aſtringent injections ; particularly 
from an infuſion of red roſe leaves, ſtrong- 


ly impregnated with allum, as in No. 21, 


and from No. 14*, of which balſamum co-

paiba 
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paiba forms the baſis. The injections 
ſhould be thrown up with caution, and re- 
tained by compreſling the urethra as long 
as the patient can bear them. 

When all theſe means fail, and when 
there is cauſe to ſuſpect that the patient's 
life may be endangered by the loſs of too 
much blood, recourſe muſt be had to preſ- 
ſure. I have, in different inſtances, put 
an immediate ſtop to the diſcharge by in- 
ſerting a bougie into the penis. When 
the bougie is large nothing farther is ne- 
ceſſary; but when it does not prove ſuc- 
ceſsful of.itſelf, if the diſcharge proceeds 
from the fore- part of the penis, it may be 
ſtopped at once by gentle preſſure with a 
narrow roller, and when it flows from the 
perineum, by continued preſſure, with the 
hand or fingers. 

With a view to obtain a long continued 
preſſure, a catheter of elaſtic gum may be 
uſed inſtead of a bougie, by which the pa- 
tient may, with due care and attention, 
void his urine, while the preſſure is con- 


tinued: but if the bladder is emptied im-

men are leſs faſceptible of this diſ- 
* eaſe than men; and with them it 
is alſo leſs violent in its ſymptoms, and 
leſs alarming 1 in its conſequences. MO OO 
Why men ſhould be more readily in- 
fected than women is difficult to explain; 
but that the diſeaſe ſhould prove more 
violent in the former is evident. The 
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parts which it attacks are more numerous, 
and more deeply ſeated; and we find that 
all the ſymptoms of this diſeaſe are mild 
or ſevere according as the parts affected 
are deeply ſeated, or otherwiſe. Hence, 
as long as the extremity of the urethra 
only is affected, the ſymptoms of Gonor- 
rhea are equally violent in both ſexes. 
During the continuance of the firſt ſtage 
of the diſeaſe in men, the pain is never 
more ſevere than we often meet with it in 
women, nor does it ever become ſo till the 
inflammation proceeds to a greater depth. 
In women the diſcharge proceeds either 
from the vagina or urethra, and in ſome 
caſes, partly from both. When the vagina 
only is affected the pain attending it is 
inconſiderable, unleſs the matter is fo 
acrid as to inflame the clitoris, nymphæ, 
or labia pudendi, as we ſometimes find is 
the caſe; but whenever the urethra is the 
ſeat of che diſeaſe, the ſame degree of ar- 
dor urinæ takes place as uſually occurs in 
men. Nay, in women this ſymptom is 
often more ſevere, and the inflammation 


by which it is produced proceeds more 


_ readily and more frequently in them to 
the bladder than it uſually does in men; 


for, in moſt inſtances of Gonorrhcea in 
women, they complain of ſevere pain over 
the loins, and all the region of the bladder, 
- and their urine very commonly depoſits 


mucus in ſuch quantities as indicates a con- 


ſiderable affection of that viſcus. 
This muſt happen from the paſſage to 
the bladder being conſiderably ſhorter in 
them than in men; and the urethra being 
wider and not ſo liable to be obſtructed, 


the ſymptoms ariſing from affections of 
this part are neither ſo ſevere, nor are they 


uſually of ſuch long continuance. | 
On examining the ſeat of Gonorrhœa 


in women, it is often difficult to deter- 


mine whether the diſeaſe exiſts or not, 

and if the patient is inclined to conceal 
any circumſtances connected with her 
ſituation, it is altogether impoſſible to aſ- 
certain this point with preciſion. This 


uncertainty occurs from the ſimilarity of 


Gonorrhcea to the matter of fluor albus, a 
diſeaſe 
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diſeaſe to ich women are ſo very liable, 
that, in ſome degree, ſcarcely? any but the 
moſt robuſt are at all times free of it. Be- 


ſides a ſimilarity in the matter, the heat 
of urine, and inflammation of the conti- 
guous parts, are often equally ſevere in the

The chief Anden 3 Aue fals ap- 
pearances afford between the two diſeaſes, 
is, that in fluor albus the matter is of a 
whiter. colour than in Gonorrhœa. In

All the variety of 


injections enumerated in the foregoing ſec- 
tions maybe uſed with equal propriety here: 
but it is chieflythe vitriolic ſolution, No. 18, 


upon which much dependence ſhould be 


placed. When duly perſevered in, and 
_ thrown up five or fix times a day, it ſel- 
dom fails, in women, to accompliſh a cure

Where; indeed, the conſtitution is much 


debilitated, and where the diſcharge is 
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kept up by general relaxation of che con- 

ſtitution, although injections may remove 
the running, they will not prevent a re- 
turn of it; but from much experience of 

their influence I can recommend them as 

one of the moſt powerful remedies that 
has yet been uſed for this very diſtreſsful 
ſymptom, to which a great RI of 

the ſex are hable. 

In females injections may be. uſed wich 
the greateſt freedom, when the diſcharge 
proceeds from the vagina; but in throwing 
injections up the urethra more circum- 

{pection 1 is neceſſary than is even required 

in men. The urethra in women being 

ſhort, and the ſphincter of the bladder 
more eaſily forced, if injections are thrown 
up with violence, they will readily paſs 
into the bladder; and as this might be 
productive of mack irritation and pain, it 
ought to be. carefully guarded againft. 

With proper attention this is eaſily done 
and as the running proceeds, for the moſt

Where the diſeaſe is entirely 5 . 


to the urethra or vagina a cure may al- 
ways be accompliſhed by injections; par- 
ticularly if theſe be accompanied with a 
proper attention to diet, and to the ſtate.

In women the mucous glands of he parts 
affected are apt to inflame, although not ſo 
frequently as in men, nor are the conſe- 


quences which reſult from them ſo apt to 


prove permanent. 'This may happen from 
none of theſe glands being ſo large in wo- 


men: hence, when they ſwell from in- 


Bammation, they do not arrive at fach a 
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bulk, and when they ſuppurate, the ab- 
ſceſſes which enſue more eaſily heal. They 
are chiefly ſituated in the labia OR; 
and in the vagina. 

Swellings of this kind in women re- 
quire the ſame method of treatment as in 
men. Blood- letting, both general and lo- 
cal, ſhould be adviſed on the firſt appear- 
ance of the tumours, and the parts affect- 
ed ſhould be kept covered with a cold ſo- 
lution of ſaccharum ſaturni in water and 
vinegar. When this fails in preventing 
their increaſe, warm emollient cataplaſms 
ſhould be adviſed, in order to forward 
ſuppuration; and this taking place, the tu- 
mour ſhould be laid open with a free in- 
ciſion from one end to the other. 

Where tumours of this kind arrive at a 
larger fize than uſual, I have, in different 
inſtances, both in men and women, diſ- 
charged the matter by the introduction of 
a ſeton. But as ſetons are not eaſily ma- 


naged in this ſituation, the mode of open- 


ing them by inciſion ſhould be preferred;

In the treatment of Gonorrhœa in wo- 
men there are ſome who uniformly pre- 
ſcribe mercury, although they never ad- 
viſe it in men. This they do from an 
idea of its being more frequently connect- 
ed with Lues Venerea in women than in 


I have not FREY 8 that this i is 
the caſe, or that there is cauſe for mercury 
being given for this diſeaſe in women 
more than in men. Gonorrhca often takes 
place in women as it does in men, along 
with Lues Venerea: in ſuch circumſtances 

mercury muſt no doubt be employed - but 
by no means on account of the Gonor- 
rhœa. So far as my obſervation goes, the 
diſeaſe is to be cured in both ſexes in the 
1ame. manner, chiefly, as I have already | 
remarked, by the uſe. of TOY en 
tions. 
At happens, A in women, as it POR 
in men, that Gonorrhæœai, particularly the

This, 
in former times, was attributed to the puf- 
gative, demulcent, and aſtringent medi- 
cines, which in all caſes were uſed in large 
quantities; but by later experience we 
know that none of theſe remedies are ne- 
ceſſary, and that the diſeaſe diſappears as 
ſoon, and with as much certainty, where 
none of them are employed, merely by 
keeping the parts clean, with a proper at- 
tention to regimen. _ | 
In ſpeaking of cleanlineſs it 18 proper t. to 
remark, that both in men and women it 
ought at all times to be inculcated, parti- 
cularly in women, where the matter of 
Gonorrhœa is very apt to become acrid, 
and excoriate the parts to which 1 it is ap- 
plied. | | Wee | 
Attention to this circumſtance is often 
adviſed, on the ſuppoſition of chancres 
being likely to occur from the matter of 
Gonorrhœa, where it is allowed to reſt 
long upon any particular ſpot. Whatever 
excites attention to cleanlineſs will here 
prove uſeful; but no practitioner of obſer- 
| vation

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vation Ib now adds that the: advantages. 
arifing from it proceed from this cauſe. 
Were this the caſe, excoriations produced 

in this manner would not heal without 
the uſe of mercury; whereas we all know, 
that affections of this kind, proceeding 
from the matter of Gonorrhcea, never re- 
quire mercury, and that they heal eaſily 
merely by bathing the parts frequently, 
and preventing the matter from, reſting | 
upon them in future. |

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SECTION I. 


General Remarks on the Conſequences of Go- 
norrhea Vi rulenta. 


LTHOUGH the treatment pointed 

out in the preceding ſections for the 

cure of Gonorrhcea will in general prove 
ſacceſsful, yet every candid practitioner 
will admit that it is not always ſo, and 
that inſtances occur of different ſymptoms 
proving obſtinate, notwithſtanding a care- 
ful and attentive application of every re- 
* medy with which we are acquainted. 


The 
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The cauſes of this failure I have already. 
endeavoured to explain. In this part of 
the work 1 mean to ſpeak of the conſe- 
| quences of Gonorrhœa, ſome of which 
are, in moſt inſtances, the effect of miſ- 
management, while others enſue after the 
greateſt care and attention in the conduct 
of the cure. They are all, however, of a 
local nature, and not neceſſarily connected 
with any general diſeaſe of the conſtitu- 
tion. The following is the order in which 
I mean to treat of them = 

Gleet; ſeminal weakneſs and i imporency; 

ſtrictures 1 in the urethra ; abſceſſes and fiſ- 

tulæ in perineo; eee ſenſations in the | 
bladder and urethra; ſwelling of the teſ-

continues obſtinate, after the fymp- 


toms of inflammation are removed, the 


diſeaſe is then termed a gleet. 


From this definition we might be led to 


imagine that the import of the term Gleet 
would be clearly and generally un derſtood, 


and that no riſk could occur of its being 
miſapplied. This, however, is not the 
caſe ; for the ſymptoms which one practi- 


tioner conſiders as Gleet, are by others

ſaid to be Gonorrhœa. Some aſſert that 


Gleet does not take place till the diſcharge 


becomes colourleſs, and reſembles mucus ; 
while 


while others are of opinion that Gonor- 
rhoa changes into Gleet before 2 n | 
of colour is perceptible. 5 unte ; 
All agree in this, that Gleet does: not 
take inen Geng 8. the diſcharge is ca- 
pable of communicating infection; but no 
preciſe marks have yet been diſcovered by 
which we can judge of this circumſtance 
with certainty. When the diſcharge be- 
comes tranſparent and viſcid, like mucus, 
I believe that no infection will ever en- 
fue from it; but I alſo: ſuppoſe that it is 
often equally harmleſs long before this 
change has appeared in it. By the uſe of 


aſtringent injections, demulcents, and : 


cooling purgatives; and, in ſome caſes, by 
the lapſe of time alone, the running in 

Gonorrhca will loſe. its colour, acquire a 
mucous appearance, and even abate in 
quantity, and yet it will again become 
yellow, and appear in larger quantities 
than at firſt. In ſuch circumſtances the 
diſcharge may be conſidered as altogether 
deprived of the power of communicating 
infection; at leaſt no inſtance of the con- 
Vor. I. 5 trary 
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trary has ever occurred to me, and I have 
reaſon to thank, that, in every inſtance it 
will be found to prove inoffenſive where 
the inflammation by which it was at firſt 
induced has been once completely re- 


moved, whatever the method of cure may 


have been by which this was accompliſſi- 

ed: whale, on the contrary, I am convinced, 
from a variety of facts which might here 
be enumerated, that ſo long as the primary 


inflammation of Gonorrhæa continues, 
however long this may be, the matter pro- 
duced by it is equally. capable as at firſt 


of communicating infection. Admitting, 
therefore, that the running fhould not be 


denominated Gleet, fo long as it is in any 


degree infectious, it is evident that this 
term ought not to be applied to it; till ĩt 


has become clear and tranfparent, or till 


the inflammation by which it was ar firſſ 
induced is removed, and of which wech 
only be certain by the ceaſing of the pam 
vrhich accompanied the inffammatory 
ſtate of the diſeaſe.

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ther, Py the patient * himſelf; 

for the ſpace of ſeveral days, nay, in ſome 
inſtances, for weeks, as completely cured 3 
when, either by violent exertion on horſe- 
back or on foot, by exceſs in drinking, or 
running will again take place, with every 
mark of a new infection. When the pa- 
tient, however, is conſcious of not having 
expoſed himſelf to the riſk of being in- 
fected, he may always conſider this reno- 


vated diſcharge as of a harmleſs nature, 


provided the inflammation and pain by 
which it was at firſt excited had previouſſy 
diſappeared. Among otlier proofs of this, 
I might mention various inſtances of mar- 
ried men who, from Gonorrhœa con- 
tracted in youth, have frequently, during 
life, from one or other of the cauſes I have 
mentioned, experienced frequent returns 
of this diſcharge, who, in this ſituation, 
have had frequent connection with their 
wives, without communicating the diſ- 
eaſe.

In all of vin) upon its firſt recurrence, 


it has exactly the appearance of a new in- 
fection; but the event ſoon ſhews it to be 


materially different. If aſtringent injec- 


tions are employed, they, for the moſt part, 
put an immediate ſtop to the running; 
and, when left to itſelf, the matter becomes 
more quickly colourleſs than it ever does 
in a recent caſe of Gonorrhcea. ' |

the diſtreſsful idea of his having been in- 
fected during the preceding night, by his 


newly married wife. I aſſured him that 
this was impoſſible; for that, independent 


of the ſurety which he derived from the 


unblemiſhed character of his wife, no in- 
fection could have appeared with ſuch 


violence in ſuch a ſhort ſpace of time; and 
on hearing that he formerly laboured un- 
der Gleet, I alſo ventured to ſay, that the 
diſcharge would probably diſappear al- 
moſt as ſuddenly as its approach had been 


rapid. My prediction proved true. I 
immediately threw up a vitriolic injection, 


and cauſed him repeat it three or four 


times in the courſe of a few hours. By 
five or ſix o'clock in the afternoon nothing 


but a ſlight oozing from the urethra was 
perceptible ; I furniſhed him with more 
of the injection, and he went home oo” 
fectly ſatisfied in the evening.

1. The mol fone Kb of Gleet 
ſucceeds to the firſt ſtage of Gonorrhcea, 
in which we do not ſuppoſe that the ori- 
ginal inflammation proceeded farther than 
the urethra itſelf, or the ſmall mucous 
glands immediately emptying into it. 

When the cure of this variety of Go- 
norrhcea is interrupted, either by impro- 
per treatment, or by negligence on the part 
of the patient, and when the diſcharge is 
thereby allowed to go on for any unuſual 
length of time, Gleet is thus frequently 
produced. Aſtringent injections will, for 
the moſt part indeed, put a ſtop to the run- 
ning, but the ſlighteſt exceſs very com- 
monly excites a return of it. 

This variety of the diſeaſe we conclude 
to proceed from relaxation and debility in 
the parts firſt affected, and that tlie obſti- 
nacy with which it often continues de- 
pends upon a farther degree of weakneſs,

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| That general weakneſs often takes place 
in Gleet, and that it may even be induced 
by a long continuance of the diſcharge, 
will not be denied; but I have much rea- 
ſon to think, that in practice, this idea is 
often carried farther than it ought to be. 
This muſt neceſſarily be the caſe when- 
ever it makes us loſe fight, as I have ob- 
ſerved above, of the real origin of the diſ- 
eaſe; but there is alſo cauſe to imagine, 
that in giving additional vigour to the ſy- 
ſtem at large, we tend to encreaſe the diſ- 
charge by the urethra, unleſs the tone of 
the parts which have been more. parti- 
cularly weakened be at the ſame time re- 
ſtored.

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When injections do not accompliſh a 
cure, we endeavour to effect our purpoſe 
by the uſe of bougies. By irritating the 
urethra, bougies anſwer the ſame purpoſe 
with ſtimulating injections; and, in ſome 
inſtances, they have appeared to prove 
more effectual, perhaps from the ſupport 
which they afford to the parts which have 
been deprived of their tone. This, how- 
ever, does not happen with any kind of 
certainty, inſomuch that I always give the | 
preference to injections in the firſt in- 
ſtance, as being leſs formidable in the ap- 
plication to all ſuch patients as have not 
been accuſtomed to the uſe of bougies. 
Bougies compoſed of the moſt ſimple 
materials, commonly anſwer all that we 
expect from this kind of remedy ; but 
when theſe fail in exciting a ſufficient de- 
gree of inflammation, they are eaſily ren- 
dered more active by dipping them in oil 
of turpentine, in a thin liniment of wax 
and oil with a ſmall proportion of red 
precipitate, or in common baſilicon re- 
O 3 : duced 
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duced with-oit of turpentine, to the con- 


fiſtence of a liniment. 


I have no reaſon to think that merdu- 


rials act in the cure of Gleet in any reſpect 
as ſpecifics; but the ſtimulus which mer- 


curial ointment gives to the urethra, when 


applied upon bougies, proves often as ef- 
fectual as that from any medicine which 
we employ. It is proper, however, to ob- 
ſerve, that the ointment for this purpoſe 


ought to be ſtrongly impregnated with 
mercury: there ſhould not be leſs than 


. equal parts of quickſilver and hog's-lard; 


and I have ſometimes thought that mer- 


cury, extinguiſhed by triturating with 
honey, acts more certainly as a ſtimulant 
than it ufually does in the form of an 
ointment. 
If the conſtitution has 8220 much 5 
bilitated, we ought, while this application 
of remedies to the difeaſed parts is going 
on, to advife a nouriſhing, invigorating 
diet. The patient ſhould be allowed 
animal food, and a moderate portion of 
red wine daily; and in ſuch circumſtan- 
ces 
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ces bark may with propriety be exhibited 
as a tonic: but for the reaſons I have gi- 
ven above, I have much cauſe to think that 


the general practice of giving bark, ſteel, 


and other tonics, in every caſe of chle kind, 


is by no means well founded, and in many 
inſtances that it does harm. | 
Some of the ſtimulating aſtringent bal- 


ſams, given internally, frequently prove 


uſeful here; probably from theit tendency 
to ſtimulate in a mote particular manner 
the organs of urine than any other part of 
the body. Balſamum copaiba is chiefly 
uſed for this purpoſe, but Canada balſam, 
and all the turpentines, may be employed 


witli perhaps equal ad vafitage. Fifteen of 


twenty drops of any of theſe may be given 
three or four times a day. 
A cantious uſe of cantharides has alſo 


proved ſerviceable in this variety of Gleet. 


Ten drops of the tincture may be given 
two or three times a day. 

But although ſome advantage may be 
derived from all of theſe remedies, when 
2 along with local e 

9 4 | we 
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we have adviſed above, yet no dependence 
is to be placed upon them when they are 
not conjoined with theſe. This, it may be 
ſaid, renders the advantages to be expected 
from them doubtful and equivocal; but 
in different caſes I think I have perceived 
greater advantages from a combination of 
theſe two ſets of remedies, than uſually oc- 
curs from a ſeparate uſe of either of them. 

Cold bathing is a remedy commonly 
adviſed in Gleets, and where the conſtitu- 
tion is ſo much debilitated as to require 
attention, it will very generally anſwer a 


good purpole ; otherwiſe no advantage can 
probably accrue from it, if it be not from 


the local aꝑplication of cold to the parts 

chiefly affected. In this view, the daily 
effuſion of cold water upon the penis, and 
the bathing of the perineum, Ane; ſome- 
times uſeful. 


The next moſt frequent variety of 
Clect ſucceeds to che ſecond ſtage of Go- 
norrhœa. After all the ſymptoms excited 


by the actual preſence of inflammation 
| have 
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have ſubſided, this, variety of the diſeaſe 
is very apt to terminate in Gleet. ER. 


In the third ſection of the laſt. chapter 


I endeavoured to ſhew, that in this ſtage 


of Gonorrh&+a, Cowper's glands are chiefly | 
affected, and that they afford a great pro- 


portion of all the matter that is diſcharged. 


Any inflammation which occurs along 
with this in the membrane of the urethra, 
18, for the moſt” part, eaſily removed, ſo 


that the Gleet, which often ſucceeds, pro- 
ceeds either altogether, or nearly ſo, from 


the cavities of theſe glands. 
Gleet, proceeding from this cauſe, is, 


for the moſt part, eaſily diſtinguiſhed from 


| that which we have deſcribed as the firſt 
or molt frequent variety of the diſeaſe. In 


this laſt the matter uſually proceeds from 


within an inch, or little more, of the glans, 


or when parts farther back are affected, 
the diſcharge is forced off from them by 


very gentle preſſure upon the perineum : 
but, in the other, the matter is, in every 


inſtance, found to proceed from the upper 


part of the urethra ; a greater degree of 


preſ- 


of 
as 
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preſſure upon the perineum is neceſſary 
to force it out; and ſome degree of ful- 
neſs, accompanied with irritation, and 
even pain, is experienced on the perineum 
being preſſed upon for this purpoſe. 
We are allo affiſted in the diagnofis by 
the hiſtory of the preceding Gonorrhœa; 
for it will be uniformly found that the 
firſt variety of Gleet has ſucceeded to the 
firft ſtage of Gonorrhœa, and that the ſes 
cond ſtage of Gonorrhœa has given rife to 
that which we are now confidering. 
In the treatment of Gleet it is of im- 
portance to have this difference aſcertain- 
ed, for the remedies which commonly ac- 
compliſh a cure in the one, are uſed in the 
other either without any advantage what- 
ever, or even with evident proofs of doing 
harm. Thus, although in the firft vari- 
ety of Gleet we depend fo much upon ſti- 
mulating injections, that a cure in moſt 
inſtances cannot be accompliſhed without 
them; in the other, where the larger 
glands of the urethra are affected, they 
very commonly render every ſymprom 
| worle

worſe than it was before. They at leaſt 
do ſo where the injection is of ſuch a 
ſtrength as to excite pain and inflamma- 
tion; and if weaker than this, it may be 
uſed. for an indefinite length of time, with- 
out any effect reſulting from it. The 
glands opening into the urethra being here 
the ſeat of the diſeaſe, aſtringent injec- 
tions, applied as we have elfewhere ob- 
ſerved, to their excretory ducts, may pro- 
duce a temporary ſtoppage: of the diſs 
charge; but, as they do not reach the cavi- 
ties'of the glands, no permanent advantage 
can be expected from them. While, 
again, when an injection is uſed of ſuch a 
ſtrength as to excite inflammation upon 
the ends of theſe ducts, it is very apt to 
produce ſwellings in the glands themſelves, 
which at laſt commonly terminate in fup- 
puration, to the great diſtreſs and diſap- 
pointment both of the patient you ipracti- 
tioner. 

Whenever it is therefore Aeta 
with certainty, that this variety of Gleet 
— Lata thould be no longer em- 
ployed ; 
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ployed; or when, for the ſatisfaction of 
the patient, a farther trial of this remedy 
becomes neceſſary, ſuch preparations only 
5 ſhould 'be uſed as are Oy altri. 
we, . . 

In ſuch ncaa bohnen al püt⸗ 
ters to the perineum, are the moſt effectual 
remedies: I have ever employed. The 
bougies ſhould be of the mildeſt kind, 

ſuch as ſtimulate the parts gently, without 
exciting inflammation. By this, and by 
the ſupport which their ſize and form af- 
ford to the weakened parts, they often 
prove highly ſerviceable; and even when 
they do prove more powerfully ſtimulat- 
ing than we may have wiſhed or expected, 
they do not ſo readily do harm as injec- 
tions; for the inflammation with which 
this may be attended is always accompa- 
nied with an inſtantaneous diſcharge of 
matter, by which the inconvenience that 
otherwiſe might reſult from them is very 
effectually prevented. 


Bougies ought, for every n to be 5 


a8 3 as the capacity of the urethra will 
admit; 
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admit; but their being of a full fize is 
more particularly neceſſary in this variety 
of Gleet than for any other malady; for it 
is chiefly by their r fize that Ws 1 uſe. 
ful here. 

In moſt inſtances of chis kind it appears, 
in the courſe of a few days, whether bou- 
-gies are to be of ſervice or not; but no 
permanent advantage is ever to be expect- 
ed from them if they are not continued 
for a conſiderable time. When the diſeaſe 
has been of long duration, the bougies 
ought to be applied for the ſpace of ten 
or twelve weeks, and not even deſiſted 
from then if the cure be not compleated. 
It is proper, however, to obſerve, that af- 
ter bougies have been uſed for ſuch a 
length of time as ought to accompliſh a 
cure, they ſhould from time to time be laid 
aſide, that the effects produced by them 
may be diſcovered; for while . they are 
daily introduced we can never know with 
certainty” \ whether any diſcharge - which 
takes place i is the effect of the diſeaſe,” or 

1 of chs! irritation which they excite as hou- 

235 gies 
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gies can never be applied for any length 
of time together, not even to a ſound ure- 
thra, without being found covered with 
matter, or with mucus in the form of 
matter, on their being withdrawn. 
When bougies fail, a bliſter applied 
over the whole perineum ſometimes proves 
ſerviceable. Whether it is by the ſtimu- 
Ius which they give to the parts affected, 
or by they diſcharge which they excite, is 
uncertain; for in ſome an evident advan- 
tage enſues upon the firſt or ſecond day 
from their application, and before any 
quantity of diſcharge can have occurred, 
while in others no effect is obſerved to re- 
ſult from them till the ſecond, third, or 
perhaps, fourth bliſter has been applied. 
In a few inſtances, ſome advantage has ap- 
peared to be derived from a ſmall portion 
of the bliſtered part being kept open with 
epiſpaſtic ointment, which, in two caſes of 
much obſtinacy, led me to adviſe the in- 
troduction of a ſmall ſęeton on one fide of 
the perineum ; but although this ſeemed 
1 10 lewiſe to leſſen the diſcharge, the advan- 
: tage 
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tage derived from it was neither ſo great 
nor ſo obvious as to compenſate the FOE 
diſagreeable nature of the remedy... 

In very obſtinate caſes of this variety of 
Gleet, the patient will frequently be found 
to be of à ſcrophulous conſtitution, . If 
the diſeaſe has not already appeared in a 

more evident manner in other parts of the 
body, it will at leaſt often happen that the 
_ glands of the neck, and other ſuſpicious 
parts, will appear to be tumefied, and that 
the complexion of the patient, which is 
commonly delicate, gives much cauſe to 
conclude that the ſyſtem is not free of it. 

In ͤſuch circumſtances, all the remedies 
uſually employed in ſcrophula will, from 
time to time, be adviſed. Bark and hem- 
jock have ſometimes proved uſeful here; 
but no remedy that has yet been employ- 
ed in ſcrophula is in any N n to 
8 ene 


In enumerating * en varieties 
of Gleet, I have proceeded in the order in 
es they moſt frequently appear, The 
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next of which I ſhall take notice proceeds 
from ſtrictures in the urethra, 

In an enſuing ſection I ſhall find it ne- 
ceſlary to enter more minutely upon the 


conſideration of venereal ſtrictures in the 


urethra: at preſent, therefore, it ſeems 


only requiſite to ſay, that they are to be 


confidered as a very frequent cauſe of Gleet. 
The fpongy ſurface of the ſubſtance from 
which theſe ſtrictures are produced is 
very apt to become tender and excoriated. 
A flight degree of ' ulceration thus takes 
place, which continues to give out matter 
while any degree of the ſtricture remains, 
and where the extent of the diſeaſe is con- 


ſiderable, this of itſelf would afford a 


very copious diſcharge; but beſides this, 
the remora which every ſtricture pro- 
duces, of urine and mucus between the 
part on which it is ſeated and the bladder, 
acts as a very powerful cauſe of irritation, 
and in this manner renders the diſcharge 


more abundant than we almoſt ever find 


it to be in Gleet, proceeding from ay 


other cauſe, | 
Where 
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Where ſtrictures are not ſuſpected as the 
cauſe of the diſcharge, as often happens | 
| where the obſtruction to the flow of urine 
is not remarkably great, the patient as 
well as the ſurgeon is apt to be deceived, 
and to proceed daily with the plan of ef- 
fecting a cure by injections, balſam of co- 
paiba, and other aſtringents. None of 

theſe remedies, however, have any infſu- 
ence, and the diſcharge, after many years 
continuance, is found to be nearly in the 
ſame ſtate, either as bad, or perhaps worſe, 
than at firſt. Of this every practitioner 
muſt have met with inſtances, and they 
always prove the ſource of much perplexi- 
ty and embarraſſment. : 

In every caſe, therefore, where Gleet re- 
ſiſts the uſual remedies, and is thus parti- 
_ cularly obſtinate, it ought to be our firſt 
object to aſcertain the real ſtate of the ure- 
thra, and to learn whether ſtrictures are 
preſent in it or not. In ſome caſes this 
will at once be known from the ſtate of 
the ſymptoms obtained from the patient, 
as well as from external examination of

the uretlira from the point of the penis to 
the fundament. This, however, will only 
happen in the more fevere degrees of the 
diſeaſe. Where the obſtruction is flight, it 
may, as we have already obſerved, paſs 
_ unnoticed; fo that in all ſuch cireum- 
ances, and where there is any cauſe for 
doubt, the paſſage ſhould be examined 
with a bougie, by which alone any eer- 
tainty upon this point can be obtained. 
When the exiſtence of ſtricture is dif- 


covered, all other remedies ought at once 


to be laid afide, and the cure truſted en- 
tirely to bougies. Hereafter we ſhall have 
occaſion to ſpeak more particularly of bou- 
gies; at preſent we need only fay, that 
they are the only remedy upon which we 
can depend for the removal of ſtrictures, 
and that they very commonly prove effec- 
tual when duly perſiſted in. 
When the diſcharge proceeds entirely 
q from ſtrictures, it will, for the moſt part, 
ſoon ſubſide on theſe being removed; but 
when it continues more than a few days 
alter the bougies are withdrawn, it will 
| be 
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be proper to employ aſtringent injections 
in order to carry it off. Lime-water an 
ſwers well: for this particular parpoſe, 
indeed, it anſwers better than any other 
form of injection I have tried, but it re- 
quires to be diluted. with. an NR 
"_o of came wakes.” | 


5175 The laſt mickey of Glee of which. 
we have to take notice proceeds from a 
| ſwelled ſtate; of the proftate gland, and 
ſucceeds, as we have already had oceafion 
to ſee, to the third Gage of Ganorrhœa | 
Virulenta. 

In treating ak Cards the ſymptoms, 
were enumerated by which affections of 
the proſtate gland may be diſcovered: ;. but 
we have no certain means of knowing to 
what extent it may be ſwelled but by ex- 
amination with the finger in ano. | 

Beſides the inconveniency which occurs 
here from the diſeharge itſelf, and which 
13 common to this with every variety of 
Gleet, there is always a good deal of un- 


P 2 {well- 


| 
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ſwelling of this gland, which excites a 


more frequent deſire to paſs water than 
any other variety of the diſeaſe, together 
with a ſenſation of heat and fulneſs over 
the whole parts contiguous to the anus. 
The teneſmus which often takes place is 


alſo a very troubleſome ſymptom. 


Gleet, proceeding from this cauſe, is 
ſometimes combined with other varieties 


of the diſeaſe, particularly with that which 


was laſt deſcribed. In this caſe the dif 
charge has moſt frequently the appearance 
of being a mixture of pus and mucus ; but 
when the running proceeds entirely from 
an affection of the proſtate gland, it is 


thinner than purulent matter, and, al- 
though ſometimes tinged of a white or yel- 
low colour, it is more frequently of the 


conſiſtence and colour of mucus. This 


makes it often be 2 for a diſcharge 
of ſemen. 


No injections are of any utility i in this 
variety of Gleet; nor is any advantage 
derived from bongies On the contrary, 
they are both apt to do harm, particularly 
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a perſeverance in the uſe of them; a prac- 

tice which thoſe not accuſtomed to this 
branch of buſtneſs are very apt to fall into. 
Swellings of this gland are very common- 


ly attended with ſome degree of obſtruc- 


tion to the paſſage of urine, and when this 
is nuſtaken for ſtrictures, as often happens, 


bougies are e adviſed 1 in order 


to remove it. 


Bougies, however, never prove uſeful 


os : on the contrary, they very com- 
monly irritate the gland to ſuch a degree, 


as to excite both an increaſe of the pain | 


and of the diſcharge. _ 

Opiates are the remedies upon which 
we place moſt dependence. By allaying 
irritation, they not only keep the patient 
free from pain, but in doing ſo they tend 
more than any other remedy to leſſen the 
diſcharge. It muſt, however, be acknow- 


ledged, that they act chiefly as palliatives; 


but the mere prevention of pain is a point 
of no ſmall importance in a diſeaſe which 
otherwiſe is apt to render the patient mi- 


ſer * In ſpeaking of affections of this 
N Sland 
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gland in the third ſtage of Gonorrhcea, I 


adviſed opiates to be uſed in clyſters, in- 
ſtead of being taken by the mouth. They 
do not, in this form, fo readily induce 


fſickneſs, and they uſually prove more ef- 
fectual in relieving pain. 


In ſeveral inſtances, where no great ad- 


vantage was derived from all the quantity 


of laudanum that durſt be given by the 
mouth, patients have been kept eaſy by a 
grain or two of opium diſſolved in a ſmall 


quantity of mucilage, and ee from 


time to time, into the rectum. 

Where this diſeaſe occurs in Korb- 
lous conſtitutions, an occurrence by no 
means uncommon, hyocyamus, cicuta, 


and ſea-bathing, are the remedies uſually 


employed; and although they do not of- 
ten accompliſh a cure where the gland is 


much ſwelled, yet they frequently afford 


relief; and ſlighter degrees of the diſeaſe 
have, in ſome inſtances, been removed by 
chem entirely. 


Some practitioners, as I have already 


had occaſion to remark, give mercury in 
every 
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| every variety of Gleet, but 1 have never 
known any advantage derived from it, 
and where the proſtate gland is affected it 
very commonly does harm. 85 

As I have mentioned above, tha: in 
| Gleet proceeding from ſtrictures in the 
urethra, ſome {ſlight degree of ulceration 
takes place, it may be imagined chat mer- 
cury ought in ſuch inſtances to prove uſe- 
ful, from its well known powers of heal- 
ing venereal ulcers. It is not, however, 
found to promote the cure of theſe ulcera- 
tions; a circumſtance that may be con- 
ſidered as a farther proof of the difference 
between Gonorrhcea Virulenta and Lues 
Venerea; for if affections of this kind were 
induced by the matter of Lues Venerea, 
mercury would ſeldom fail in curing them, 
while no other remedy would ever prove 
ſucceſsful. But, inſtead of this, I have 
repeatedly found, that no advantage is de- 
rived from mercury in the treatment of 
this ſymptom, while bougies, when pro- 
perly managed, very e prove ef- 
fectual. N 
| P "Y What 
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What we have hitherto ſaid upon the 5 


ſubject of Gleet' lates chiefly to the diſ- 


eaſe as it occurs in men, it being in them 
both more frequent, and of much more 


difficult treatment than it n is in 


women. 

We often meet with it, 1 in wo⸗ 
men; but it is proper to remark, that it is 
equally difficult to diſtinguiſh it from 
fluor albus, as in a former ſection we have 
obſerved Gonorrhcea to be. Referring to 
what was then faid upon the means of 


diſtinguiſhing between the two diſeaſes, 


we ſhall at preſent proceed ſhortly to ob- 
ſerve, that in women we depend entirely 
for the cure of Gleet upon a proper per- 
ſeverance in the uſe of injections. When 
after a due continuance of ſuch as we 
reckon aſtringent , if the diſcharge ſtill 
continues, thoſe of a ſtimulating nature 
ſhould be employed, Pony Nos. 24. 
and 25. | 

When the diſeaſe i 18 hated] in the vagina, 
as is generally the caſe, theſe injections

urethra they ought, on account of the con- 
tiguity of the bladder, as we had occaſion 
to remark in a former ſection, to be thrown | 
up with much caution. 
In women I have ſometimes a chat 
a Gleet has proceeded from ulceration 
within the verge of the vagina. In ſuch 
inſtances injections have little or no in- 
fluence; and as ſores of this kind are 
commonly connected with Lues Venerea, 
they can _ be cured by a courle. of 
mercury.

+ MW proper, however, to femark, chat 5 
women are liable, as men are, to excoria- 
tions from the acrimonious nature of the 
matter of Gonorrhœa. A diſcharge of 
matter from this cauſe will be moſt readi- 
ly cured by aſtringent injections, or bath- 
ing the parts with lime-water, or a E 
nine ſolution.

: SECTION | III. 


0 nee from Seminal Weakneþs. 


We here mean n by impotency a depti- 


vation of the omen of propagating 


This may proceed from various cauſes ; 
but it is that variety of it only which is 
uſually ſuppoſed to ariſe from weakneſs 
in the ſeminal veſſels that we are now to 


conſider. 


It is an occurrence which, in young 


people, either in idea or reality, takes place 


daily; and as it proves at all times a ſource 


of much anxiety and diſtreſs, it neceſſa- 


rily 
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rily becomes a frequent object of attention 
to practitioners. A degree of debility in- 
ducing want of retention in the ſeminal 
veſſels is, no doubt, occaſionally met with; 
but the ſtrong deſire which Nature has 
wiſely implanted in all men to be com- 
plete and entire, in whatever relates to the 
propagation of his ſpecies, is often, in early 
youth, the cauſe of much ill- founded ſuſ- 
picion on this point, and of circumſtances 
reſpecting it being W as real which 
never took place. 

Thus there is nothing more common 
than young people ſuppoſing they are 
weak and debilitated, on perceiving an 
oozing of mucus from the urethra, or a 
diſcharge of ſemen when at ſtool. The 
firſt, however, is natural to many when in 
full health, and where no ſuſpicion of 
weakneſs exiſts; and the latter, or a diſ- 
charge of ſemen, muſt at all times be the

conſequence of hardened fœces compreſ- 
ſing the veſiculæ ſeminales, when theſe 
veſlels are full of ſemen. But ſuſpicion 
on this point being once awake, it is often 

difficult, 
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difficult, and ſometimes impoſſible, to re- 
moye it; inſomuch that many have been 


m e miſerable by this alone, where 


no veſtige of diſeaſe exiſted. HL 

It is conſidered as one of the moſt cer- 
tain proofs of weakneſs in the ſeminal veſ- 
ſels when a diſcharge of ſemen inſtantly 
ſucceeds to an erection, or, perhaps, to an 


imperfect degree of it. But this may alſo 


Happen from a ſtate of over- excitement in 


the other parts of generation, and I alſo 
believe that it often occurs from the ſemi- 
nal fluid being collected in too great quan- 


tity in the viſiculæ ſeminales. I have 


reaſon indeed to imagine, as will appear 
in the ſequel, that this is the moſt fre- 
quent cauſe of all ſuch affections. | 


It may be ſaid, if the diſeaſe exiſts, and 


thepatientis rendered completelyimpotent, 
that the cauſe of his being ſo is a point of 


little importance. It will appear, however, 


that this is by no means the caſe; for while 
real impotency is in a great proportion of 
caſes to be conſidered as incurable, we 


have it in our power, perhaps, in moſt 
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inſtances of approach to ths: _— to , 
accompliſh a cure. 

In the laſt Se we plot Let uh 
Gleet proceeds at one time from an affec- 
tion of the glands in other parts of the 
urethra, but in ſome caſes that it ariſes 
from a ſwelling of the proſtate gland. 
When this exiſts for any length of time, 
we find that not only the duct of the pro- 
ſtate gland becomes weak and relaxed, 
but that a loſs of tone takes place in ſome 
of the contiguous parts, particularly in the 
excretory ducts of the veſiculæ ſeminales; 
inſomuch that a great proportion of all 
who have long laboured under Gleet from 


affections of this gland, have likewiſe been ; 


liable, in ſome degree, to ſeminal weak- 
neſs. It 18 well known 'that long conti- 
nued Gleets are often the cauſe of Impo- 
tency. For the moſt part, it is ſuppoſed, 
that this happens from the general debi- 
lity which they induce. In ſome inſtan- 
ces this may be the caſe ; but I have much 
reaſon to think that they act much more 
8 by inducing a local weakneſs

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only in the parts deſtined for the recep- 


tion of the ſemen. This I conclude to be 


be cafe from this kind of debility taking 


place where there is no appearance what- 
ever of general weakneſs, for inſtances of- 


ten occur in conftitutions apparently firm 


and healthy, of ſuch degrees of weakneſs 
in the feminal organs, that emiſſions take 
place, not merely from partial erections 
and lafcivious ideas, but from the ordi- 
nary friction applied to the penis in riding 
and walking, and, in ſome inſtances, from 
the effect of heat alone, whether excited 
by wine, exerciſe, or ſicting near a fire. 

In people who have fuffered much from 
frequent returns of Gonorrhcea, particu- 
larly where Gleet has taken place from 
the cauſe I have mentioned, I have known 
ſeveral inſtances of the ſemen ranning off 
by the ſlighteſt application of ay of the 
cauſes juft enumerated. x 

The local weakneſs. thus induced in 
theſe parts by Gleet feems very much to 


reſemble the effects of Onaniſm; a habit 
ſol bancful to _—_— of our * youth, that I 


believe 
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believe it to be more deſtructive in its _— 
ſequences than a great proportion of A 


| the diſeaſes to which in early life they are 5 


liable. Were it to prove hurtful to thoſe 
only whoſe ſelf-indulgence gives riſe to it, 
there would be leſs cauſe to regret the ef. 
fects of it; but, beſides rendering the pa- 
rent himſelf miſerable, it evidently entails.

nerating languor, debility, and. diſeaſe, 
inſtead of that ſtrength of conſtitution, 
without which there cal de no .

Some, I know, hve Ga a At. Xa 
ferent opinion upon this point, and ima- 


gine that no bad effects are to be dreaded 
from the habit of which we are now 
ſpeaking *. But this is ſo directly contrary 


to the experience of others, and I have 


had fo many inſtances in the courſe of my 
own practice of conſtitutions being irre- 
trievably ruined by indulgence in it, that 
I cannot avoid, in the ſtrongeſt manner,

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giving my opinion of it: nor does it ap- 
pear that any benefit could reſult to ſo- 
ciety from a contrary opinion being ad- 
mitted, even allowing it to be well found- 
ed; for although no immediate harm 
might enſue from it to the conſtitution, 
it ought to be diſcouraged as unnatural, 
and from its tending to divert the atten- 


tion from an enjoyment of a much ſupe- 


rior kind. While, therefore, there is much 
cauſe to conſider the practice as highly 
dangerous to all who follow it, and while 
ſuch a propenſity prevails towards it in 
that early age when boys cannot form a 
judgment of its deleterious tendency, I 
conſider it as incumbent on thoſe who 
write upon it to paint it and the baneful 


effects which reſult Trend, 3 It; in their true 


and proper colours. 

In the treatment of this 8 Bo” Impo- 
tency, whether it has been induced by 
Onaniſm, or whether it be the conſequence 
of Gleet, it is proper to diſtinguiſh it into 


two ſtages. The one, ſo far as I have 


ſeen, being of a nature that does not ad- 
mit of any certain remedy, while the other 
. | may, 
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may, in moſt inſtances, be completely 


cured. Many tonſider it ſo certainly as 
incurable that the patient is led to deſpair 
from the firſt approach of it, and the opi- 
nion is often unfortunately realized mere 


ly from the cauſe I have mentioned, out- 


not diſtinguiſhing the two ſtages of the 
diſeaſe, and allowing that which I ſuppoſe 


may be eaſily removed, to proceed without 


any attempt for this purpoſe, to that ſtate 


of it, which; in- moſt inſtances; may be 
_ ronfidered as incurable, 
PraQitioners are frequently applied to 


by young men labouring under what I 
ſhall termi the firſt ſtage of Gleet ; who, 
finding that a ſeminal Kifoharie: takes 
place from the lighteſt cauſes, perhaps 


merely from their being in company with 


women ; from laſcivious dreams ; or from 
the parts of generation being in any degree 
overheated, begin to be afraid that they ſhall 
never again have the power of retention, 
and conclude therefore that they cannot 
with propriety enter irito a matrimonial 
connection. We often find that they ad-

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mit Onaniſm to have beenthe primary cauſe 
of their diſtreſs, although, for a great length 
of time, perhaps for a number of years, 
they aſſert, and with no reaſon on our 
part to doubt them, that they have been 
entirely out of the practice of it. 

In this ſituation, whatever may be the 
appearance and habit of body of the pa- 
tient, ſtrengthening aſtringent remedies 
are preſcribed, ſuch as bark, ſteel, balſam 
of copaiba, cold bathing, &c.; and what- 
ever are his views, he is adviſed to avoid 
matrimony and all venereal intercourſes. 

In a great proportion of caſes, however, 
I am convinced that this practice and this 
advice are erroneous. Following the bulk 
of practitioners, I eaſily adopted them ; 
but no good reſulting from them I have 
long ſince relinquiſhed them, and I have 
ſeldom failed of ſucceſs by adviſing mea- 
fares of an oppoſite nature. 

In a great proportion of all that are in- 
jured by this deſtructive habit, a morbid 
irritability of the organs of generation 


| ſeems to be excited. By this a greater 


quan- 
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quantity of the ſeminal fluid is ſecreted 
than the veſiculæ ſeminales can retain: in 
conſequence of which, it either burſts out 
during nocturnal dreams, or is eaſily ex- 
cited to flow by the application of any of 
the cauſes above- mentioned. 

Even after the habit has been long left 
off I have known the effects of it continue 
in a very diſtreſsful degree, and I conclude 


that they proceed chiefly from too plenti- 


ful a ſecretion of ſemen, from the nature 
of the remedy which in moſt inſtances 
has proved ſucceſsful, | 


Inſtead of adviſing abſtirience from wo- 


men, I always inculcate as frequent con- 
nection as natural deſires ſeem to require; 
and when matrimony is in view, inſtead 


of being afraid of it, as often happens with 


this claſs of patients, from a fear of their 
not performing the functions of it proper- 
ly, I uniformly hold 1 it forth as the moſt 
certain remedy. 

The idea of inability is ſo ſtrongly pre- 
valent with many, that they are with dif- 
Hculty prevailed upon to make the at- 
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tempt; but the effects of it are ſo certain, 


that with patients in ſuch circumſtances 


as we are now confidering, it may always 
be adviſed with the greateſt confidence of 


ſuccefs. Nor is the aſſiſtance of other re- 


medies required in this plan of cure; at 


leaſt in various inſtances, patients, who, 


for many years together had been almoſt 
conftantly taking ſuch remedies as they 
judged to be of an invigorating nature, 
without any advantage reſulting from 
them, and who therefore were induced to 


conſider thetr complaints as incurable, 
have, on laying all of thefe afide, become 


completely and entirely well in the ſpace 


of a few weeks after marriage. The irri- 


tability of the organs was thus diminiſhed ; 
the morbid increaſe of the feeretion was 


removed ; and the ſeminal receptacles, not 
being over diſtended, were ſoon found to 


be endowed with a fufficient e of re- 
tention. 

This being a very U variety of 
the diſeaſe, I can ſpeak of it, and of the re- 
medies employed in it, with ſome degree 

. | 6 
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of certainty ; and I can with confidence. © 


ſay, that none of thoſe commonly adviſed 
have ever, in the courſe of my obſervation, 
had any obvious influence; while the 
+ plan I have pointed out very generally 
ſurpaſſes in its efFets all that the patient 
could hope from it. 

When a ſwelled ſtate of the proſtate 
gland 1s connected, as I have ſometimes 

found, with this variety of the diſeaſe, it 
_ neceſſarily renders the event more doubt- 
ful, and the effect, even of this and every 
other remedy, more uncertain. But even 
here the courſe I have adviſed will ſome- 
times prove ſucceſsful. It will not remove 
any affection of the gland, but where the 
diſeaſe of that organ is not in a great de- 
gree, it proves equally effectual in remov- 
ing the other, as if the gland was entirely 
ſound; and this obviates one of the great- 
eſt ſources of miſery to the patient. 

Ir may be ſaid that while this, or any 
other variety of Gleet exiſts, the remedy 
J have pointed out cannot with any pro- 
Peer be adviſed, from the riſk of com- 


Q 3 muni- 
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municating infection. We know, how 
ever, that real Gleet does not communicate 
infection to others; and the means of diſ- 
tinguiſhing it from Gonorrhœa are by no 
means equivocal. Many inſtances have 
fallen within my own obſervation, and 
others muſt often meet with it, of this 
being clearly the caſe. I know, at this 
time, ſeveral inſtances of men who have 
been married for many years, who, during 
the whole period, have laboured under 
different varieties of Gleet, and who have 
never communicated the diſeaſe either to 
their wives or children. Gleet in men 
ſeems to be equally uncapable with fluor 
albus in women to nenen infec- 
tion. 

In that ſtage of the n which we 
have juſt been conſidering, a cure, we ob- 
ſerve, may, perhaps, in every inſtance, be 
accompliſhed. But when it has been of 
ſuch duration as to form hat may more 
Properly be termed ſeminal weakneſs, and 
what I ſhall term the ſecond ſtage of the 


diſeaſe, a very different proſpect preſents 
itſelf, 
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itſelf. 'The patient may even, in very ad-. 
vanced periods of the diſeaſe, derive ad- 
vantage from a well-regulated diet and 
other circumſtances, by which his fitua- 
tion will be rendered much more comfort- 
able than it otherwiſe would be; but in 
this ſituation a complete removal of the 
diſeaſe is ſcarcely to be expected: at leaſt 
little dependence is to be placed upon the 
remedies ' e e for this pur- 
pole: 

This very diſtreſsful ſtage of ſeminal 
weakneſs is often the conſequence of 
Onaniſm long perſiſted in ; and it is, as we 
have remarked, the frequent conſequence 
of Gonorrhœa and Gleet. In all ſuch 
caſes the diſeaſe ſeems to proceed from 
real weakneſs, or debility in the excretory 
_ ducts of the veſiculæ ſeminales ; for it 
commonly happens where the whole ſy- 
ſtem is much relaxed and emaciated; 
where there is therefore*no. cauſe to ima- 
gine that it can ariſe from too plentiful a 
formation of ſemen; and of which, indeed, 
we often meet with a very deciſive proot,

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from a conſtant mucous-kind of oozing 


being perceived in the urethra, while no 


ordinary cauſe of excitement is capable of 
producing any regular diſcharge or emif. 
fon of ſemen, | 
In this fituation a variety af vetaedics 
are employed, chiefly with a view to re- 
ſtore and invigorate the tone of the weak 
ened parts ; ſuch as bark, ſteel, balſamum 
copaiba, and cold bathing. At other times, 
where the diſeaſe is ſuppoſed to proceed 
from a deficiency of ſemen, provocatives 
are preſcribed; ſuch as high ſeaſoned. 
foods, all the terebinthenate balſams, and | 
cantharides. But although I have had 
many opportunities of obſerving a com- 
plete trial of theſe, I never knew any ad- 


vantage derived from them. The only OE 


' courſe, which in ſuch circumſtances I ever 

knew prove uſeful, was ſuch as merely 
tended to reſtore the patient to his uſual ' 
ſtate of health. If Onaniſm has induced the 
diſeaſe, nothing will afford even the chance 
of a recovery till this is left off. Whatever 
may have been ms _ of it, he qught 


to

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to be put upon a nouriſhing diet; and he 
ſhould live in an elevated, dry ſituation, - 
| Sea-bathing ſhould be adviſed ; and coſ⸗ 
tiveneſs, with every thing that might tend 
to irritate the parts chietly affected, d 
be avoided. 
With a view to leſſen that degree of ir, 
ritability with which this diſeaſe is uſually 
connected, opiates have been adviſed ; but 
although I have often given them a full 
trial, I never knew any real advantage ob- 
tained from them. On the contrary, they 
have often appeared to do harm; for al- 
though they procure reſt, yet the ileep 
which they give is always diſturbed; the 
patient awakes in a ſtate of more anxiety 
and diſtreſs than he experienced on going 
to bed; and when opiates are habitually 
uſed, coſtiveneſs can ſcarcely be prevented 
but by means of remedies which in this 
| ſituation ought not to be given. 
Hemlock is often uſed here; but I have 
never known any obvious cen de- 
rived from it. Hyocyamus, by acting as 
an . while it does not produce 
coſtive-

coſtiveneſs, has in different inſtances ap- 
peared to prove ſerviceable. One grain 
of the extract may be given at firſt, 
and the doſe increaſed in a gradual man-

Conceiving, from ſome circumſtances 
connected with the diſeaſe, as well as from 
many of the ſymptoms which enſue from 
it, that it may in ſome inſtances be of the 


ſame nature with paralyſis, I have, in ſe- 


veral caſes, adviſed electricity, and in one 
or two of theſe it appeared to prove ſer- 
viceable, but never ſo decidedly as to en- 
able me to ſpeak of it with confidence.

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SECTION IV. 


Of Obftruftions in the Urethra * Conor- 


rhea Virulenia. / 


Jum ſpeaking of Gleet we had oc- 
caſion to obſerve that it is often 
the conſequence of Obſtructions in the 
Urethra. But Gleet, although the cauſe 
of ſome inconvenience and diſtreſs, is by 
no means the ſymptom of moſt import- 
ance with which Obſtructions are accom- 
panied. Strictures may take place in a 
certain extent, without giving much 
uneaſineſs, but whenever they arrive at 
ſuch a height as to impede the flow of 
urine, they prove always the cauſe of diſ- 
treſs and miſery to the patient, and of 
much embarraſſment to the practitioner. 
Obſtructions proceeding from Gonor- 
rheea Virulenta may be reduced to four 
general 
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general heads; tumours in the ſubſtance of 
the urethra and contiguous parts; ſpaſmo- 
dic affections of the urethra; caruncles, or 
fleſhy excreſences, in the urethra; and 


ſtrictures, properly ſo called. 


| 3 


Of Tumours in the Subſtance of the Urethra 


and contiguous Parts. 


WE have already had occaſion to 
ſpeak of Tumours, or ſwellings of the 


proſtate gland, of ſwellings of Cowper' 8 
glands, and of the other ſmaller glands 


of the urethra. All of theſe produce 
obſtruction to the flow of urine when- 
ever they become of ſuch a ſize as to 
diminiſh, in any degree, _ magnitude 
of that canal. | 

Referring to what has DF been ſaid 
upon this part of our ſubjeR, I have at 


' preſent to obſerve, that in the commence- 
ment of all Tumours in theſe parts, we 


ought, by every echte in our power, to 


endea- 
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endeavour to remove them by diſcuſſion, 
for which purpoſe local and general blood - 
letting are the remedies chiefly to be de- 
pended on; and as theſe, when carried a 
ſufficient length, and when aſſiſted by a 
cooling regimen, and the external uſe of 
cold ſaturnine applications, ſeldom fail in 
removing them, they ſhould always be 
perſiſted in as long as there is the leaſt 
chance of their proving ſerviceable. For 
although tumours in chis ſituation are of- 
ten eaſily removed after fuppuration has 
taken place, by the matter being freely 
diſcharged, and the ſore treated in the 
uſual way, yet, before arriving at this ſize, 
a good deal of diſtreſs always occurs from 
them, and, in fome inſtances, the ſores 
heal with difficulty, while in others: the 
matter burſts into the urethra, where it 
continues often during the life of the pa- 
tient to excite a great deal of diftreſs. 

In others again it burſts into the fcro- 
tum, and from thence into the ſurround- 
ing cellular ſubſtance, and openings form- 
ing in conſequence of this, commonly be- 

a | tween 
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tween the ſcrotum and anus, a very trouble- 
ſome diſeaſe is thus produced, termed fiſtu- 


la in perineo®. 


It is therefore obvious that it is much 


for the advantage of the patient that all 


tumours of this kind ſhould be removed 
by diſcuſſion ; but when our endeavours 
for this purpoſe do not ſucceed, and when 
ſuppuration takes place, we have it often 
in our power to prevent many of the bad 
conſequences which otherwiſe are apt to 


_ enſue. By opening ſuch tumours immes- - 


diately on matter being perceived in them 
we prevent the riſk of their burſting into 
the ſcrotum and urethra, fo that in this 


| ſituation we ought never to wait till they 


are ſo fully maturated as otherwiſe might 
be proper: and when once they have come 
ſo far as to render it proper to diſcharge 
the matter, it ought to be done, as we have 
formerly obſerved, by making an opening 
the whole length of the tumour. This 
prevents the matter from lod ging, and 
from infinuating into the contiguous

chapter xv. 
parts, 
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parts, while the ſores which euſue heal 
more kindly than they uſually do when 
{maller openings have been made. 
Among other conſequences which ſome- 
times occur from matter burſting from 
abſceſſes in this fituation into the conti- 
guous parts, it is proper to mention that 
the moſt diſtreſsful effects occur from 
its; finding acceſs to the corpus caver- 
noſum of the penis. It uſually ſpreads 
ſuddenly over the whole ſubſtance of the 
penis; ſmall openings take place in dif- 
ferent parts of the ſwelling, at which the 
matter is diſcharged; and theſe are al- 
ways very difficult to heal: or, if the mat - 
ter does not find a vent in this manner, it 
either burſts into the urethra, or the ſur- 
rounding parts are apt to mortify. | 
When mortification occurs in this ſitu- 
ation it either ſoon proves fatal, or termi- 
nates in the entire loſs of the penis; for a 
ſtop is ſeldom put to the diſeaſe till all the 
parts ſurrounding the urethra are deſtroy- 
ed, when amputation of the remainder 
becomes unavoidable. Indeed the hæmor- 
rhagy

rhagy which is apt to occur from deep- 
ſeated mortification of the penis is com- 
monly of itſelf a ſufficient motive for am- 
putation being adviſed, for we can ſeldom 


put an effectual ſtop to the diſcharge till 


the mortified parts are all removed: 

For preventing miortification in this 
ſituation from ſpreading, opium has been 
recommended: I have certainly obſerved 
it prove ufeful in gangrene, both in theſe 
parrs and in others ; but more dependence 
is for the moſt part to be placed upon a 
plentiful uſe of bark: Whether or not 


opiates act in the cure of gangrene as an- 


teſeptics, is not, or, perhaps, cannot be af 
certained. I rather believe that they do 
not ; and Iam inclined to think that they 
prove ſerviceable only by allaying irrita- 
tion. In this manner they may be em- 
ployed with advantage wherever gangrene 
appears to be the conſequence of a high 
degree of inflammation. By leſſening or 
removing pain they may diminiſh the 
cauſe of exertion in the veſſels of the part 
affected, and may thus tend to prevent 

morti- 


Hb Gekbiain fem extending ſo far as it 
otherwiſe might do; but I have never 
known them prove ute where the dif: 
eaſe ſeemed to depend upon loſs of tone; 
either of the 2 eee or of che eonſti- 
tution - 
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IRRITATION of the Urethra, aa 
vhatever cauſe it proceeds; has an evident 
effect in leſſening the diameter of the paſ- 
ſage. Hence, in caſes of ſtone in the 
bladder, the irritation, and conſequent 
contraction of the urethra, is ſometimes ſo 
great that a ſtaff, even of a moderate ſize; 
cannot be introduced. Stones in the kid- 
ney have frequently the ſame effect. Nay, 
I have known this contraction of the ure- 
thra induced by ſand paſſing along the 
ureters. In like manner the irritation 
produced in the urethra by Gonorrhcea; 
is in ſome caſes ſo great as to excite con- 
Vox. I. We: traction 
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traction of the paſſage in a very diſtreſsful 
degree. I have known the urine ſo com- 


pletely obſtructed by this alone, as to give 
cauſe to ſuſpect that ſtrictures were form- 
ed of the moſt alarming nature; in which 


neither ſtaff, catheter, nor bougie, could be 


introduced, but with more force than can 
ever with ſafety be applied. | 

We judge that obſtruction W e 
from this cauſe, when at one time it oc- 
curs in a ſevere degree, and ſoon there- 
after, perhaps in the ſpace of a few hours, 
it appears to be entirely or nearly gone. 

Of this I have met with various inſtances ; 
in which, from the anxiety of the patient, 
and from ſuſpicion. of a more inveterate 
kind of ſtricture, repeated attempts have 
been made in vain to paſs a bougie, and 
in which the ſtoppage has gone off entire- 
ly upon the exhibition of a doſe of lauda- 

num, or rubbing the perineum with ano- 
dyne balſam. | 
As the urethra irſelf does not appear to 
be muſcular, as a ſmall portion of jit only 
can be eee by the muſcles of the 
penis,

penis, and as the obſtruction of which we 
are now ſpeaking occurs in parts of the 
paſſage where theſe muſcles do not exiſt; 
it has been imagined that this temporary 
acceſſion of ſtricture muſt be owing to 
ſome other cauſe: It may perhaps happen 
that the violent irritation excited by chor- 
dee may in ſome inſtances produce ſuch 
effuſion into the cellular parts of the penis 
as may compreſs the urethra ; and that 
this may ſoon be removed by abſorption;

But although this 
may be the caſe in a few inſtances; I am

In the latter, 
bougies, as we ſhall afterwards ſee, are al- 
moſt the only remedies upon which we 
can depend, while, in caſes of ſpaſm,

We find too, in obſtruction is 
from cauſes of a more fixed nature, that 
ſome pain is always diſcovered at one or 
more fixed points. In ſome caſes a degree 
ef hardneſs is perceived on the urethra 
; 3 being 
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being preſſed at theſe points; while in 


others, although nothing can be diſcover- 
ed on external preſſure, the patient feels a 
degree of heat and'pain, as if the party af 
fected were excoriated; or even ulcerated. N 
Beſides, in real ſtricture, a diſcharge of 


matter very univerſally takes place from 
the urethra; forming, as we have already 


had occaſion to ſee, a very frequent cauſe 
of Gleet. But in obſtruction proceeding 
from ſpaſm, any pain which occurs in 
the urethra does not proceed from one 
point. It appears to be more diffuſed; 
and is ſeldom in any diſtreſsful degree, if 


it be not by the ſtoppage which it gives to 


the flow of urine. No particular ſpot is 
diſtovered to be hard or fore upon preſſure, 
and a diſcharge Wee does not en 
fert ure place in it.

Forty drops of laudanum, given by the 


mouth, will often remove a ſpaſm of the 


urethra that has reſiſted. every variety of 


this remedy applied to the ſkin; and when 
thrown up the rectum, in the form of in- 


jection, it proves ſtill more effectual in re- 


moving pain, irritation, and ſpaſm about 
the anus, and in the organs of urine and 
generation, than when. e inte the 


ſtomach. 


Whether chis may mona, em hs re- 
medy getting more nearly into contact 
with the nerves of the diſeaſed parts, or 
whatever may be the cauſe of it, is perhaps 
difficult: to determine; but, from much 
experience of their effects, I am convinced, 
that in all ſuch affections, opiates prove 
ere when * in chis manner,

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0 plethoric conſtitutions blood - le 
is often the moſt effectual remedy, not 
only in carrying off the ſpaſm which pre- 
ſently ſubſiſts, but in preventing returns 
of it in future. Beſides the diſcharge of 
blood from the arm in quantities propor- 
tioned to the ſtrengtk of the patient, 
leeches ſhould be applied along the courſe 
of the affected parts, and they ſeldom fail 
where the conſtitution can, ſupport the 
evacuation, of giving very effectual relief. 
From an idea of ſpaſmodic affections 
pes in moſt inſtances from what is 
termed a weakneſs of nerves, and from a 
dread which very univerſally prevails, of 
all ſuch affections being rendered worſe 
by blood- letting, this is a remedy we find 
very rarely employed. But it is proper 
here, as well as; in, ſimilar affections of 


other parts, to obſerve, that morbid 1 irri- 


tability may be excited by cauſes of a very 
oppoſite nature. It ſometimes takes place

Obſtructions of this kind have, in differ- 
ent inſtances, been relieved by the” appli- 
cation of volatile liniment, a ſtrong im- 
pregnation of oil with volatile alkali, to 
the parts affected.

But bougies prove highly ſerviceable, 
even in Spaſmodic Obſtructions of the 
Urethra, when the violence of the. diſeaſe 
is ſo far removed that they can be intro- 
duced with eaſe, and without, exciting i ir- 
ritation: ſo that, whenever we find. this 
can be .accompliſhed, whether the f. ſpaſin 
has been leſſened by the uſe of e emollients, 
anodynes, blood: letting, or any other re- 
medy, it ought always to be adviſed.

by removing any degree of the obſtruc-

- OBSTRUCTION to thi 8 of u urine 
Nas long been conſidered as one of: the 
moſt diſtreſsful, as it is one of the moſt 
frequent conſequences of Clap; and Ca- 
runcles, Fleſhy Excreſcences, or Carno- 
fities, as they are ſometimes termed, are 
mentioned by all the older writers upon 
this PIE as the mold ee cauſe 
l 
This idea N nat Som ink 
perceiving that warty ſubſtances were 
ſometimes formed within the urethra, 
near to its extremity, ſimilar in appear- 
ance to thoſe which often occur upon the 
pirepuce and glans; and not proſecuting 
the ſubject by opening the parts after 
death, they were led to ſuppoſe that the 
more deep- ſeated obſtructions were all of 


a ſimilar nature. 
So 
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So univerſally did this opinion prevail, 
: 4 it was ſo ſtrongly . allerted in. books, 
that although it was; long ago, by ſome 
individuals, particularly by Saviard and 
Dionis, {ſuppoſed to be ill- founded, yet 
even in our times it has been very gene- 
rally admitted. This is ſo far the caſe, 
that in common converſation upon this 
ſubject, Caruncles are uſually conſidered 
as the moſt frequent canſe of} all Tacks ob- 
ſtruct ions. ads 

It is now, en "AT, e eee | 
that this cauſe of obſtruction is an uncom- 
mon occurrence in the more remote parts 
of the urethra. Of late years this has be- 
come a very frequent object of anatomi- 
cal inveſtigation; and I have reaſon to 
ſuppoſe, from all that I have yet heard, as 
well as from the reſult of my own/enqui- 
ries, that it ſeldom ' exiſts farther up the 
_ urethra than half an inch or ſo, from the 
point of the glans, Warty excreſcences 
are not unfrequently found towards the 
orifice of the urethra; but I have ſeldom

The obſtruction to the flow of urine 


from this cauſe is ſeldom confiderable ; 
but it always occaſions much anxiety to 


the patient, from a fear which he is apt 
| to entertain of its becoming worſe. | 


When ſeated juſt in the opening of the 
urethra, as ſometimes happens, I have, i in 
different inſtances, been able to remove 
them with ſciſſars, and with ſmall liga- 
cures paſſed round them; but they are 
ſeldom ſo fituated as to admit of our tak- 
ing them off in this manner. Neither are 
we at liberty to deſtroy them by the ap- 
plication of eſcharotics, the irritability of 


the urethra rendering this a "ay hazard- 


ous attempt. 

In all ſuch caſes we place our chief de- 
pendence upon bougies; and, when duly 
perſiſted in, uy OW fail i in W 8 a 
cure. 

Some difference of opinion has Aten as 
to the manner in which bougies act in re- 
moving theſe excreſcences. In ſtrictures

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of a different kind there is no cauſe for 
doubt upon this point, as they evidently 
act entirely as wedges, and prove uſeful in 


proportion to the extent of mechanical preſ- 
ſure which they afford; bur 1 in the cure of 


Caruncles they have been ſuppoſed to act 
chiefly by inducing ſuppuration upon the 


diſeaſed parts, and dfolving then. in * 


manner. 


It is obvious, however, chat in che e cure 


of theſe excreſcences, there is ſomething 
farther neceſſary than the formation of mat- 
ter. Indeed inſtances occur daily of their 


being conſtantly immerſed in matter, ſome- 
times proceeding from their own ſurfaces, 


and at other times from the contiguous parts, 
without their being diminiſhed. I rather 
conceive. that bougies, even in this variety 
of obſtruction, operate partly by mecha- 
nical preſſure, and partly by exciting in- 
flammation in the excreſcences. We ſhall 
hereafter have occaſion to ſes, that ſome

IN the more fixed kinds of Obſtrudtion, 
proceeding from Gonorrhœa, the diame- 
ter of the Urethra is leſſened in two dif- 


ferent ways. For the moſt part it is di- 


miniſhed by a thickening taking place at 
ſome particular point in the membrane of 


the paſſage itſelf, or rather in the corpus 
ſpongioſum urethræ, in a ſimilar manner

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brane of the noſe in caſes of catarrh. 8 
other times the urethra is drawn together, 
or contracted, as if a cord was tied round 
it, without any other diſeaſe being percept- 
ible. 
In ſome caſes, again, theſe two affections | 
are conjoined ; and we find, in the ſame 
perſon, the diameter of the paſſage leſſened 
in one part by a mere contraction, and in 
another, by a ſwelling and thickening in 
the ſubſtance of the urerhra itſelf, © 
Every part of the paſſage is liable to 
ſtrictures; but they are more frequent 
behind and immediately above the ſcro- 
rum, than in any other part. In ſome 
caſes a ſingle ſtricture only takes place; 
but when the diſeaſe has ſubſided for a 
length of time, we very commonly find 
the paſſage contracted in different parts. 
Where the urethra is merely drawn to- 
gether, the diſeaſe ſeldom extends, at any 
done part, above the eighth part of an inch, 
but where the ſtoppage proceeds from a 
ſwelling of the ſubſtance of the urethra it- 


"2. | ſelf, 
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ſelf, it ſometimes extends to the length of 
an inch. 

From whatever cauſe the firiure may 
proceed, we commonly find that the ure- - 
thra is affected equally all round; but it 
is very properly remarked by Mr. Hunter, 
that, in ſome caſes, the diſeaſe ſeems to be 
fixed entirely on one fide of the patlage, in 
which caſe the canal is thrown over to the 
oppoſite ſide. 

This ſeems to Lon nl where the. 
obftruction is produced by ſwelling of the 
urethra, and not whete it proceeds ſolely. 
from contraction- 

Where this une qual diminution of the 
canal takes place, even in one part only, it 
is obvious that it muſt add greatly to the 
difficulty of introducing bougies; and 
where more than one affection of this kind 
occurs, if they be not exactly oppoſite to 
one another, a kind of twiſting of the paſ- 
ſage takes place, which renders the paſſing 
a bougie impracticable. It muſt, how- 
ever, be admitted, that ;nſtances of this 

are rare. 


It 
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It is ſomewhat remarkable that the 
formation of ſtrictures is often ſo gradual, 
that a patient is nor ſenſible of their taking 
place till the diſeaſe has been of long con- 
tinuance. Being ſeldom attended with 
pain till the flow of urine is much im- 
peded, any partial degree of it paſſes with- 
out notice, by which they are apt to be 
rendered much more fixed and permanent 
than otherwiſe they would be. The pa- 
tient, indeed, has ſeldom any ſuſpicion of 
ſtrictures, till the ſurgeon, for his own ſa- 
tis faction, where Gleet continues more ob- 
ſtinate than uſual, propoſes to introduce a 
bougie. Gonorrhcea having given riſe to 
the Gleet, any difficulty that occurs to the 
paſſage of the urine is conſidered to ariſe 
from the ſame cauſe ; and thus a great 
length of time often elapſes before any 
ſuch examination is made as can with 
certainty lead to a diſcovery. 
Ĩ his proves often, in its conſequences, 
highly diſtreſsful, and ought therefore to 
be as much as poſſible guarded againſt; 
for ſtrictures, by long continuance, be- 
O 3 come 
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come much more firm, as well as more ex- 
tenſive, than they were at firſt, by which 
they become much more difficult to cure. 
Caſes which at firſt would have yielded al- 


moſt to the firſt attempt with bougies, are, 
by delay, often rendered ſo obſtinate that 


nothing will remove them but the moſt 
exact application of bougies being conti- 
nued for a great length of time. 

In all caſes, therefore, in which there 18 
the leaſt cauſe to ſuſpect that ſtrictures 
may exiſt, an examination ſhould be made 
with bougies. But as patients themſelves 
are apt to be deceived upon this point, 


practitioners ought, in every inſtance, to 
| lead their attention towards it. In differ- 


ent parts of this work we ſhall have occa- 
ſion to ſee that Gleet is frequently kept 


up by ſtrictures; ſo that whenever a run- 


ning becomes in any unuſual degree ob- 
ſtinate, if there be not ſome other evident 
cauſe for it, a trial with a bougie ſhould 
be propoſed. This, however, 1 1s ſeldom at- 
tended to; by which much unneceſſary 
trouble, as well as loſs of character, falls 
* "upon 


upon the practitioner, while the patient is 
made to ſuffer a great deal of miſery which 
might have been prevented. | 

We have already had occaſion to re — 


that the ſtrictures of which we are now * 


ſpeaking are conſequences of Gonorrhœa: 
but in what manner they are produced by 
Gonorrhcea is perhaps difficult to explain. 
They have been attributed chiefly to ul- 
cers induced by the -diſentss and to inflam- 
mation. 
At one period In was, ar Wi to ene 
chiefly , from the information I had from 
books, that ſtrictures. were in moſt in- 
ſtances produced by ulcers. But from 
more frequent opportunities of obſerving 
the ſeat of Gonorrhcea after death, I am 
now convinced that «ulcers very ſeldom 
take place here, by no means ſo frequent- 
ly as ſtrictures, the diſeaſe: they are ſup- 
poſed to produce. It ſometimes: indeed 
happens, that the membrane of the urethra 
covering ſtrictures, is found in a ſtate of 
tenderneſs, or of excoriation, but not com- 
pleatly ulcerated. This appears too to be 
8 4 the 
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the effect of the diſeaſe rather than the 
cauſe of it. It ſeems to proceed, in ſonie 
degree, from the tumefaction of the mem: 
brane of the urethra, which often occurs 
in ſtrictures, and in ſome meaſure from 
the acrimony of the matter which cheſt 
very ſtrictures produce. 1 

When ulcers are met with in u Gonor. 
rhœa, they are in moſt inſtances, 1 believe, 
produced by the rupture of one or mort 
blood veſſels. If it be not at the very 
point of the urethra, they never proceed 
from the matter of Lues Venerea. Now: 
we can ſcarcely imagine that any ulcer 
' which the rupture of a blood · veſſel in the 
urethra could probably produce, would 
be of ſuch depth or magnitude as to be at- 
tended with any important conſequence 
of this kind. Neither are hæmorrhages 
from the urethra frequent; nor have 1 
found that ſtrictures have been particu- 
larly apt to happen, even where hzmor- 
rhages have taken Poe” in an EY 
Tow. 
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I conſider it, therefore, as detided, chat 
ſtrictures in the urethra feidom or never 
proceed from ulcers. Inflammation, when 
violent, may certainly tend to produte 
them ; and I chink ſeveral inſtarces have 
fallen within my own obfer vation where 
this actually happened. I do not ſuppoſe, 
| however, chat this is fuch a frequent cauſe 
of ſtrictures as is commonly imagined, not 
do I agree with thoſe who think that ity | 
jections often produce them. 
As it was obſerved that ſtrictures were, 

in ſome inſtances, induced by inffammæ- 
tion, and injections being ſuppoſed, by 
thoſe who are prejudiced againſt thein, 
very apt to inflame the urethra, it was 
long ago aſſerted, and has fince by many 
been believed, that they tend more fre- 
quently than any other cauſe, to produce 
ſtrictures. This, indeed, is held forth as 


. the moſt important objection to the uſe of 
injeQions, and were it in any degree well. 
founded, I admit that it would be a ſtrong 
reaſon for laying this remedy entirely 
Vide: for however deſireable it may be to 

have 
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have the running in Gonorrhcea quickly 


carried off, and however efficacious injec- 


tions. may be, no practitioner would ad- 


viſe them were it to. be with the riſk of in- 


ducing ſuch a formidable diſeaſe as ſtric- 


tures often are. 


- Where ſtrong Ag = Fa are 


unguardedly uſed, ſuch a degree of inflam- 
mation may thus be induced as may be 
1 productive of the moſt obſtinate ſtrictures. 
But this is not the fault of the remedy, as 
I have elſewhere obſerved, being entirely 
che effect of an improper application of ig, 
We might with equal propriety condemn 


the uſe of ſome of our moſt effetual and 


ſafeſt medicines, merely from an over-doſe 
having done harm. 


Inſtead of 5 being a frequent 


cauſe of ſtrictures, I have much reaſon to 
think that they are more effectual than 
any other remedy in preventing them. 
Although I have admitted that ſtrictures 
are ſometimes produced by ſevere degrees 
of inflammation, I do not conſider this as 
2 frequent occurrence. Strictures I con- 


ceive 


³—· ag Ie us 
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ceive to be moſt frequently the conſe, 
quence of a ſtate directly the reverſe of in- 
flammation. In a great proportion of 
caſes they will be found to take place, 
where, either from no injection being uſed, 
or from ſome other cauſe, the diſcharge 
has gone on to a very unuſual length, 
where all ſymptoms of inflammation were 
gone long before, and where nothing but 


a Gleet remained. At leaſt this has been 


very generally the reſult of my obſerva- 


tion, and, I believe, it will be admitted by 


all who have paid attention to the point 
in queſtion. I. therefore conclude from 
this, as well as from the appearances which 
theſe parts exhibit on diſſection, that this 


variety of obſtruction proceeds moſt fre- 


quently from a ſtate of morbid relaxation 
or debility, induced in theſe parts of the 


membrane of the urethra upon which the 


inflammation at firſt fixes with moſt vio-

lence, and from which the ſubſequent dif. 


charge 1s 1n a great meaſure produced. 
Where ſtricture ſucceeds immediately 
7 OUS PATION, 3 it appears to be that va- 
riety 
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riety of it in which the urethra is com- 
preſſed, or tied, as it were, with a cord; 


but where it does not appear till the in- 


flammation ſubſides, and the diſcharge 


has been of long duration, the ſubſtance 


of the urethra is found, at thoſe parts 
where the ſtrictures exiſt, ſpongy, foft, 
and prominent, bearing every mark of 
having compleatly loſt its tone. 

The exiſtence of this variety of tric. 
ture being aſcertained, and it will not be 
confounded with any other diſeaſe where 
the obſervations contained in the preceding 
parts of this ſection are kept in view, our 


next object is to fix upon the method of 


cure. 
While the opinion prevailed of ſtric- 
tures being moſt frequently produced by 
ulcers in the urethra, as this led to the 
ſuſpicion of their being connected with 


Lues Venerea, mercury was adviſed in al- 
| moſt every inſtance. Mercurial ointment 


Was regularly rubbed upon the ſeat of the 
diſeaſe, in order to diſſolve the cauſe of ;

26g 
under a ſalivation, with a view to the 
ſafety of his conſtitution. 

As this was the prevailing practice of 
our beſt ſurgeons, both here and in other 
parts of Europe, when I entered upon bu- 
ſineſs, I was neceſſarily led to adopt it; but 
later experience having ſhewn that mercu- 
ry is never neceſſary in the cure of ſtric- 
tures, I have now for many years paſt laid 
it altogether afide. Nay, I readily own 
that I never knew any advantage derived 
from it, while in many inſtances, when. 
long perſiſted in, it evidently did harm. 

It will not be imagined, that during this, 
late period of time, mercury was ever. 
alone depended upon for the removal of 
ſtrictures in the urethra, Bougies were 


then very generally employed; but mer- 
cury, for the reaſon I have mentioned, was 


always adviſed along with them. 
Bougies had long been known to prac- 
titioners, but they were ſo coarſely form- 


ed, and their application ſo little under- 


ſtood, that ſcarcely any advantage was de- 
rived from them, till Mr. Daran, about 
| fifty 
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fifty years ago; brought them into more 
general notice. By forming them with 
care, and introducing them with addreſs, 
Mr. Daran had the credit of giving us the 
only remedy upon which we can place any 
dependence for the cure of ſtrictures. At 
leaſt we are certainly in a great meaſure 
indebted to him for bringing them j into 
general uſe. 

It is true that Mr. Daran attributed vir- 
tues to his bougies which they did not 
poſſeſs. Being much intereſted in the ſale 


of them, he wiſhed to throw a myſtery 


over their compoſition. They ated _ 
he ſaid, by their ſuppurative quality: in 

conſequence of which, and by the great 
diſcharge of matter which they produced, 
tumours, and other cauſes of obſtruction in 


the urethra, were, he alledged, diſſolved by 


them, which could never otherwiſe have 


been removed. The confidence with which 
this was aſſerted, by a man of Mr. Daran's 
experience, and the conſiderable diſcharge 


of purulent-like matter which ufually ac- 
companies the uſe of bougies, gave weight 
5 to 


to an opinion which at aſt came to "bg 


voy generally adopted. © _. 


We now know, however, that it is not 


by exciting a diſcharge of matter that - - 
bougies act in the cure of ſtrictures. Even 
the mildeſt bougie we can employ, when 


kept in the urethra for an hour or two, is. 
covered with a kind of matter on being 
withdrawn; but this happens as readily 
where the en is ſound as when it is 


obſtructed in various places, and it pro- 

ceeds entirely from the natural mucus of 
the paſſage being increaſed in quantity, 
and ſomewhat altered in appearance, by 


che irritation excited by the bougie. 


Even admitting the obſtructed parts to 
be more particularly acted upon, and a 


greater diſcharge of matter excited from 
them than from the other parts of the ure- 
thra, and which Mr. Daran aſſerted to be 


the caſe under his management of the bou- 
gie, ſtill this would not account for the re- 


moval of excreſcences; for we know, from 
daily obſervation, in other parts of the 
body, that the whole ſurface of excreſcen- 
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| ces of a ſimilar nature to thoſe which Mr. 
N Daran ſuppoſes to take place here, may bs 
1 kept in a ſtate of complete ulceration, and 
; 4 great quantity of matter diſcharged from 
55 them for a great length of time, without 
. any diminution of their fize. 15 
7% Bougies, in the cure of theſe 8 5

This would not ſo readily happen 
with bougies of elaſtic gum; but even 


| theſe, where there is ſo much hazard, 
ought not to be truſted, particularly as 


there is no real neceſſity for it in the ma- 


nagement of ſtrictures; for it is found 


upon diſſection, that they are always ſeated 
anterior to the neck of the bladder. They 


are often in the membranous part of the 


uethra ; but they have, perhaps, never 
| been 
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been met with in the proſtate gland, I 


mean in the urethra as it paſſes mos 
this gland. : 

It muſt be admitted that the urine is 
often obſtructed by affections of this 
gland; by inflammation, as well as by a 
more indolent kind of ſwelling, to which, 
as we have elſewhere had occaſion to ſee, 
it is ſometimes liable, But this yariety of 
_ obſtruction, inſtead of being removed by 
bougies, is always injured by them. We 
are ſometimes under the neceſlity of paſ- 
ſing a catheter, even during an inflamed 
ſtate of the proſtate gland; but this ſhould 
only be done for drawing off the urine 
when it has been completely ſuppreſſed. 
When tlie gland has begn for ſome time 
{ſwelled in ſuch a manner as to create a 
ſtoppage to the flow of urine, it is obvious 
from its firmneſs; that bougies cannot re- 
move it, while, by the irritation which 
they excite, they never fail to do harm, _ 


16. Beſides the length of time which 
bone ſhould be kept inſerted daily, i it is 
Vor. I, PERL * an 
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an object of importance to determine at 
| what period they may with ſafety be laid 
aſide. This, I muſt acknowledge, is difh- 
cult to do, as it depends upon a variety of 
circumſtances with which it is impoſſible 
at all times to be acquainted. Even where 
the ſtricture is ſo completely removed that 
bougies pafs with eaſe, and the urine is 
voided in a full ſtream, the diſeaſe is apt 
to recur if the bougies be too ſoon left off. 
They ſhould, in every inſtance, be worn 
for a conſiderable time after all appear- 
ances of ſtricture are gone, and the more 
obſtinate the diſeaſe has been the Gere pad 
they ſhould be continued, 

Even after a patient conſiders himſelf as 
ſo entirely well that he may conceive no 
hazard to enſue from the farther uſe of 
bougies being entirely dropped, ſtill he 
ought to have them at all times in his poſ- 
ſeſſion, ſo as to be able, on the leaſt return 
of obſtruction, to employ them inſtantly. 
"This is a precaution not often adverted to, 
but which ought never to be diſregarded 
by any who has ſuffered in this manner; 
and 
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and] think it the more neceſlary to inſiſt 
upon it, from ſeveral inſtances having fal- 
len within my own knowledge of the moſt 
diſtreſsful conſequences enſuing from a 
neglect of it. It is more particularly pro- 
per for all people in this ſituation, going 
upon a journey, to be well provided with 
bougies; for when from home they can- 
not atways readily meet with them, while; 

at the ſame time, they are more expoſed 
to the various cauſes molt apt to excite a 
return of the diſeaſe. Theſe particularly 
are, expoſure to cold and dampneſs; much 
fatigue, whether on foot, horſeback, or in 
a carriage; and exceſs in wine and ſpiri- 
tuous liquors. 

All of theſe cauſes act with Sack certain- 
ty in inducing a return of affections of 
this kind, that I have ſeldom known them 
fail where people have been much expoſed | 
to them; and, in moſt inſtances, their ef- 
fect is perceived ſoon after their applica- 
tion. I have known a perſon, who, after 
being completely cured of ſtrictures for 


ſeveral years, has been ſeized with a very 
1 hazard-

thereby prevented. Hence it is a matter

hazardous and painful return of che diſ- 
order, in the courſe of an hour or two af- 
ter being much expoſed to a cold eaſt 
wind. It is particularly apt to occur from 
violent exertion on horſeback, and from 
being much overheated with wine; more 
eſpecially from exceſs in port wine. 

A return of ſtricture is alſo apt to ariſe 
from the urine being at any time too long 
retained after a deſire takes place to paſs 
it. This ought always to be guarded 


againſt ; but I alſo think it right to men- 


tion, that patients ſometimes err in getting 
into the habit of voiding urine too fre- 


_ quently. By yielding immediately to 


every impulſe, ſuch a habit takes place, 
that they are apt, from this cauſe alone, 
to continue during life to paſs it every 
hour-or two. This proves not only very 
inconvenient, but it is alfo apt to induce 
a contracted . ſtate of the cavity of the 
bladder, together with a thickening of its 
coats, its full diſtenſion which naturally 
ought to occur from time to time, being 


0 
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of no ſmall importance for patients in this 
fituation to obſerve as juſt a medium as 
can be done between the two extremes 
which we have mentioned. 

On the leaſt return of ſtricture — 
perceived, whatever the caufe may be, a 
bougie ſhould be immediately introduced. 
The patient, if he is plethoric, ſhould be 
blooded in proportion to his ſtrength; his 
bowels ſhould be opened with a gentle 
laxative, or with a clyſter; and he ſhould 
be kept in bed till the violence of the diſ- 
eaſe be removed. In this manner I have 
| known the moſt formidable attack ſoon 
carried off, while, from treating them with 
inattention, even the moſt trifling ſymp- 
toms have been rendered ſevere, and in 
the higheſt degree obſtinate. | 

The ſudden and unexpected manner in 
which patients are often attacked with a 
return of theſe affections, has given cauſe 
to ſuſpect that they muſt, in ſuch inſtances, 
proceed from ſpaſm. But the obſtina cy 
with which they often continue, as well as 
eyery other circumſtance attending them, 
U 3 ren- 
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n it obvious, that in a great propor- 
tion of caſes they proceed from cauſes of 
a more permanent nature than ſpaſm is wh. 


moſt ever found to be. 


17. We have hitherto been ſuppoſing 
that the ſtrictures are of ſuch a nature as 
to permit a bougie to be paſſed with no 
great difficulty; in which caſe, no doubt 
can be entertaified of our being able, by 
perſeverance, either to accompliſh |; a cure, 
or to afford at leaſt very effectual relief, 
and to prevent any alarming obſtruction 
from taking place 'to the paſſage of the 
urine ; for however bad a ſtricture may 
be, if bougies of a ſmall ſize can be paſſed 
at firſt, we may always be able, as I have 
already obſerved, in a gradual manner, to 
introdvce thoſe of a larger ſize. But fre- 
quently, either from the paſſage being con- 
tracted to a very ſmall ſize, or from the 
ſtricture being altogether on one ſide of 
the urethra, by which the paſſage is 
thrown over to the oppoſite one, after a 
variety of —_—_— we find no progreſs 

made, 
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made, or if any thing is gained, it is ſo 
inconſiderable as to afford no kind of re- 
lief. This proves always very diſpiriting 
to the patient, and is apt to diſpoſe practi- 
tioners not much verſant in this branch 
of buſineſs to deſiſt from all further trials: 
conſidering the diſeaſe to be incurable, 
they preſcribe a courſe of palliatives, 
Which, for the moſt part, avail little, while 
the only remedy from which advantage 
could be expected is deſerted. 

This ought never to be done, at leaſt 3 1 
ought never to come on the part of the 
practitioner, nor can any thing warrant 


the meaſure but the patient himſelf being 


determined againſt the farther application 
of bougies. This, from impatience and 
diſappointment, is apt to happen; but it 
ought at all times to be as much as poſ- 
fible reſiſted. Even in the moſt obſtinate 
obſtruction that occurs, if the paſſage be 
not altogether obliterated, a ſurgeon of ex- 
perience will ſcarcely fail, if he be not pre- 
vented by the impatience or timidity of 
U 4 his 
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his patient from perſevering for a due 
wen of time. 


18. when there is cauſe to \fulpe that 
the paſſage is thrown over to one fide of 
the urethra, by the ſtricture being fixed 
in the other, a point in which we may 
ſometimes be determined by external ex- 
amination with the fingers, and moſt fre- 
quently by the feelings of the patient, the

20. I have already obſerved that no 
more force ſhould be uſed in the introduc- | 
tion of a bougie than is merely neceſlary 
for making it paſs ; but it is proper to re- 
mark, that in the hands of a ſurgeon of 
experience, much more force may with 
| ſafety be applied than others can with any 
propriety venture to employ. By puſhing 
a bougie flowly and gradually forward, 
we often force it through ſtrictures with- 
out any diſcharge of blood taking place, 
while much pain and laceration is ſome» 
times produced, even by leſs violence, 
when 
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when applied in a hurried or quick man- 
Ps; Fro 


21. When we find upon trial that a 
ſmall bougie, nearly the ſize of the open- 
ing, is made to paſs, no force will be af- 
terwards required, if the bougies be gra- 
dually increaſed in ſize. But when we 
find, upon repeated trials, that the remain- 
ing paſſage cannot be diſcovered, and 
when we therefore mean to employ more 
force, a bougie of greater ſtrength ſhould 
be uſed in place of the ſmaller one. The 
ſmall ſized bougies, particularly thoſe of 
the common kind, are ſo eaſily bent that 
they ſhould never be employed where 
much force is required. I have known 
even ſurgeons of experience puſh forward 
bongies of this kind, and concluding that 
they had paſſed the ſtricture, have carried 
them on till they imagined they had 
nearly reached the bladder, when, on being 
withdrawn, they were twiſted up in the 
form of a cork-ſcrew, having never gone 
farther than the ſtricture, |

With a firm, well-poliſhed bougie of 
_ elaſtic gum, well rounded at the end, and 
not ſmaller than a crow's quill, ſuch a 
force may be applied as will often ſucceed 
when no advantage can be derived from 
thoſe of a ſmaller ſize; and we ſhould not 
be deterred from proceeding although the 
firſt trials prove unſucceſsful, for we often 
paſs the ſtricture by perſeverance when 
no advantage was gained at firſt. 

I have reaſon indeed to imagine, from 
what has happened in the courſe of my 
own practice, that few caſes will occur 
which may not ultimately be cured by 
bougies. But when they do, in what 
manner are we to proceed? When every 
trial that we dare venture upon with bou- 
gies fails, what are we to do? This, it is 
evident, muſt depend entirely upon the 
ſtate of the parts affected, and upon the 
degree of obſtruction which takes place. 
If there is ſtill ſuch an opening left as 
admits of the urine paſſing off with toler- 
able eaſe, I would adviſe nothing farther - 
to be done. A patient, in ſuch a fituation,

had better ſubmit to the inconvenience of 
paſſing it flowly, and even frequently, than 
to the operation of removing the ſtricture, 
which conſiſts in laying the obſtructed 
part of the urethra open, and in the fre- 
quent introduction of a bougie during the 
proceſs of the reunion of the divided 
parts. This, however, 1s an operation of 
much importance: it is attended with ſo 
much pain, and with ſuch uncertain ſuc- 
_ ceſs, that no practitioner of experience 
would recommend it while the urine 1s not 
totally obſtructed; and long before this 
could probably happen, the ſituation of 
ahe parts lying between the ſtricture and 
the bladder is commonly ſuch as to in- 
duce the patient to ſubmit more readily to 
any operation that may be neceſſary than 
he ever would have done in a more early 
ſtage of the diſorder. Whenever the ſtric- 
ture occaſions much difficulty to the flow 
of urine, that part of the urethra lying be- 
tween the ſtricture and bladder is neceſſa- 
rily diſtended on every attempt to void 
[ * This frequent Rrecching at laſt 
| weak. 
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weakens the lining membrane of the ure- 
thra: the urine is at firſt in ſmall quan- 
tities, and afterwards in larger, forced into 
the ſurrounding cellular ſubſtance: this 
forming one or more ſmall tumours, at 
laſt burſts out through a correſponding 
number of openings, either in the peri- 
neum, or in the cellular part of the ſcro- 
tum. At leaſt this is the uſual progreſs 
of ſuch tumours when the ſtrictures in 
the urethra by which they were produced 
cannot be removed. 
This i; the moſt 33 cauſe of che 
diſeaſe ve have already had occaſion to 
mention, Fiſtula in Perineo, in which the 
urine continues to flow out at the newly 
forced openings, as long as the ſtrictures 
in the urethra are allowed to remain, and 
which accordingly, as we have already ob- 
ferved, makes the patient eaſily ſubmit to | 
whatever may, be neceſſary for removing 
them. In ſuch circumſtances nothing will 
prove ſucceſsful if the diſeaſed parts be 
not freely laid open. A ſtaff being intro- 


daced the length of the ſtrickure, and a 
| {mall 
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ſmall probe paſſed in at one of the open- 


ings, and carried to the oppoſite fide of 


the ſtricture, the intermediate ſpace ſhould 


be laid open by an inciſion in the direction 
of the urethra. In this manner the cauſe of 
obſtruction will be diſcovered and re- 
moved, and the other ſinuſes communi- 


cating with the urethra being likewiſe laid 


freely open, a cure, even of the worſt caſes 


that occur, may thus be frequently obtain- 


ed. To enter more fully into the conſi- 
deration of this operation, and of the after 
treatment of the ſores, would here be im- 
proper, as it would extend this article to 
too great a length. It could not be done 
with preciſion and clearneſs without enter- 
ing upon the general doctrine of fiftula, 
and upon the different methods of cure 
thar have been propoſed for it; and as this 


has been done in a different work, I muſt 
now refer to what I had then occaſion to 


ſay upon it *. 


Before concluding the conſideration of 
ſtrictures in the urethra, I think it neceſ-

ſury to notice a method of cure that has 
been propoſed where we fail in the intro- 
duction of bougies, the repeated introduc- 
tion of cauſtic into the urethra, with the 
view of deſtroying the cauſe by which 127 
ſtricture 1 1s produced. 
This practice prevailed upwards * A 
hundred years ago, but was ſoon relin- 
quiſhed. It has lately, however, been re- 
vived, or' rather a propoſal made for re- 
viving it, by Mr. Hunter of London, un- 
der whoſe direction it is to be hoped that 
it will ſoon become as generally uſeful as 
we can ever expect it to be. But as I con- 
ſider this practice as more or leſs hazard- 
ous, and not likely to prove often effectual, 
I ſhall briefly ftate what leads me to form 
this opinion, that others may be on their 
guard againſt. too implicit an e 
of it. 
l introduction of cauſtic into the 
urethra muſt prove hazardous from two 
circumſtances, our not being able, even 
with all the pains we can take, to apply it 
to the ſtricture alone, without injuring 


the 
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and the riſk which there muſt always be 
of ſome ſmall portion of the cauſtic break- 
ing off and being left in the paſſage. 

Mr. Hunter has indeed invented a very 


neat apparatus for, the introduction of 


cauſtic. It conſiſts of a filver tube, open 
at both ends, nearly the thickneſs of a com- 
mon catheter, with a port-crayon, ſome- 
what longer than the tube, into which the 


cauſtid is fixed. A ſtillette, with a perfectly 
round end, is firſt paſſed through the tube, 
and if it be exactly fitted to che end of it, 


the two together may be carried with per- 
fect eaſe along the urethra till they come 
in contact with the ſtricture, when the 
ſtillette is to be withdrawn, and the port- 
crayon, with the cauſtic fixed in it, intro- 
duced. The cauſtic being applied to the 
ſtricture for about the ſpace of a minute, 
muſt be withdrawn along with the in- 
ſtrument, and this muſt be repeated every 
two or three days till che cauſe of obſtrue- 


tion is removed.

40g 
This, from deſcription, appears perfectly 
fimple, and of eafy execution; but not- 
withſtanding the ingenuity of the inven- 
tion, it is obviouſly liable to the two ob- 
jections which I have mentioned. We 
know, even where parts are uncovered, 
and therefore immediately under view, 
that it is exceedingly difficult to deſtroy 
diſeaſed parts with cauſtic, without injur- 
ing the contiguous ſound parts. In the ure 
thra, therefore, where we receive no advan- 
tage from the eye, and where the lighteſt 
deviation of the inſtrument may fix the 
cauſtic upon the urethra itſelf, inſtead of 
the ſtricture, there muſt evidently be a 
good deal of kazard from this circumſtance 
alone, independent of the chance of injur- 
ing the contiguous parts merely by the 
ſpreading of the cauſtic, admitting it to 
be applied with all manner of exactneſs. 
| Beſides, as the fize of cauſtic that can 
be paſſed in this manner is neceſſarily very 
ſmall, there muſt always be ſome hazard 
of its flipping out or breaking off, an oc- 
currence from which the higheſt degree of 
"Okt R dliſtreſo 
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diſtreſs would enſue; for it could not be 
extracted, and dilution could not be em- 
ployed with ſuch effect as to prevent it 
from doing a great deal of miſchief. 
Another very important objection oc- 
curs to this practice. A great proportion 
of all ſtrictures, perhaps nearly nine of a 
hundred, are ſeated beyond the curve of 
the urethra, to which an inſtrument ſo 
ſtreight as a tube acting as the conductor 
of another body ought to be, cannot be 
carried. But Mr. Hunter, foreſeeing the 
difficulty, has endeavoured to remove it 
by propoſing that the end of the tube 


; | ſhould be flexible, and of the ſame form 
| | with the common flexible catheter of ſilver. 
1 But this, while it apparently adds to the 
1 ingenuity of the invention, renders it evi- 
1 dently more hazardous. The ſmall point 


of cauſtic contained in the port-crayon will 
be more apt to be broken or looſened in 
paſſing through a curved tube thanthrough 
a ſtreight one, while it will not be poſſible 
to apply it to any one point with ſuch 
firmneſs and ſteadineſs. 
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But even admitting that cauſtic may 
with ſafety be conveyed to ſtrictures in 
the urethra, yet, in thoſe caſes which do 
not yield to the uſe of bougies, the ob- 
ſtruction is generally of conſiderable ex- 
tent, and the quantity of cauſtic neceſſary 
for removing it ſo great that the contigu- 
ous ſound parts of the paſſage muſt be 
much injured, whatever care and attention 
webeſtow in the application of ſo active 
a remedy. On theſe accounts; it would 
appear, that for the removal of ſtrictures 
in the urethra, the application of cauſtic is 
either impracticable or unſafe. In all 
ſlight obſtructions of the utethra a degree 
of force may be uſed with bougies, ſuffi- 
_ cient for removing them. Whenever this 
can be done, no perſon will doubt of the 
propriety of preferring them to the uſe of 
cauſtic; and when the cauſe of obſtruction 
is. of ſuch extent as to render our attempts 
with bougies unſucceſsful, there will be 
| little or no room to hope that cauſtic will 
anſwer the purpoſe. In other parts of the 
body 1 we e all know how difficult it is to re- 
X 2 move 
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move even the callous edges of an ulcer 
with cauſtic. Nay, in many inſtances, new 
parts ſeem to form before the eſchar pro- 
duced by the previous application of the 
cauſtic has come off. I have no heſitation, 
therefore, in ſaying, that in ſimilar affec- 
tions of the urethra, proceeding to the ex- 
tent which we here ſuppoſe them to do, 
cauſtic would either be altogether inade- 
quate for the purpoſe, or muſt be applied 


in ſuch quantities as would be attended 
_ a great deal of hazard. | 


In all ſuch circumſtances, I conſider it 


as preferable to let the diſeaſe take its 


uſnal courſe. The worſt that can happen 
is, the formation of ſinuſes behind the 
ſtrictures, and the diſcharge of urine from 
the openings which theſe produce. Few 
patients incline long to ſubmit to this; but 
I confider the cure of this ftate of the diſ- 
eaſe, by the mode of treatment, already 
pointed out, as more certain, while it is 
obviouſly much leſs hazardous than the 


means propoſed for preventing it by the 


application of cauſtic, |

Of deranged Senſations in the Bladder, Ure- 
| thra, and contiguous Parts. 


O the running and other leading 
ſymptoms of Gonorrhœa becoming 
moderate, all the others uſually abate, and 
the patient, for the moſt part, is perfectly 

well ſoon after the diſcharge leaves him. 
This, however, is by no means univer- 
ſally the caſe, for it ſometimes happens 
that a good deal of diſtreſs remains long 
after the diſcharge 1s completely removed, 
and as the ſymptoms which take place in 
this ſtate of the diſeaſe are of a nature 
which cannot be referred to any particular 
| head, I have judged it proper to ſpeak of 

them in a ſeparate ſection. 

Without any fixed pain, a patient, who 
from the diſcharge and other ſymptoms 
X 3 of 
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of Gonorrhœa leaving him, has cauſe to 
imagine that his cure is completed, will 
be ſuddenly ſeized with uneaſineſs over 
his loins; painful feelings over all the re- 
gion of the bladder, particularly about the 
neck of it; a ſenſe of wearineſs on the re- 
gion of the kidneys, which ſometimes be- 
comes much pained ; a conſiderable degree 
of uneaſineſs over the whole courſe of the 
urethra, particularly about the glans, and 
a painful ſenſation of rolling, and other 
unuſual motions, in the teſticles. _ : 

In ſome caſes theſe ſymptoms, which 
ſeem to be confined to the organs of urine 
and generation, take place either in whole 
or in part by themſelves. At other times 
they are conjoined with affections of other 
parts, chiefly with thoſe of the ſtomach 

and alimentary canal. In one caſe they 
were accompanied with regular attacks of 
cholic, which had all the appearance, from 
the violent degree of pain which occurred, 
of proceeding from inflammation, but 
which always ſubſided immediately on the 
Proms being removed by which it 
ſeemed 
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ſeemed to be induced. In different in- 
ſtances I have known ſickneſs and vomit- 
ing ſucceed to that painful uneaſineſs to 
which patients in this fituation are ſome- 
times liable in the kidneys. | 
Diſtreſsful feelings frequently occur in 
the rectum, which give cauſe to ſuſpect, 
in ſome inſtances, that they proceed from 
piles, and in others from tumours forming 
in the end of the gut. A painful teneſ- 
mus often accompanies this ſet of POE 
toms. l 
In ſome almoſt every y ſymptom occurs 
which uſually takes place in ſtone in the 
bladder. A dull, heavy pain 1s felt at the 
neck of the bladder, which ſpreads along 
the urethra, and fixes upon the glans. 
The patient is diſtreſſed with frequent de- 
ſire to paſs water, and, in Paſſing it, it of- 
ten ſtops ſuddenly when coming off in a 
full ſtream. 
In a few caſes ſymptoms of en 
occur, both in the bladder and urethra. 
The patient at one time finding it difficult, 
or even impoſſi ble, to force the urine out 
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of the bladder, while, at others, i it runs off | 
in drops, without his being able to retain 
36. 


— Theſe 3 ſtates of the power of 
8 and retaining the urine will ſome- 
times occur alternately, ſeveral times in 
the courſe of the ſame day; while at times 
one of them will continue for ſeveral days 
together, and at laſt will diſappear ſud- 
denly, after having reſiſted every remedy 
that had been employed for it. 

It will readily be ſuppoſed, however, chat 
all of theſe ſymptoms cannot probably oc- 

cur at the ſame time in the ſame patient, 
but every practitioner muſt have met with 
all of them in different patients. 
At the ſame time that they take place wich | 
ſome variety, they likewiſe occur in very 
different degrees. In ſome they are ſo 
Aight as merely to. excite ſome trifling de- 
gree of uneaſineſs, and fo tranſient, that 


they come and go frequently in the courſe 


of the ſame day; while, in others, they are 
ſo fixed and permanent that the patient re- 
Main in 2 fate of conſtant diſtreſs, and 
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experiences ſuch a degree of it as he is 
ſcarcely able to ſupport. 

In women, the bladder, kidneys, and 
abdominal viſcera, are equally liable to be 
affected as in men; and they are alſo apt 

to be diſtreſſed with uneaſineſs about the 
neck of the womb, and bearing-down 
pane, ſtretching to the thighs. 

Even inthe moſt firm-minded people the 
eee I have deſcribed prove frequent- 
ly very diſtreſsful ; but where the mind is 
weak, and the imagination eaſily affected, 
they arrive in ſome inſtances at the moſt 
| alarming height. In whatever degree they 
may appear, they are attributed to the 
preceding diſeaſe having either been im- 
properly treated, or not completely cured ; 
and when this occurs in a mind prone to 
fears and anxiety, the diſtreſs which they 
are apt to. excite, is in ſome inſtances ſo 
great, as can ſcarcely from ſuch a cauſe be 
ſuppoſed to exiſt. Whether a courſe of 
mercury be adviſeable or not, the patient is 
never ſatisfied till this medicine be preſcri- 
bed; for he is always afraid that his con- 

ſtitution 
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ſtitution will be ruined if mercury be 


omitted. If this proves ſucceſsful, or if 
he gets well when under it, he remains 
completely ſatisfied ; but when this does 
not happen, as is the caſe in moſt inſtances, 
he then beheves that he is incurable, and 
that his ſituation is deſperate. Every va- 
riety of noſtrum is now had recourſe to: 
by the effect of theſe, and ſtill more by the 


agony of mind under which he labours, 


his conſtitution at laſt begins to ſuffer ; he 
gradually becomes weaker and emaciated ; 


and if his life is prolonged, it 18 almoſt al- 


ways a ſcene of anxious W and 
diſtreſs. | | 

The cauſe of all or any of theſe 8 
toms it is often impoſſible to explain. 
Were they to happen chiefly where the pre- 
vious inflammation has run high, or where 
the patient, when under cure, had been par- 
ticularly apt to indulge in venery, exceſs 
of wine, or bodily fatigue, one or other of 


theſe cauſes would tend to account for 


them. But this is by no means the caſe. 


They are met with as frequently where 
the 
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the diſeaſe has been of a mild nature, and 
where it was cured in an eaſy manner, as 
vrhere the ſymptoms have been ſevere and 
obſtinate. Where this takes place we are 
apt to ſuppoſe that they are moſtly, if not 
entirely, of an imaginary nature, and to 
treat them accordingly. This, to a cer- 
tain degree, may often be proper, as it may 
fortify the mind of the patient againſt 
thoſe ill- grounded fears to which he might 
otherwiſe be expoſed ; but we are not to 
ſuppoſe that ſymptoms of this kind are al- 
ways ideal, merely from our not being able 
to account for them, or from the previous 
Gonorrhœa having been of ſuch a mild na- 
ture as we may imagine ought not to have 
produced them, I have met with inſtances 
of this, where the previous diſeaſe was ex- 
ceedingly mild, and where no obvious af- 
fection of the parts was perceptible, and 
yet the violence of the diſtreſs in ſuch a 

degree as kept the patients in a ſtate of 
conſtant miſery. I | 
Many of the ſymptoms enumerated | 
above are ſuch as are produced by tumours 
about

about the neck of the bladder, particular- 
ly by affections of the proſtate gland, and 
by a contracted ſtate of the bladder itſelf. 
In ſuch cafes, the cauſe of the diſeaſe 
is at once rendered obvious by examina- 
tion with the finger in ano; but at pre- 
ſent we are ſuppoſing that no organic af- 
fection can be diſcovered either inwardly 
or outwardly, an occurrence by no means 
uncommon, and in which I therefore con- 
clude that the ſymptoms proceed from a 
deranged ſtate of the nerves, produced by 
the previous affection of the urethra. I 
have accordingly arranged all of them un- 
der one general head of Deranged Senſa- 
tions, Nor 1s there cauſe, from the nature 
of the remedies found to prove moſt ſuc- 
ceſsful in removing them, to treat of them 
_ ſeparately, nearly the ſame general treat- 
ment being found to anſwer in all of them. 
Before proceeding to enumerate the re- 
medies for affections of this kind, I may 
obſerve, that although we cannot in any 
caſe ſay poſitively what will accompliſh a 
cure, I can with certainty ſay what will 
- mort 
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not anſwer. TI have already remarked, that 


patients in this ſituation are apt to ſuſpect 


that their ſymptoms proceed from the pre- 
vious diſeaſe having been improperly 
treated. This leads them to imagine that 
a latent poiſon is ſtill lurking in the con- 
ſtitution, and mercury being the only cer- 
tain antidote for the venereal porfon, they 
always inſiſt upon this being preſcribed. 
Some practitioners, ſtill entertaining the 
opinion of Gonorrhœa and Lues Venerea 
proceeding from the ſame infection, con- 
ſider it neceſſary to preſcribe mercury for 


all the conſequences of each of them, while 


others are readily prevailed upon, bythe ſo- 
licitation of their patients, to permit what 
they may ſuppoſe it would not be in their 
power to prevent. But from all the ex- 
perience which I have had of it, I am 


clearly of opinion that no advantage is 


ever derived from it, while, in a great pro- 
portion of caſes, it evidently does harm. 


By relaxing the conſtitution it renders it 


much more irritable chan it was before, 
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and thus tends to aggravate all ſuch ſymp- 
toms as thoſe we are now confidering. 

The Temedies upon which we chiefly: 
dept are, blood-letting, opiates, warm 
bathing, bliſters, cicuta, hyocyamus, elec- 


tricity, Jeſuit's bark, and cold bathing. 


When the conſtitution is already much 
reduced and debilitated, blood-letting muſt 
neceſſarily be inadmiſſible ; but whenever 
plethora takes place nothing proves more 


uſeful than blood-letting, both general and 


local, particularly the diſcharge of blood 


from the perineum, and parts contiguous 


to the anus, by the application of leeches. 
In ſuch circumſtances it removes or leſſens 
irritability with more certainty than any 
other remedy. Even where there has been 


cauſe to ſuſpect a tendency to paralyſis in 
the bladder and contiguous parts, leeches 


apphed as near as poſſible to the ſeat of the 
diſeaſe have proved ſerviceable ; nor need 
we ever heſitate in adviſing them where the 
patient is not much emaciated. But the 


remedy which, in all affections of this 


kind, proves moſt univerſally uſeful is 
opium. 
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opium. It not only ſooths and allays the 
Preſent diſtreſs, but when, by a well-jadg- 
ed, timeous' application. of it we can, for a 


week or two together prevent the acceſſion 


of pain, we in this manner often accomp-- 
liſh a cure. It anſwers the purpoſe; whe- / 
ther it be given by the mouth or in cly- 
ſters, but it proves always moſt effectual 
when given in ſufficient Alen . the ; 
ne v5 

The 3 eee of n 
aig of anodyne balſam, in ſome caſes af- 
fords relief, particularly when conjoined 
N with æther. In thoſe deranged ſenſations 
which ſometimes. occur in the perineum 
and about the neck of the bladder, imme- 
diate relief is often obtained by rubbing 
the parts affected with a mixture of warm 
laudanum and æther; and I have known 
the ſuppreſſion of urine, which occurs 
from this cauſe, relie ved in the ſame man- 
ner. Lady 

When opiates fail in procuring relief 
or when they diſagree with the patient, 
the ſemicupium ſometimes ſucceeds. 
1 Warm 
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Warm fomentations applied to the peri- 
neum, and over.the loins, often prove uſe- 


ful; and the ſteams of warm vinegar, con- 


veyed with attention to the parts affected, 
have likewiſe been uſed with ad vantage. 
The beſt article we can employ in ſuch 
caſes: for fomentations is a ſtrong decoc- 
tion of the heads of poppies. 9 
Bliſters, in all ſuch affections, are per- 


| haps the moſt effectual of all our external 


applications. It is chiefly, however, where 
the urethra ſeems to be the ſeat of the diſ- 


eaſe that they prove uſeful, and where the 


neck of the bladder is affected with ſuch 
a degree of weakneſs as prevents the urine 


from being retained by it. In the former, 


bliſters act with moſt advantage when ap- 
plied to the perineum, and in the latter 
they ſhould be applied to the loins. The 


| moſt diſtreſsful ſenſations produced by 
this cauſe, and which for many years have 


obſtinately reſiſted every other remedy, 
have, in ſome inſtances, been removed by 
the application of a bliſter to the perineum. 


In ſome caſes one proves ſufficient ; but 


in 
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in others they require to be repeated once 


and again before all the ſymptoms _— 


appear: 
Upon the ſame principle with bliſters, 


exciting a return of the ranning after it has 


ſtopped, or after it has been diminiſhed in 
quantity, has at times been productive of 


ſome benefit: This may be done by fo- 


menting the penis and perineum with 
warm water, the application of warm 
poultices to the perineum, and by a cau- 


tious uſe of bougies. The practice was 


probably ſuggeſted by ſymptoms of this 


kind having in ſome inſtances been re- 
moved by the patient getting a freſh attack 
of Gonorrhœa from a new infection, dif- 
ferent caſes of which I have met with. 


In all ſuch inftances, where the inflam- 


mation recently induced is conſiderable, 
the previous ſymptoms are either. muck 


diminiſhed in violence; or entirely re- 


moved. This would lead to the practice 


of exciting an inflamed ſtate of the parts 
in a conſiderable degree, and which bou- 
gies will never fail to do, if covered with

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oil of turpentine, with a ſmall quantity of 
common reſin melted in it; but as it is ob- 
vious that much harm would enſue from 
this practice being carried any great length, 
it ought to be managed in every inſtance 
with the greateſt delicacy and attention. 
It may be proper to remark that it 
proves chiefly uſeful where the diſeaſe is 
confined to the urethra ; although, in ſome 
caſes, it has ſucceeded even where the 


bladder and kidneys have been affected. 


Where the urine in ſuch caſes paſſes off 
involuntarily, bliſters, we have ſaid, anſwer 


with moſt certainty when applied to the 


loins. This probably proceeds from the 


. diſeaſe in theſe inſtances ariſing, for the 


moſt part, from an affection of the blad- 
der itſelf; but where it proceeds, as it may 
ſometimes do, from a tendency to paraly- 
ſis in the urethra and muſcles connected 
with it, bliſters will prove moſt uſeful 


when applied to the perineum. 


Where the urine paſſes of in this man- 
ner, balſam of copaiba, and other aſtrin- 
gent balſams, are uſually given. They 

5 are 
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are ſuppoſed to act chiefly by reſtoring . 
the tone of ſuch parts as appear to be re- 
| laxed and weakened, and which it is ima- 
gined they muſt do, from their having a 
peculiar tendency to paſs off by the organs 
of urine. In hke manner the internal uſe 
of cantharides 1s preſcribed, from an idea 
of this ſymptom depending, in every in- 
ſtance, on a loſs of tone in the parts af- 
| fected, and from our knowing, that in 
molt caſes, cantharides proves a powerful 
ſtimulus both to the kidneys and bladder. 
All of theſe balſams, as well as the com- 
mon turpentines, which are not eſſentially 
different, may in all ſuch caſes be uſed 
with ſafety. In ſome inſtances they may 
perhaps prove uſeful, and I do not ima- 
gine that they will ever do harm. This, 
however, cannot be ſaid of the internal 
uſe of cantharides. In large quantities 
they act as a poiſon : and even where ma- 
naged with caution, the principle of the 
practice ſeems, in ſuch caſes as we are now 
ſpeaking of, to be doubtful; for as there 
is cauſe to ſuppoſe that the diſeaſe pro- 
| Y 2 m ceeds 
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ceeds more frequently from too much 3 ir- 
ritability about the neck of the bladder and 


urethra, than from any deficiency of tone, 
there is reaſon to fear, that by increaſing 
the ſenſibility of the parts affected, they 


vVvould ia many inſtances be more apt to 


do harm than good, It is therefore pro- 
per, previous to the internal exhibition of 
cantharides, to determine with accuracy 
whether the diſeaſe proceeds from real 
weakneſs or morbid irritability. In the 
one caſe they may ſometimes prove uſeful ; 
in the other they will be apt to add to the 
violence of the diſeaſe. 

Cicuta has been frequently preſcribed 
here ; and when given to ſuch extent as to 
act as an anodyne, it may ſometimes prove 
uſeful. Upon the ſame principle, hyocya- 
mus may, with propriety be preſcribed ; 
but we have no reaſon to ſuppoſe that 
either of theſe articles act in any other 
manner in curing the diſeaſe. As no or- 
ganic affection appears to take place here, 


they cannot act by diſſolving hard or en- 


larged parts. T0 advantage derived 
from 
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from them will therefore be nearly in pro- 
portion to the anodyne effects which oc- 
cur from them; and in this view they 
may prove uſeful when opiates diſagree 
with the ſtomach, as in ſuch circumſtances 
it is of conſequence to have it in our power 
to employ remedies of a ſimilar operation. 
Electricity has now and then given a 
temporary relief to ſymptoms of this kind. 
It ſhould be exhibited in the form of ſparks 
drawn from the parts chiefly affected, par- 
ticularly from the perineum, and parts 
moſt contiguous to the neck of the blad- 
der. | W 
It is proper, however, to remark, that 
the ſame obſervations are applicable in ad- 
viſing electricity that were made upon the 
internal exhibition of cantharides. Both 
of theſe remedies, as well as the applica- 
tion of bliſters to the loins, have been 
chiefly preſcribed, where, in affections of 
this nature, the urine paſſes off involunta- 
rily, and they are adviſed upon the idea of 
this ſymptom proceeding from paralyſis 
of the neck of the bladder. Burt as there 
Y 3 | N 
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is much cauſe to imagine that the frequent 
diſcharge of urine, which patients in this 
ſituation are ſometimes diſtreſſed with, 
proceeds more from irritability in the 
neck of the bladder than from real weak 
neſs, there is reaſon to think that electri- 
city, by increaſing che ſenſibility of the 
part affected, and which in many inſtan- 
ces it evidently does, will rather tend t to 
aggravate the complaint. 
Bliſters, whether applied to the Joins or 
perineum, may prove uſeful, not merely by 


the diſcharge which they excite, but by the 
irritation which they produce upon the 


ſkin. There is nothing more certain than 
our being often able to remove pain and ir- 
ritability from one part by exciting it in 
others. Of this we have frequent proofs 


in the application of bliſters and other ſti- 
mulants, in deep-ſeated pain in the fide, 


where the diſtreſs is often removed as ſoon 
as the ſkin becomes warm and uneaſy, 
and long before any veſications are pro- 


duced. Sinapiſms applied to the feet, 


have,! in ſome inſtances, removed head-ach 
| when | 
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when every other remedy has failed. In 
like manner bliſters ſeem to operate when - 
applied to the perineum, for the removal 
of thoſe ſenſations to which patients in 
this ſituation are ſometimes liable. But 
electricity, as well as the internal uſe of 
cantharides, by tending to irritate the very 
parts in which the diſeaſe is ſeated, ſeem 
often to increaſe the violence of the ſymp- 
tom they were meant to remove. 

By. a due perſeverance in the uſe of one 
or other of theſe remedies we commonly 
ſucceed in leſſening, or even in removing 
the violence of the diſtreſs; but as the 
{ſymptoms are apt to recur, even after the 
patient conſiders himſelf as well, it becomes 
an object of mach importance to obviate 
this. For this purpoſe nothing proves ſo ef- 
fectual as Peruvian bark and cold bathing. 
A free exhibition of the bark ſhould there- 
fore be preſcribed, as ſoon as the pain and 
other ſymptoms have begun to diminiſh, | 
and ſea bathing ſhould be adviſed whenever 
it can be obtained. When this cannot be 
procured, cold water ſhould be applied lo- 
| e cally, 
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cally, both to the perineum and loins. 
Some advantage is derived from the parts 
being bathed with it, but it proves more 
effectual when forcibly daſhed upon them. 
An involuntary diſcharge of urine, 
which we have already had occaſion to 
ſpeak of, proves always troubleſome ; but 
the diſtreſs which it excites is wing 
when compared with what ariſes from the 
patient not being able to expel it. Even 
without any inflammation, and where no 
cauſe of obſtruction can be diſcovered in 
the urethra, a patient will ſometimes find 
it impoſſible to paſs a ſingle drop. This, 
no doubt, occurs frequently from other 
cauſes ; but every now and then we meet 
with it as an evident conſequence of irri- 
tability in the Parts chiefly affected in this 
diſeaſe. | 
All the remedies we "SO already ad- 
viſed will be equally applicable in the 
treatment of this ſymptom, as for the re- 
moval of any of the others. Opiates, how- 
ever, and warm bathing, prove chiefly uſe- 
ful; but 188 relief is not ſoon obtained, 
it 
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it becomes neceſſary to draw the water off 
with a catheter ; and as much harm is apt 
to enſue from chis being long delayed, it 
ought to be adviſed as ſoon as the bladder 
appears to be ſenſibly diſtended. 


In ſome calcs the introduction of a bou- 


gie will prove effectual; and as this gives 
leſs pain and irritation than the paſſing of 
a catheter, it ought in the firſt inſtance 
always to be preferred. One of the largeſt 
that will eaſily paſs ſhould be made uſe 
of; and, after allowing it to remain in the 
bladder for a few minutes, the patient 
ſhould be defired to paſs his water inſtant- 
ly on the bougie being withdrawn. This: 
ought not to be done with much force 
and preſſure, otherwiſe the neck of the 
bladder and urethra are apt to contract in- 
ſtantly on the bougie being taken out ; 
while the whole will paſs completely off 
if it can be made to flow eafily at rſt, 5 
along with the bougie. | | 
When this our intention in employing 
bougies is fruſtrated, we are under the ne- 
peſſity of employing the catheter; and, 
| as 
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as it is of much importance, in all ſuch 


caſes, to prevent irritation as far as it can 
poſſibly be done, catheters of reſina elaſtica 


ſhould be employed, inſtead of the com- 


mon inſtrument of ſilver. It not only 


paſſes more eaſily, but when any difficulty 


occurs in getting it into the bladder it 
may, in ſome inſtances, be proper to allow 
it to remain for a day or two together, 
which can never, with any propriety, be 
done with catheters of ſilver. 

The practice of leaving catheters in the 


bladder is ſpoken of by ſome with much 
_ eaſe; and they adviſe it wherever any per- 


manent ſtoppage occurs to the urine ; but 
I have in different inſtances ſeen ſo m 
miſchief produced by it, that it is a mea- 
ſure I never adviſe but where much pain 
and difficulty occurs in the introduction 
of a catheter. In moſt inſtances, more 
pain is experienced from the inſtrument 
being allowed to remain in the bladder 


chan ever occurs from its being frequently 
paſſed. Beſides the irritation which even 


the 
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the ſmootheſt and ſofteſt inſtrument of 
this kind excites, they are apt to prove 
hurtful by incruſtations of calculous mat- 
ter forming upon them, in conſequence 
of depoſitions from the urine. There are 
few people whoſe urine is ſo free of this 
kind of matter as to prevent a catheter, 
inſerted into the bladder, from becoming 
rough with it in a very. ſhort ſpace of 
time. This practice, therefore, ought ne- 
ver to be adopted but where the greateſt 
difficulty is een in introducing 
the catheter. 
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SECTION VL. 
07 Swellings of the Tefti cles. 


A Swelling of one of the Teſtes is a 
very frequent occurrence in Gonor- 
rhœa. From the reſemblance which it 
bears to a hernia, and from its being ſup- 
poſed to proceed from the running or hu- 
mour in Gonorrhœa falling down upon 
the teſtes, It 18 uſually termed a Hernia - 
Humoralis. | 
In ſome inſtances both ceflicles ſwell. 
They ſeldom, however, {well both at once ; 
but the ſwelling, on leaving one teſticle, 
18 very. apt to go to the other ; and when 
both have in this manner been affected, 
they ſometimes ſwell alternately for a con- 
ſiderable time together. I have known 
this happen for the ſpace of a year and up- 


wards, where the patient, during the whole 
period, 
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| periad; was never completely free of the 
diſeaſe. | | 

In long comin affections of this 
kind the pain becomes inconſiderable ; 
but the firſt attack of the diſeaſe is always N 
accompanied with ſevere pain. The firſt 
warning which the patient receives of it 
is a very painful ſenſation in one of the 
teſtes, ſtriking along the ſpermatic cord, 
near to the middle of his back. On exa- 
mining the teſtis he finds it ſwelled, and 
ſo tender that he can ſcarcely bear it to 
be touched. He feels himſelf hot, and a 
general uneaſineſs prevails over his whole 
body, particularly over his thighs and ab- 
domen. Neither can he move without 
increaſing the violence of every ſymptom. 

At firſt the ſwelling is confined to the 
epididymis; the back part of the teſticle 
feels hard and enlarged; but in a very 
ſhort ſpace of time, often in the courſe of 


an hour, the whole body of the teſticle 


becomes ſwelled. In this ſtate of the diſ- 
eaſe a difference is ſtill perceptible between 
the teſtis itſelf and the epididymis. The 
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latter is hard, and ſomewhat unequally ſo; 

being, for the moſt part, hardeſt and moſt 
prominent at the bottom: whereas a ſoft, 
uniform {ſwelling prevails over all the an- 
terior part of the teſticle. 

In the progreſs of the diſeaſe, indeed, 
even the teſtis itſelf becomes hard, and if 
the means employed for preventing it do 
not prove ſucceſsful, the ſwelling of the 
_ epididymis and teſtis together come to 
form a tumour of very conſiderable mag- 
nitude, accompanied with a red, inflam- 
matory affection of the ſcrotum. 

In this ſtate of the diſeaſe, the pain i 18 
often intenſe, accompanied with a very 
diſtreſsful ſenſation of the teſtis moving 
or rolling about. The ſkin is dry and 
parched, the tongue foul, thirſt prevails, 
and the pulſe is full, and quick. In ſhort, 
every ſymptom takes place which uſually 
attends a 1 55 degree of local inflamma- 
tion. 

There is no period of Gonorrhœa in 
which this affection of the teſtis does not 
occaſionally ſupervene. It occurs in all 

ſtages

ſtages of the diſeaſe; even towards the 


end of it, when both the patient and ſur- 


geon are apt to conſider the cure as nearly 
complete: and in ſome we find it take 
place where no cauſe can be aſſigned for 
it, where neither the degree of the previous 
inflammation, nor the mode of life of the 
patient, were ſuch as could in any ſatis- 
factory manner account for it. 

It is proper, however, to remark, that 
fwdiinde of the teſtis which take place in 
this manner, ſeem, for the moſt part, to be 
of a very different nature from thoſe which 
occur during the virulent ſtate of the diſ- 
eaſe, and while the inflammation in the 
urethra is conſiderable. The latter appear 
to be altogether inflammatory. The diſ- 
eaſe proceeds more {lowly to its height or 
acme. It remains more permanently at 
the ſize to which it arrives, and it diſap- 
pears more flowly than the others, which 
come to their utmoſt height, in ſome in- 
ſtances, in an hour or two- from the firſt 
approach of the ſwelling, and again dif- 
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ceive to be partly inflammatory, and that 


in part they proceed from that kind of 
ſympathy which evidently ſubſiſts between 
the penis and teſtis, and which renders 
the one very apt to ſuffer from any diſeaſe 
with which the other may be affected.— 
That ſympathy has much influence in the 


production of this variety of the diſeaſe, 
is obvious from the ſwelling being apt to 


leave one teſtis, as we have already ob- 
ſerved, and to fix, perhaps inſtantly, up- 
on the other. This does not occur ſo fre- 


quently as the alternate affection of the 


eyes, from one of them only being at firſt 
affected, but every practitioner muſt have 


met with inſtances of it. 


As it is obſerved that the running in 


 Gonorrhcea is apt to ſtop on the firſt ap- 


pearance of a ſwelled teſticle, this gave 


riſe to the idea of the affection of the teſ- 


tis proceeding from the matter falling 
down upon it, in conſequence of being 
thus obſtructed in its paſſage through the 


urethra. It is now well known, however, 


that no communication ſubſiſts between 
; the 
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i the urethra and teſtes, by which matter 
can paſs from the one to the other; nor 
does the appearance which a ſwelled teſticle 
affords give reaſon to imagine that it pro- 
ceeds from this cauſe. Inſtead of being 
ſoft and compreſſible, which it neceſſarily 
would be were it produced by matter, 
it becomes daily harder, till it arrives at a 
certain magnitude, when it gradually be- 
comes ſofter again, but without any fluc- 
tuation of matter being perceived in it. 
There is reaſon to imagine, that in moſt 
inſtances the teſtes become affected by the 
inflammation ſpreading from the urethra 
along the vaſa deferentia. This has been 
doubted by ſome, but without any good 
reaſon being aſſigned for it, nor has any 
other mode of accounting for it been ſug- 
geſted. We ſee that by the vaſa deferen- 
tia a direct communication takes place be- 
tween the urethra and teſtes, and the firſt 
appearance of a ſwelled teſticle commences 
in the epididymis, formed as it were by 
the termination of this very line of com- 
munication. In a great proportion of 
Vox. I. " 0 caſes, 
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caſes too, the patient is ſenſible of a 
pain ſtretching from the ſwelled teſticle | 
along the groin, which we know to be 
the direct courſe of the vas deferens. 

A variety of other cauſes might be men- 
tioned, which tend to excite inflammation 
in the teſtes in a ſimilar manner with Go- 
norrhœa: among theſe are, the irritation 


produced by a ſtone in the neck of the 


bladder; by the irritation on the intro- 


_ duction of a catheter or bougies; and 


the inflammation which takes place in 
theſe parts after the operation of lithoto- 
my. A ſwelling of one or both teſtes is 
not an unfrequent occurrence from all of 
theſe, particularly from the latter, and 
from the uſe of bougies, eſpecially when 
they are not properly introduced ; and we 
ſee no manner in which it can be ſo readily - 
produced as by the irfitation excited about 
the neck of the bladder, carried along the | 
vaſa deferentia. | 
The conſequences of 6 frelling of the 
teſtes, which we have moſt to dread are, a 
hardened ſtate of the parts, chiefly of the 
5 epi- 


* 
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epididymis, which, even when one, but 
more certainly when both teſtes are ſwel- * 
led, is apt to be followed by impotency; 
and a morbid irritability, which is ſome- 
times ſo great as to prevent the patient for 
a conſiderable time from uſing any kind 
of exerciſe, and from following the ordi- 
nary occupations of life, without hazard- 
ing a return of the ſwelling of the teſtes. 
Suppuration in the body of the teſtes, from 
the inflammation induced by Gonorrhca, 
is hardly an object of regard, for it does 
not take place in one of five hundred 
caſes. 
But the two circumſtances I have men- 
tioned of a permanent hardneſs in the 
epididymis, and that diſtreſsful irritable 
ſtate of the teſtis itſelf, which are apt to 
ſucceed to this diſeaſe, are objects of the 
firſt importance, and require an imme- 
diate application of every remedy that can 
probably tend to prevent them. Scarcely 
any occurrence can prove more trouble- 
ſome or inconvenient than {wellings of the 
teſtis; and an enlarged ſtate of the epidi- 
: 3 - dymis, 
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dymis, when it takes place in any conſi- 


derable degree, has, in many inſtances, as 


I have already obſerved, the effect of in- 
ducing impotency. To a certain degree, 
a ſwelling of the epididymis often con- 
tinues for a great length of time; in ſome 
inſtances, during the life of the patient, 
without any bad conſequence taking 
place, particularly when one teſticle only 
is affected. But I have known ſo many 
inſtances of the contrary, and of ſuch diſ- 
treſsful effects enſuing from it, as makes 
me with confidence ſay, that nothing 
ſhould be omitted that can or might pro- 
bably tend to prevent or remove it. 

As we find that all the ſymptoms of this 
diſeaſe, as well as the conſequences which 
enſue from it, are uſually ſevere in pro- 


portion to the degree of inflammation 


which takes place, it ought to be our view, 
in every inſtance, to prevent this from ar- 
riving at any great height. This is moſt 
effectually done by blood- letting; a pro- 
per uſe of laxatives; opiates ; the applica- 
tion of anodynes 851 aſtringents to the 
parts 
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parts affected; preſerving the body in a 
proper poſture, and ſuſpending the teſticle. 
Of all theſe remedies blood-letting is the 
moſt effectual and certain, particularly lo- 
cal blood-letting by the application of 
leeches. In plethoric patients, or where the 
ſwelling arrives at any conſiderable bulk, 
blood ſhould be taken from the arm in 
ſuch quantities as the ſtrength will permit, 
while, at the ſame, time, a number of 
leeches ſhould be applied over the teſtis. 
But in weakly people, particularly where 
none of the ſymptoms are violent, the ab- 
ſtraction of blood by means of leeches 
alone will commonly prove ſufficient. 
The firſt application of leeches to a 
ſwelled teſticle excites a good deal of un- 
cafineſs. They increaſe the irritability.of 
the parts, and an increaſe of the tumour 
ſeems to be induced by them; but the diſ- 
charge has ſeldom continued for the ſpace 
of an hour or two till the pain abates, the 
_ tenſion, which before was conſiderable, 
becomes much leſs diſtreſsful, and the 
Feng even appears to leſſen in bulk, 
Z. 3 and 
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and in the courſe of the following day the 
patient can allow the parts which he could 
not previouſly bear to be touched, to be 
handled with freedom. 1 
For the moſt part one application of 
leeches, if a proper number has been uſed, 
proves ſufficient; but when any of the 
ſymptoms ſtill continue ſevere, particu- 
larly when the ſwelling does not diminiſh, 
when the pain does not leſſen, and when 


the febrile ſymptoms do not abate, it be- 


comes in ſome caſes neceſſary to repeat 
the application of leeches once and again. 
I think it here proper to remark, that we 
thould never heſitate in this ſituation to 
take blood with freedom. A conſtitution 
mult be delicate indeed that will be injured 
even with repeated applications of leeches ; 
and I am ſatisfied that very important ad- 
vantages may be derived in all caſes of 
ſwelled teſtes from a timeous and proper 
uſe of them. a 
Abſtraction of blood by means of leeches 


is not only uſeful in ſhortening the dura- 
tion of the inflammatory ſymptoms, bur, 


in 
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in conſequence of this, it proves ſervice- 
able in preventing two very diſtreſsful 
conſequences which ſwelling of the teſtes 
is very apt to induce, viz. that ſwelled, in- 
durated ſtate of the epididymis which 1 
have mentioned, and the moſt frequent 
variety of hydrocele, formed by ſerum col- 
lected in the tunica vaginalis. We have 
already had occaſion to remark, that a per- 
manent ſwelling of the epididymis is a 
very frequent effect of an inflamed teſticle, 
and I have met with ſeveral well-marked 
inſtances of hydrocele proceeding from 
the fame cauſe. That blood- letting in any 
way, whether general or local, will at all 
times prevent the acceſſion of theſe ſymp- 
toms I will not pretend to aſſert; but, 
from the reſult of much obſervation, I am 
convinced that it anſwers this purpoſe 
with more certainty-than any other reme- 
dy that has yet been employed. 

In many ſituations leeches cannot be 
procured ; when this happens to be the 
caſe, nearly the ſame advantage may be 
derived from ſmall punctures being made 

Z 4 "Ma 
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on 8 parts of the ſwelling. The 
punctures ſhould be made with the point 
of a lancet, and if the ſcrotum be pre- 
viouſly immerſed in warm water, nearly 
the ſame quantity of blood will be obtain- 
ed from them as from the ſame number 
of leeches. 

As ſwelling of the teſticle in W 
ſeems in every inſtance to proceed from 
the irritation excited in the urethra, it is 
an object of the firſt i importance to remove 
every cauſe that can in any degree tend to 
irritate either the urethra or contiguous 
parts. Hence, where coſtiveneſs prevails, 
gentle laxatives prove particularly uſeful. 
I have known different inſtances of hard- 
ened faeces collected in the rectum induc- 
ing ſwellings of theteſtes; and nothing tends 
more certainly than this to keep up the 
diſeaſe, by whatever cauſe it may at firſt 
have been induced. But although coſ- 
tiveneſs 1s to be guarded againſt, we are, 
for a ſimilar reaſon, to ſhun the oppoſite 
extreme. Strong purgatives always excite 
much irritation in the rectum, and are 


there- 
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therefore to be carefully avoided in Go- 
norrhœa. It muſt conſiſt with the know- 
ledge of every practitioner that they uni- 
verſally do harm. Where the bowels are 
moderately eaſy no medicines for this 
purpoſe can be required, but when they are 
not in this ſituation, caſtor oil, flowers of 
ſulphur, cream of tartar, or any other 
gentle laxative, ſhould be employed. Even 
theſe ſhould be given in ſmall doſes, repeat- 
ed at proper intervals, rather than that any 
riſk ſhould be incurred of exciting irrita- 
tion in the rectum by their being exhibited 
in larger quantities. 

With a view to leſſen and remove the 
Irritation and pain in the tumour with as 
much certainty and expedition as poſſible, 
opiates ſhould be preſcribed immediately 
on the pain becoming ſevere. When they 
can be avoided till one or more eaſy ſtools 
have been procured they prove moſt uſe- 
Ful ; but when much irritation prevails no 
regard ſhould be paid to this. As the 
ſickneſs and general uneaſineſs which 
ſometimes occur from a ſwelled teſtis are 
evidently 
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evidently the effect of irritation, nothing 


proves ſo effectual in removing theſe ſymp- 


toms as adequate doſes of opiates ; and at 
the ſame time that they remove this diſ- 
treſs of the ſyſtem by leſſening the pain 
they alſo tend to carry off the ſwelling of 
the teſticle. From an idea that apiates 
tend to increaſe the heat and other ſymp- 
toms of fever, many practitioners are 
afraid of uſing them wherever fever takes 
place in any conſiderable degree; but 
much experience of their influence enables 


me to ſay, that they may be employed 
with much ſafety and advantage in every 


ſtage of ſwelled teſtis where the degree of 
pain 1s conſiderable. 

This is ſq remarkably the caſe, that I 
have known inſtances of the hernia hu- 
moralis, as it is termed, being cured by 

opiates alone, which did not yield to the 


| uſual remedies. In whatever manner Go- 


norrhœa may act in exciting ſwelling of 


the teſtis, the tumour, when once pro- 
duced, excites ſo much irritation, that, till 


this be leſſened, the ſwelling for the moſt 
part 


- "FEI 
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part continues obſtinate. Next to blood- 
letting opiates prove the moſt effectual re- 
medy for this purpoſe, 

While the internal exhibition of opiates 
thus proves uſeful, advantage 1s often de- 
rived from applying them to the ſwelling 
itſelf. This may be done either by the 
application of ſoft pledgits, ſaaked in lau- 
danum, or anodyne balſam, or by poul- 
tices made with a ſtrong decoction of 
poppy heads and crumb of bread. 

All the ſaturnine applications prove uſe- 
ful here. When Goulard's extract, as it 
is termed, is employed, or what is nearly 
the ſame, the acetum lythargyrites, it ought 


to be in greater quantities than are uſed 


in other parts of the body ; for the teſtes 
being protected by different coverings, re- 
medies of this kind, when of the ordinary 
ſtrength, do not readily affect them. When 
ſaccharum ſaturni is employed, as it will 
not diſſolve in ſufficient quantity in water, 
if vinegar be not added, and as vinegar 


Proves an uſeful application, even by it- 


ſelf,

ſelf, theſe two remedies ought always ta 
be combined. | 

The ſteams of warm vinegar act as an 
uſeful diſcutient here. In applying them, 
the teſtes ſhould be properly ſuſpended 
over a veſſel in which boiling vinegar is 
contained; or the ſwelling may be fo- 
mented from time to. time with flannel 
immerſed in warm vinegar, and fo ſtrong- 
ly wrung, that nothing but ſteam remains 
upon it. Vinegar, in every form, acts 
with much advantage in this diſeaſe, and 
this gives a pleaſant variety in the way of 

applying it. | | 
Whatever remedy i ts employed the body 
ſhould be kept as much as poſſible in a ho- 
rizontal poſture, at the ſame time that the 
ſcrotum ſhould be properly ſuſpended, 
We find by experience that no remedy 
will prove effectual while the patient con- 
tinues to walk about; while, in many in- 
ſtances, a horizontal poſture of itſelf, will 
have a conſiderable effect in removing the 
diſeaſe. In a the ſcrotum, care 

85 ſhould 
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ſhould be taken to do it in ſuch a manner 
that the teſticle be completely ſupported, 
without being compreſſed. Preſſure, even 
in a ſlight degree, always does harm, and 
ought to be avoided, 2225 
We have already had occulion to ob- 

ſerve, that in Gonorrhœa a ſtoppage of 
the diſcharge often takes place on the firſt 
approach of a ſwelled teſtis, This leads 
to the idea of ſome advantage being to be 
derived from our exciting a return of the 
running; and there is not a doubt of this 
proving in ſome inſtances uſeful. The 
diſcharge from the urethra not only leſſens 
the inflammation in the part from whence 
it proceeds, but it has alſo an 1afluence on 
the tumour of the teſtis. As it is now 
univerſally admitted that a return of the 
running does not a& by drawing matter 
directly from the teſtis, ſome have ſuſpect- 
ed that it never can prove uſeful. Bur 
why may not a diſcharge excited in the 
urethra act in a ſimilar manner in remov- 
ing an inflammation of the teſtis, that we 
Know from daily experience happens with 

; ſetons 
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ſetons and other iſſues in the treatment of 


inflammatory affections of other parts? 
The fact indeed, is, that a plentiful return 
of the diſcharge very commonly relieves 
all the ſymptoms of this diſeaſe. 

For the purpoſe of exciting a return of 


the running, bougies prove moſt effectual; 


but in affections of the teſtes they require 
to be managed with a delicacy not uſually 
obſerved in this branch of practice : for if 
more pain or irritation be produced than 


is neceſſary for the purpoſe, inſtead of act- 


ing as a remedy, they neceſſarily aggra- 


vate every ſymptom. In common prac- 
tice, I think it better to truſt to the fre- 


quent application of warm emollients ; 
ſuch as the immerſion of the penis in warm 
milk, or in decoctions of althea, or lint- 
ſeed; applying warm poultices over the 
penis, and injecting warm oil « or milk into 
the urethra. 

From the inſtantaneous manner in which 
ſwellings of the teſtes ſometimes ſucceed 
to a ſtoppage of the diſcharge in Gonor- 
rhœa, and from their appearing, we are 

told, 
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told, in ſome inſtances, even to precede 
this ſtoppage of the running, ſome have 
doubted whether they are to be conſidered 
as the cauſe or effect . That the teſtes 
may firſt inflame, and the running after- 
ward ſtop, cannot be doubted. But al- 
though this may happen in a few inſtan- 
ces, the very reverſe is what we commonly 
meet with, inſomuch that patients who 
have once been affected with ſwellings of 
the teſtes, are very apt to experience a re- 
turn of the diſeaſe in every Gonorrhœa to 
which they may in future be liable, ſolely 
from the running being carried off in the 
uſual way. I know ſeveral who, for this 
reaſon, dare not ule even the mildeſt aſtrin- 
gent injection; otherwiſe they are ſure to 
have a ſwelling of the teſtis induced: 
while, in others, it ſwells at the termina- 
tion of the running, whether injections 
have been uſed or not. In the courſe of 
my obſervation, therefore, no cauſe for 
doubt has occurred upon this ſubject.

By a proper application of the different 
remedies we have mentioned, ſwellings of 
the teſtes are for the moſt part ſoon relieved, 
and at laſt are carried off entirely, except- 
ing that permanent hardneſs to which the 
epididymis, as we have ſeen, 1s particular- 
ly liable. But although this is the com- 
mon. event of the diſeaſe, yet inſtances are 
not wanting, moſt frequently indeed from 
the patient's miſconduct, of the whole 
body of the teſtis remaining ſwelled, and 
obſtinately reſiſting all thoſe remedies 
which uſually prove effectual. If, in this 
ſituation, ſome application be not made by 
which the ſize of the tumour is ſoon di- 
miniſhed, and if it be allowed to remain 
ſtationary for any length of time, it is very 
apt to continue much enlarged, and ſome- 
times of a ſchirrous hardneſs during the 
life of the patient. I may alſo remark, that 
it is this ſtate of the diſeaſe which is moſt 
apt to terminate in hydrocele ; or effuſion 
of ſerum 1nto the tunica vaginalis teſtis, 
with which it is ſometimes attended. 


In 
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In this fituation mercury is commonly 
employed ; and, in ſome inſtances, when 
given ſlowly, as an alterative, I have 
ſeen it prove uſeful; but it is doubtful 
whether a complete courſe of mercury 
ſhould ever be adviſed or not, for when it 
does not carry off the ſwelling, which 
ſeldom happens, it is apt to increaſe it, and 
to induce pain and irritation in the tu- 


mour when none exiſted in it before. 


Whenever mercury, therefore, 1s adviſed, 
it ought to be in ſuch quantities as cannot 
tend to quicken the circulation or excite 
fever. A decoction of mezereon has in 
ſome inſtances been given with . 
along with mercury *. 
It is in this ſtate of a ſwelled teſtis, where 
the tumour does not yield, but remains 
nearly of the ſame ſize after the inflamma- 
tion by which it was induced is gone, that 
emetics are moſt likely to prove uſeful. 
They have been uſed, I know, in all pe- 
riods of the diſeaſe; but it is chiefly in the

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ſituation we are now ſpeaking of that Thave 


ſeen them act with advantage. A ſmart 
emetic, carried a proper length, will ſome- 
times, in the ſpace of an hour or two, leſſen 
the bulk of a tumour which had for ſeveral 
weeks obſtinately reſiſted every other re- 
medy. In ſome caſes one emetic proves 
ſufficient, while, in others, it requires to 
be repeated once and again. Mercurials 
were formerly uſed for this purpoſe. This 


vas done from the diſeaſe being conſider- 
ed as a ſymptom of Lues Venerea, and for 
which mercury was known to be the only 


antidote. But we now know that tu- 
mours of the teſtes, which take place mere- 
ly from Gonorrhcea, never partake of the 
Venereal Virus; and accordingly emetics, 


of whatever nature they may be, prove 


equally uſeful here with mercurials, pro- 
vided the ſhock which they give to the yl 
tem is equally conſiderable. 

1 have ſometimes, in this ſtate of a ſwel- 
led teſticle, applied a bliſter with advan- 
tage. It might not perhaps be altogether 


ſafe to Py bliſters while the ſcrotum 
continnes 
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continues much inflamed ; but when the 
external inflammation and tenſion ſubſide,” 
they may be adviſed with ſafety; and, in 
different inſtances, I have known them ac- 
compliſh a reduction of the ſwelling ; of 
the teſtis, where other remedies had for 
ſome time been e without any 
effect. 

A due perſeverance in 1 the aſa of ſome 
or all of theſe remedies will ſeldom fail; 
where a ſwelling of the teſticle is altoge- 
ther inflammatory; but where it proceeds 
in a great meaſure from irritability, as we 
judge to be the caſe where the ſwelling 
comes and diſappears ſuddenly, or where 
it comes and goes from one teſticle to an- 
other, other remedies are, in this ſituation, 
found to prove more effeftual: 

Even in this variety of the diſeaſe | 
bliſters ſometimes prove uſeful; and I 
have known the irritation removed, and 
the ſwelling carried off in the courſe of a 
ſhort time by opiates ; but theſe afford on= 
ly a temporary relief, and do not prevent 
the diſeaſe from returning on the ſlighteſt 

Aa 2 applica- 
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"BB of any of the exciting cauſes 
which uſually tend to induce it. 

The remedies which here prove moſt 
effectual are cold bathing, and a plentiful 
uſe of bark. Sea bathing, when the ſeaſon 
permits, ſhould in the firſt place be ad- 
viſed, but when this cannot be obtained, 
cold water may be uſed at home, with a 
proportion of common ſalt diſſolved in it. 


It anſwers a good purpoſe whether the 


whole body be immerſed in it, or merely 
the ſcrotum bathed in it ; but, for the moſt 
part, I have thought that it proves moſt 
effectual when applied to the ſcrotum 
only. As bark and cold bathing act up- 
on the ſame principle, that is, by giving 
tone and vigour to parts which we 


| ſuppoſe to have been deprived of them, 


they may either be uſed together, or exhi- 
bited — as the patient may in- 
cline, ' 

The teſtes, we find, are apt to decay. 


One of them will begin to leſſen in bulk, 
and, in a gradual manner, will either diſ- 
appear entirely, or leave only a thin mem- 


branous 
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branous ſubſtance in its place. For the 
moſt part the other remains ſound ; but I 
have known inſtances of both becoming 
affected at the ſame time, and others where 
the one remained entire as long as any 
part of that which was firſt affected was 
perceptible, but where it alſo began to 
decay as ſoon at the other was entirely 
deſtroyed. 

This affection occurs at all periods of 
life, but moſt frequently after the 40th 
year. In many inſtances, no cauſe what- 
ever can be aſſigned for it; but I have ob- 
ſerved that it is moſt frequent in people 
of delicate conſtitutions, where the muſ- 
cles are ſoft and relaxed, and the com- 
plexion wan and ſallow. I have alſo found 
that thoſe in whom it occurs have, in al- 
moſt every inſtance, been in early life par- 
ticularly addicted to Onaniſm. 
In a few caſes it has appeared as an evi- 
dent conſequence of a {welled teſticle, On 
the fullneſs produced by the diſeaſe being 
removed, the proceſs of abſorption by 
which this was accompliſhed dees not 
A 3 ſtop, 
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ſtop, bur goes on till the whole teſtis is 


carried off. In ſome inſtances this takes 
place while the teſticle continues to the 
laſt of its natural degree of firmneſs, or 
even while the hardneſs ſtill prevails which 
occurred during the ſtate of inflammation 


by which the ſwelling was at firſt induced : 
- but, in others, before this waſting proceſs 


commences, the teſticle becomes ſoft and 
pulpy, or even diſſolves into a fluid. It is 
ſeldom attended with pain, the patient 
being, in many inſtances, ignorant of his 
loſs till one, or perhaps both, teſtes are 
nearly « conſumed. 

Hitherto no certain remedy has been 
diſcovered for putting a ſtop to this com- 
plaint. Mercury, hemlock, and electricity 
have been tried, but with no advantage. 
The cold bath has for a time ſeemed to 


prove uſeful, but the diſeaſe returned. 


again, and both teſtes were diſſolved. In 
one caſe, where one of the teſtes was con- 
ſumed before the patient perceived i it, and 
where the other was evidently affected, I 
applied a bliſter over It, This waſting 

| Pro: 
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proceſs ſtopped, and never recurred again. 
The patient is about 36 years of age. His 
inclination and powers of propagation, he 
ſays, are ſtill as ſtrong as they were before, 
and he has lately had a child. 


SECTION VI. 
| Of Swellings of the Spermatic Cord. 


Pas Spermatic Cord is liable to ſwell- 
ings of different kinds, but it is ſuch 
only as proceed from Gonorrhœa that we 

are here to notice. | | 
It ſometimes happens that ff 
of the teſticle ſpreads to the cord, and 
excites pain and tumefaction along the 
whole courſe of it. At other times the 
cord inflames without any previous affec- 
tion of the teſtis, It becomes tenſe, hard, 
and painful. The ſwelling, for the moſt 
A. a 4 part, 
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part, is at firſt confined to the vas defe- 
rens, but at laſt the other parts of the 
cord ſuffer alſo. 

I have met with ſome in which one or 
two tumified parts were perceived in the 
courſe of the cord, while the reſt of it re- 

mained ſoun@; but, in general, the cord 

18 equally affected, from the teſtis along 
its whole courſe up the groin. 

On the firſt approach of this diſeaſe, as 
it 18 always accompanied with pain and 
tenſion, with ſome inability to walk, the 
patient is induced to treat it with atten- 
tion; but, where the ſwelling i is not ſoon 
carried off, the pain will ſometimes abate, 
or even vaniſh altogether ; and in this 
ſtate, where the tumour is not conſider- 
able, the patient is led to ſuppoſe that no 
harm can ariſe from it: by this neglect 

the ſwelling i 18 often rendered ſo firm and 
| hard that no remedies we can employ 
have any influence in removing it. In 
ſome caſes I have met with a hard ring, 
affecting the cord only at a particular 


ſpot, where the diſeaſed part was * 
as 
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as firm as bone while the reſt of it was 0 
a ſoft natural ſtate. 

While the tumour is confined to one 

part of the cord I have ſeldom known it 
increaſe to any alarming degree, but 

Whether it be circumſcribed, or extended 
over the whole length of the cord, no 
time ſhould be loſt in the application of 
remedies for removing it. Independent 
of other reaſons, if the vas deferens be 
chiefly affected, or even only compreſſed 
in its courſe, the teſticle will be rendered 
as certainly uſeleſs as if it were extirpated : 
even this, in ſome inſtances where one 
fide only was affected, has appeared to 

Tender the patient impotent, and it will 
never fail to do ſo where the diſeaſe affects 
both fades. 

„ e remedies that: prove moſt effeQual 
here are blood-letting, bliſters, and ſuch 
others as are uſually employed with ad- 

vantage in ſwellings of the teſtis. Theſe 

we need not particularly enumerate, as 
they were fully treated of in the laſt ſec- 


tion ; but it may be proper to remark that 
blood- 
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 blood-letting proves chiefly uſeful on the 
firſt approach of the diſeaſe, and in this 
ſtate, when properly applied, that it ſel- 
dom fails in removing it. It may, in 
ſome caſes, be neceſſary to take blood from 
the arm, but the local diſcharge of it by 
| leeches applied to the part affected, is at 
all times to be more depended on: 
Where the diſcharge of blood, however, 
does not ſoon leſſen the ſize and hardneſs 
of the tumour, we need not afterwards ex- 
pect any advantage from it. In this caſe 
= T have repeatedly known bliſters prove uſe- 
N ful when applied along the courſe of the 
4 cord ; but neither are they to be depended E 
ll on if ſome effect be not ſoon perceived to 
reſult from them. | 
In partial affections of the cord a ſmall 
bliſter applied to the diſeaſed part, and 
the part kept open with ointment of can- 
tharides, has tended to reduce the ſwell- 
ing. . 
Mercury is commonly employed here, 
and where the diſeaſe does not ſoon yield 


to blood- letting and bliſters, it is perhaps 
the 
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the only remedy from which any advan- 
tage is to be expected; but I have com- 
monly found, where the {welling has been 
carried entirely off by mercury, that there 
has been much cauſe to imagine that the 
patient at the ſame time laboured under 
Lues Venerea. In ſome caſes the diſeaſe 
has ſubſiſted in an evident form of pox in 
other parts of the body, while, in others, 
there was only grounds for ſuſpicion. In 
all of theſe the mercury ſeemed to operate 
with more certainty when a decoction of 
mezereon and ſarſaparilla was conjoined 
with it. 

Ml-ercurial frictions prove more uſeful 
here than any other mode of giving the 
remedy, and the application of mercurial 
plaſters to the ſwelled parts acts with 
more advantage in ſwellings of this kind 
than in any other in which I have em- 
ployed them. |

| WI know, from the hiſtory of the 


Lymphatics, that they ſerve to in- 


bale, and to carry into the general courſe 


of the circulation, not merely from 

ſurface of the body, but from every other 
part of it, fluids applied to their open ex- 
tremities. In this manner they remove 
from ſome parts what might prove hurt- 


ful if allowed to remain, and they carry 


into the conſtitution from others what is 
obviouſly meant for the nouriſhment 
and ſupport of it. But while this is their 
chief purpoſe, we alſo know that they car- 
ry into the ſyſtem what often tends to de- 


ſtroy it. They ſeem to have no power of 
rejecting what proves hurtful, hence they 


im- 
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imbibe poiſons, and the moſt inoffenſive 
articles, with equal readineſs. All our 
contagious diſeaſes are probably produced 
through the medium of the lymphatics, 
and we can prove by experiment that this 
is the caſe with many of them; particu- 
larly with the plague, the ſmall-pox, and 
Lues Venerea. So readily is the matter of 
theſe diſeaſes abſorbed by the lymphatics, 
that it can never with fafety be applied to 
any part of the body; for ſo quickly does 
abſorption, in ſome inſtances take place, 
that we have frequent proofs of infection 
being carried into the conſtitution, even 
after much pains has been taken to waſh 
away the matter by which it was produced, 
in the ſpace of a minute or two after being 
applied to the ſurface of the body. 
For the moſt part we find that the lym- 
phatics themſelves do not immediately fuf- 
fer by the abſorption even of the moſt 
noxious matter. They will convey the 
poiſon of a viper and other ſerpents to the 
courſe of the circulation, by which the 
animal will be killed in the ſpace of an 
: hour, 
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hour, while no veſtige of its effects appears 
in the lymphatic veſſels themſelves. In 
hke manner, the matter of Lues Venerea 
paſles into the conſtitution from the penis, 
without any ſwelling or other mark of diſ- 
eaſe being perceived in the Iymphatics 
through which it was conveyed. 

This, we muſt allow, however, is not 
univerſally the caſe. Inſtances ſometimes 
happen of the matter of Lues Venerea 
paſſing through lymphatics that are hard 
and ſwelled, but we know from daily ob- 
ſervation that it is not a frequent occur- 
rence. We find, indeed, that the lympha- 
tic veſſels in every part of the body are 
apt to ſwell and inflame on cauſes capable 
of exciting irritation being apphed to 


them. Thus we often obſerve the lym- 


phatics of the arm ſwell, become hard 
and painful from a phck in one of the 
fingers with a pin or a thorn, or even from 


a nail being cut too far into the fleſh ; and 


in Gonorrhœa it is by no means uncom- 
mon to find a hard lymphatic paſſi ng 


along the back of the penis to the groin, 


ariſing, 
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ariſing, in ſome inſtances, from the pre- 


puce, and in others from the urethra. 
But although this, as we have obſerved, - 
occurs alſo in ſome caſes of Chancre, we 
meet with at leaſt twenty inſtances of the 
contrary, for one in which this affection 
of the lymphatics takes place. I think, 
too, that I have obſerved, where the lym- 
phatics ' proceeding from Chancres have 
inflamed, particularly where the inflam- 
mation has been conſiderable, that the con- 
ſtitution has not been ſo apt to-ſuffer as 
where this did not. happen. From all 
which, I would conclude, that inflamma- 
tion of the lymphatics, inſtead of indicat- 
ing an increaſed power of abſorbing what 
is applied to them, as many have ima- 
gined, tends in a great meaſure to leſſen, 
and, perhaps, to deſtroy it. Till the fact 
is farther aſcertaĩned, which experience 2 
and obſervation alone can do, it would be 
improper to place any dependence upon 
this in the treatment of Chancres. In all 
caſes of Chancre, whether the lymphatics 
inflame or not, it would be imprudent to 
omit 
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omit whatever might tend to render the 
conſtitution ſafe; but finding that inflam- 
mation ſeems not only to leſſen the power 
of abſorption in the lymphatics, but that 


they inflame from cauſes in which we 


know that no infection exiſts, as often 
happens from a prick or a cut with a clean 
inſtrument, we would from this alone be 


led to think that this affection of theſe 
veſſels which occurs in Gonorrhœa, pro- 


ceeds more from irritation than from any 
other cauſe. This idea, however, is farther 
confirmed by the proofs we have already 


adduced of Gonorrhœa being a local diſ- 


order, as well as by our daily obſervation 
of the riſe and progreſs of theſe ſwellings 
which occur in this diſeaſe. They com- 
mence with all the uſual ſymptoms of in- 
flammation. A hard ſtring, or cord, is 
perceived along the back of the penis. It 


is painful to the touch, and the teguments 


above it ſometimes acquire an eryfipelatous 
redneſs. The whole penis becomes ſtiff 
and uneaſy, and this renders erections par- 
ticularly painful. 


In 
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In a great proportion of caſes the in- : 
Hamroation fubfides quickly and eaſily; 
the ſtiffneſs and pain gradually abate, and 
the hardneſs of che dymphatic diſappears 
entirely: but where the inflammation has 
eicher hęen ſevere from the firſt, or not 
Properly treated, it proceeds in ſome caſeg 
co ſuappuratiun, fonming one or more ſmall 
abſceſſes in the counſe of the affected pant · 
The ſores, however, which enſue from 
theſe, heal readily, when the conſtitution 
as therwiſe healthy, forming à very ma- 
nifeſt difference between Gonorrhœa and 
Lues Venerea. Similar affections of the 
_ Iymphatics | which occur in the latter, 
requiring, for the moſt part, a courſe 
af mercury to remove them. I ſay for 
the moſt part only, from having met 
with more than one inſtance of the ſores 
which occur in Lues Venerea from this 
cauſe healing without the uſe of mercury, 
and which has induced me to think, that 
even in this diſeaſe, the lymphatics may 
ſwell and inflame merely from the acria 
mony of the matter, and that this inflams

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mation may have ſome tendency; as I have 
obſerved above, to prevent the matter from | 
paſſing into the conſtitution. | | 
Where ſwellings of this kind in ogy 
rhœa are confined to the lymphatic veſſels, I 
have commonly found that cold poultices, 
prepared. with crumb of bread, and acetum 
Iythargyrites, or ſaccharum ſaturni, prove 
more effectual than any other application. 
They remove the ſwelling and hardneſs, 
and leſſen the pain with more certainty 
than warm emollient poultices. But where 
the inflammation ſpreads over the penis, 
as it ſometimes does, it becomes neceſſary 
not only to diſcharge blood from the arm, 
but to apply leeches over the pained parts. 
This, with a low diet, and confining the 
patient to a horizontal poſture, very ſel- 
dom fails in removing the diſeaſe. But 
it ſometimes happens, either from the 
neighbouring parts becoming ſeverely in- 
flamed, or from the diſeaſed lymphatic 
burſting, that effuſions occur in the con- 
titiguous cellular ſubſtance, and ſmall ab- 
ſceſſes forming, chey at laſt diſcharge their 


con- 
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contents, and produce ſuch ſores as 1 have 
already had occafion to mention 5 
The treatment of theſe ſhould de ce 
ſame as that of ſores proceeding from any 
other cauſe in which the conſtitution is 
not affected. When their edges are hard 
and inflamed, emollient poultices will 
prove uſeful. For the removal of floughs 
and foulneſs, red precipitate, or even cauſ- 
tic, may be neceſſary; and for cicatriſing 
them nothing anſwers better than unguen- 
tum e calce zinci, or ceratum e W ca- 
laminare f. | 
In two different inſtances of ae The | 
lymphatics in Gonorrhcea, beſides the firm 
cord on the back of the penis, a thin, flat, 
hard tumour, proceeding from this cord, 
ſpread round the whole ſubſtance of the 
penis, for the breadth of a quarter of an 
inch. One of them was contiguous to, 
and immediately behind the glans. The 
other was near to the pubes. This laſt 
paſſed round the urethra, which it graſped 
ſo firmly as to give cauſe to ſuſpect that

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to the urine. A courſe of mercury was 


tried in each of them, withont any advan- 


tage. A ſmall piece of mercurial plafter 


was then applied over the ſwelling, and 5

of them became confiderably leſs, but ne- 
ver diſappeared entirely. It did met, how 
ever, gave any diſturbance afterwards.

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HE ſwelling. ns 8 af the 
lymphatics, deſeribed in the laſt ſec- 
tion, frequently proceeds no farther than 
the root of the penis.

Art other times theſe glands Felt ME) 
inflame, where no affection of the conti- 
guous lymphatics is perceptible. | But ak 
though in fach cafes no apparent 


mation occurs in thefe veſſels, there is, - 


however, much cauſe to imagine, that in 
a certain degree it always takes place. 
There is not, at leaſt, any other obvious 
route by which the inflammation can be 

conveyed from the 88 om to the 3 

in the groin. 

In ſome cafes theſe ſwellin W large, 
and notwithſtanding our endeavours to pre- 
vent it, ſuppuration at laſt takes place: but, 
for the moſt part, if they be not neglected 
at firſt, they may be very eaſily diſcuſſed. 
In moſt inſtances this may be accompliſh- 
ed by the uſe of ſaturnine poultices alone 
but where the pain and inflammation are 
| ſevere, blood- letting, both general and lo- 
cal, becomes neceſſary. Laxatives always 

R prove. 
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prove uſeful, and a cooling, in regimen 

can ſeldom be diſpenſed with. 
The moſt perplexing part of the ſur- 

geon's practice here is, to determine the 


real nature of the tumour ; to aſcertain 
- whether it proceeds merely from inflam- 


mation, or from the abſorption of venereal 
matter. If from the laſt, mercury alone 
will prove effectual; while no practitioner 


would conſider mercury as neceſſary for 
the removal of a ſwelling altogether in- 


flammatory. Neither would it, in this 
caſe, anſwer any good purpoſe. It would 
not leſſen the ſize of the ſwelling: nay, 
by the fever which it ſometimes excites, it 
might even tend to increaſe it, and diſap- 
pointment to the practitioner, and much 
diſtreſs to the patient, would be the conſe- 
quence. . 

The circumſtances upon which we chief. 


| ly form our Judgment here are theſe: If 


no chancre or excoriation has been per- 


ceived, either upon the glans or prepuce, 


and if the inflammation in Gonorrhœa 


bas 
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has baun conſiderable, chere will be cauſe 
to en that the tumour is not vene- 

real. When treating of chancre and vene- 
real bubo, we ſhall enter more fully into 
the conſideration of this; but at preſent 
I may obſerve, that buboes do not com- 
monly occur without chancres going be- 
fore them. I know, indeed, from various 
caſes which have fallen under my manage- 

ment, that, contrary to the general opi- 
nion, real venereal buboes ſometimes form 
without any previous chancre, or any ex- 
ternal affection; but as it does not happen 
once in a hundred inſtances, we are ſuffi- 
ciently warranted in conſidering the ab- 
{ence of chancre as a reaſon for ſuppoſing 
that ſwellings of this kind are not vene- 
real. Fo 1 . 3 . ge -—P 
In ſuch ſwellings as occur from Gonor- 
rhœa much pain and tenſion prevail, not 
merely in the diſeaſed glands, but over all 
the groin; and à general ſympathetic un- 
eaſineſs ſpreads over the thighs, and under 
part of the abdomen. Even the teſtes 


and abdominal viſcera ſometimes ſuffer, 
Bb 4 where 
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whereas, in the venereal bubo, it! is corn. 
monty one gland only that is affected, and 


che contiguous parts ſeldom become un- 
eaſy till the diſeaſe is far advanced; not, 


indeed, till the tumour has acquired ſuch 
a ſize as to excite pain folely by diſtenſion. 
The fwelled gland, it is true, is painful 
from the firſt, and the pain becomes gra- 


dually more ſevere as the tumour increaſes; 


but the pain is chiefly confined to one part, 
and ſeldom fpreads farther till the tegu- 
ments are much ſtretched by the ſubſe- 
quent formation of matter. And, laſtly, 
when glands ſwelled from this cauſe burſt, 
the ſores which enſue have a very differs 
ent appearance from thoſe produced by 
real venereal baboeg. Their edges, in- 


ſtead of being hard and retorted, have 
more the appeatatice of ſores which occur 


from common abſceſſes, and they ſoori 
begin to heal, even when mertury is not 
employed, which the others, we may ob= 
ſer ve, ſeldom do. 

This circumſtance of theſe ſores healing, 


whether vey be uſed or not, is the 


* moſt 
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moſt decifive characteriſtte of there true 
nature, and whett atry doubts of this are 
elitertaĩmed, either from the felling hav- 
ing taken place without a previous chanere, 
or from amy other caufe, we otight to de- 
lay the exhibitfort of mercury till theit 
tendency to heal, or to degenerate ito a 
worſe ſtate, be aſcertained. 

If they put on a healing appearance, and 
gradually become leſs, there will be much 
cauſe to hope that a cothÞplete cure will be 
obtained, whether mercury be uſed or not; 
while, on the contrary, this remedy ſhould 
be immediately adviſed when the ſores 
become foul, and their edges hard; and 
particularly when, inſtead of healing, they 
S to a greater ſize, 

The progreſs of the ſwelling alſo affords 
a mark of diſcrimination, The venereal 
bubo proceeds more {lowly to ſuppuration 
than the inflammatory fwelling of which 
we now ſpeak, which moſt frequently, in- 
deed, is eaſily diſcuſſed, and ſeldom arrives 
therefore at the ſtate of abſceſs; but when 
aur, of this deſcription do ſuppurate, 

it 
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it commonly happens in the ſpace of a few 
days. I have known matter completely 


formed in them in three or four days 
from their firſt appearance; a circum- 
ſtance which perhaps never happens in 
glandular ſwellings Oren. by the mat-

SECTION X. 


Of Excoriations of the Clans and Prepuce, 


” 


Y the acrimony of the matter in 
Gonorrhœa the Glans and Prepuce 
are ſometimes excoriated. A flight degree 


of inflammation takes place at firſt, either 
partially or over the whole parts, and this 


being ſucceeded by a diſcharge of matter, 
the ſkin at laſt becomes fretted, and on 


being examined with a glaſs, the matter is 
perceived to flow from an infinite num- 


ber 
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ber of ſmall Points, on the ſinalleſt Nek. 5 

ſure being applied to them. 

But, for the moſt part, this affection of 
the prepuce and glans takes place without 

any diſcharge from the urethra. In the 


courſe of a few days after connection with 
an infected woman, and without any 
ſymptom of Gonorrhcea, a ſenſation of 
heat is perceived over the whole prepuce 
and glans, which ſoon terminates in a 
diſcharge of matter very ſimilar to what 
comes from the urethra in Gonorrhcea: 
From this circumſtance, the diſeaſe has 
been termed Gonorrhœa Spuria. The mat- 
ter indeed is ſo ſimilar to that of Gonor- 
rhœa, that it is uſually ſame time before 
the patient can be convinced of its not 
coming from the urethra. It not only re- 
ſembles the matter of Gonorrhœa in co- 
lour and conſiſtence, but likewiſe in quan- 
tity. In ſome caſes, it is ſurpriſingly 

great, owing to the great extent of inflam- 
ed. ſurface, in' the numerous plies and 
doublings of the {kin W the pre- 
* | | 
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In flight affections of this kind, the pre- 


puce continues to move upon the glans as 


it does in health; but when the matter is 
either of itſelf particularly acrid, or al- 
lowed by want of attention to remain till 
it becomes ſo, the ſkin forming the pre- 
puce becomes ſo much inflamed and ſwell 
ed, that it cannot but with much diffi- 
culty be made to paſs backward and for- 


ward. In ſome caſes this becomes impoſ- 


ble. If this happens when the prepuce 
covers the glans and cannot be drawn 


back, a difeaſe is thereby produced, which 


we term phymoſis; and when the ſwelling 


takes place when the prepuce is retracted 
and cannot be pulled over the glans, the 
_ diſeaſe is termed paraphymoſis. Of theſe 
affections we ſhall ſpeak more particularly 


in the enſuing ſections. 
By many, this diſcharge of matter from 


the prepuce and glans has been judged to 
be venereal ; that is, they have ſuppoſed it 
to be produced bythe matter of Lues Vene- 
rea. They have therefore conceived it to be

This opinion, penn 15 an not 
| well founded. From much obſervation, I 
am convinced, that this diſcharge is uf a 
 Jocal nature, and chat it is no mare ca- 
Pable of affecting the conſtitution than the 
Matter of Gonorrhœa. I believe / indeeiſ 
that this is now very generally admittad; 
and that it is theſe only who. donbt of ix, 
who, taking their information frombooks, 
haye not paid that attention to thecevent.of 
_ theſe affections, which in forming a. i 
ment of them is abſolutely neceſſary. It 
will, be univerſally found char he dk. 
charge may be more eaſily removed by 
remeclies applied dinectiy to che parts: af- 
feed than by meraury, or :ang medi- 
cine given internally. Indeed, no ad- 
vantage is derived from the internal ex- 


ſeldam reſiſts the application Of an aſtrin- 


gent waſh: neither is the conſtitution 
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ever affected with pox from excoriations 
proceeding merely from Gonorrhaea. 

It is true that buboes and ſymptoms 
of pox ſometimes occur where the pre- 
puce and glans have been previouſly af- 
fected in this manner. Of this I have 


ſeen many inſtances: but in all of theſe 


it has happened, that on inquiry, the pa- 
tients were found to have had connection 
with diſeaſed women during the continu- 
ance of the excoriation; and whatever may 
be the opinion of ſome individuals upon 


1 point, I believe few will doubt of an 


ulcerated or excoriated ſurface being par- 


ticularly favourable for promoting the ab- 


ſorption of any matter that is applied to it; 
inſomuch, that it is the univerſal remark 
of patients, that they never eſcape being 
poxed, if in ſuch circumſtances they have 
connection _ women that are infect- 
ed. 

It is worthy of renek that a nh paid 


excoriation is always at firſt of a ſuſpicious 


nature, while from any obſervation I have 
been 
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been able to make, every general affection | 
of rhis nature, where the excoriation ex- 
tends over the whole prepuce and glans, 
terminates eaſily without producing any 
conſtitutional - taint. The diſeaſe” ſome» 
times at firſt, indeed, occupies a ſmall ſpot, 
and afterwards extends gradually over the 
contiguous parts, and where, by the e- 

vent, we judge of its being of the moſt 
innocent nature from no diſeaſe of the 
conſtitution being produced by it. But 
I have uniformly found, where a ſmall 
part only has remained for ſome time raw 
and excoriated, without extending to the 
ſurrounding parts, that ſymptoms of pox 
ſucceed to it with as much certainty as 
they ever do to chancres. I therefore be- 
lieve, that all partial affections of this 
kind, which remain for more than a day 
or two circumſcribed, are produeed by the 
matter of Lues Venerea, and that they ought 
accordingly to be treated as ſymptoms of 
that diſeaſe. Beſides the other differences 
which we have elſewhere enumerated be- 
een the matter of Lues Venerea and 
| 7 Gonor- 
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Gonorrhœa Virulenta, it would appear 
that in this they differ in che moſt ob- 
vious manner. The matter of Lues Ve- 
nerea, however diffuſible it may he when 
received into the ſyſtem, from which 
indeed it is never expelled but wich 
the aſliſtance of mercury, is always flow 
in its progres while .only locally ap- 
plied either to the penis or any other 
Part. Neither 6an it be apphed, As we 
| have already had ,occafion to remark, to 
the ſmalleſt point, withaut mancb riſk of 
pox being praduced by it: wheneas, the 
matter of Gonerrhœa, whether it he ap- 
plied to the wxethra, t0 the glans, or pre- 
puce, ſpreads quickly over all che conti- 
guous parts; while it a8 obvious: to daily 
obſervation, either chat it is Hot abſorbed, 

or af it be taken into the ſyſteni, that no 
conſtitutional . diſeaſe enſues from it; | 

- Excoriations of this kind not a e re- 
| ſamble Goenorrheea,;mibeing produced by 
the ame matter, and in being. entirely lo- 
cal, but in the method of cure. We have 

n had occaſion c ſee, that the diſ- 


charge 
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charge in Gonorrhœa cannot be certainly 
removed, but by the uſe of aſtringent in- 
jections. In like manner, bathing the 
parts affected in aſtringent ſolutions 
proves the moſt effectual practice here: 
Lime-water anſwers particularly well for 
this purpoſe : alſo ſolutions of ſaccharum 
ſaturni, and of white vitriol: immerſing 
the parts in brandy, or in a ſtrong infu- 
ſions of red- roſe leaves, will ſometimes re- 
move the diſcharge on the firſt applica- 
tion. It is proper, however, to remark; 
that the more frequently remedies of this 
kind are applied; the more effectual they 
prove. They ſhould be uſed at leaſt five or 5 
ſix times daily, and for the ſpace of a few 
minutes at each application. 8 
Emollient ointments are frequently em- 
ployed i in affections of this kind, but the 
very cauſe which renders aſtringents uſe- 
ful makes every application of this nature 
| improper. They conſtantly increaſe the 
diſcharge, while no advantage of any kind 
accrues from them. 
Vob k + Te | Neis 
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Neither do we find that purgatives, or 
any of the cooling medicines uſually pre- 
{ſcribed here are of any real utility. When 
much inflammation takes place, they may, 
in ſome inſtances, prove ufeful, but in all 
fuch caſes blood-letting is more to be de- 
pended on ; particularly the application of 
leeches to the parts immediately affected, 
which, in all local inflammatory complaints, 
is to be conſidered as the moſt effectual 
remedy. 
It has been objected to the application 
of leeches in excoriations of the penis, 
that the wounds from the bites of theſe 
animals are apt to degenerate into venereal 
| ſores. This proceeded upon the idea of all 
ſuch affections being produced by the 
matter of Lues Venerea ; but now when 
we know that this is by no means the 
caſe, it is obvious that the opinion muſt 
be ill founded; and from various and re- 
peated trials of the remedy i in queſtion 1 
can decidedly ſay that it is ſo. | 
But admitting that a caſe ſhould occur, 
in 


in which it might be doubtful whether 
the excoriation and ſwelling was truly ve- 
nereal or not, ſtill I would not heſitate in 
_ adviſing the application of leeches: they 
would prove more effectual than any other 
remedy in carrying off the inflammatory 
ſymptoms, while their bites, if they ſhould 

put on the appearance. of venereal ſores; 
would immediately render the nature of 
the diſeaſe certain, which otherwiſe gut: 
long have remained in doubts 

In all ſores and inflammatory affeb⸗ 


tions of theſe parts, the poſture of the bo- 


dy and poſition of the penis are circum- 
ſtances requiring particular attention. The 

patient ſhould be kept as much as poſ- 
ſible in a horizontal poſture; and the 
penis ſhould be elevated ſo as to prevent 
the glans from hanging pendulous. It of- 
ten happens indeed, where this is omit- 
ted, that ſwellings remain obſtinate for 
many weeks together, which otherwiſe 
might have been carried off in a few days:

Of Excoriations in the Parts of Generation of 
IP Women. . 


JH parts of Generation in Women 

are liable to excoriations of a ſimi- 
lar nature with thoſe enumerated in the 
laſt ſection. In ſome caſes they are con- 


fined to the clitoris, nymphæ, and labia 


pudendi. In others they ſpread to the 
perineum, and even to the groins and 
thighs, where, from negligence and want 
of attention to cleanlineſs, I have known 


deep and very extenſive ulcers produ-

Where the excoriations are confined 
within the parts of generation, the ſymp- 
toms are nearly ſuch as occur from Go- 


norrhœa in the uſual form of the diſeaſe; 
7 | but 
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but where the inflammation and rawneſs 
| {ſpread to the thighs, a great deal of diſ- 
treſs is experienced in walking, and in 
: every. motion of the body. | 
. The method of cure is nearly the fame 
| In, women as in men. Bathing the parts 
frequently with one or other of the aſtrin- 
gent applications mentioned in the laſt 
ſection, for the moſt part, proves effectual; 
for the excoriated parts ſeldom lie ſo deep 
as to require the uſe of the ſyringe; but 
when the parts become evidently ulce- 
rated, bathing alone is not ſufficient. In 


this caſe the ulcers fall to be treated in the 


ſame manner with ſores proceeding from 
any other cauſe. When they are foul 
and ſloughy, an ointment ſtrongly im- 
pregnated with mercur. precipit. rub. is 
perhaps the beſt application we can uſe; 
and for the purpoſe of healing them, no- 
thing anſwers better than common cerate, 
with a large proportion of lapis calami- 
naris, or unguentum e calce zinci, for 
which n are Siven in the Ap-

N ſection tenth we found it nece(- 
ſary to give a definition of theſe 'twa 
Aiſenſes Inflammation of the prepu- 


tium always excites ſome degree of thick- 


neſs and contraction. When the contrac- 
tion * while the prepuce covers che 
glans, 
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glans, and in ſuch a degree as to prevent 
it from being pulled back, the diſeaſe thus 
produced, is termed phymoſis. We ſay 
that paraphymoſis takes place when the 
prepuce contracts behind the glans. and 
cannot be drawn over it. 

One of the moſt frequent cauſes of phy- 
moſis is chancres on the preputium. 
The thickening of the ſkin induced by 
chancres, and the inflammation. with 
which they are apt to be attended, is often 
productive of phymoſis, but it alſo occurs 
from other cauſes. Whatever excites 
much inflammation of the penis will in- 
duce it. Hence it readily occurs in every 
caſe of Gonorrhœa attended with any un- 
uſual degree of inflammation, particular- 
ly in that variety of the diſeaſe where the 
glans and prepuce are inflamed and ex- 
coriated. But although theſe excoria- 
tions often terminate in phymoſis, it is 
certain that they are more frequently Pro- 
ductive of paraphymoſis. The patient, in 
clearing away the matter, neceſſarily draws 
back the preputium, and when the parts 

0604 are 
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are previouſſy much inflamed and thick- 
ened they are apt to contract ſo ſudden- 
ly when in this ſtate of retraction, that 
they cannot again be drawn over the 
glans. = 

In the treatment of ads we are 
often ſucceſsful by a proper application of 
emollients. No effect will reſult from 
them when the ſtricture has been of long 
: duration; ; but, unleſs the inflammation is 
unuſually ſevere, they will often anſwer if 
duly perſevered in from the firſt. Im- 
1 merſing the penis, from time to time, in 
warm milk, or in a decoction of althea 
root, or of lintſeed, is perhaps the moſt 
effectual method of applying remedies of 
this kind; and when much matter 1s pro- 
duced Cen the prepuce and glans, ei- 
ther by chancres or inflammation, theſe 
liquids ſhould be injected from time to 
time with a ſyringe. But with a view to 
leſſen the diſcharge, after waſhing out any 
matter that may be formed, a weak ſatur- 
nine ſolution ſhould be injected three or 


four times „ This, with a low diet, 
| ab-

abſtinence from exerciſe, and ſuſpending 
the penis, will, for the moſt part, prove 
ſucceſsful : but when the parts are much 
inflamed, it becomes neceſſary to take 
: blood in quantities proportioned to the 
ſymptoms, not merely from the arm, 
but from the penis itſelf, by the applica- 
tion of leeches, which may always be done 
with fafety where the diſeaſe is local, as 
we have ſhown to be the caſe where it 
proceeds from excoriation or from Go- 
norrhœa: but when it occurs from chan- 
cres, as venereal ſores are apt to enſue 
from the bites of leeches, 1 it 18 better to 
omit them. 

While any confderible Ga of ſtric- 
ture remains, it is always! improper to force 
the prepuce back. This, however, is of- 
ten done, but it very commonly termi- 
nates in paraphymoſis ; for when the parts 
are much contracted it is almoſt impoſſible 
to get the prepuce again brought over the 
glans, if it has once been forced complete- 
ly behind it. It is better, therefore, to 
wait till the ſtricture is entirely removed, 

before 
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before any attempr 1s made for this pur- 
poſe. Beſides the riſk of inducing para- 
phymoſis, the irritation which it gives 
tends always to render the ſtricture more 
obſtinate. When the inflammarion is al- 


together gone, it may be proper, after 


immerſing the penis in any of the emolli- 
ents above-mentioned, and rubbing it 
gently over with warm oil, to endeavour, 


| from time to time, to ſtretch it to its uſual 
extent; but even at this period of the diſ- 


eaſe the prepuce ought never to be puſhed 
back with ſuch force as can excite wy 


kind of uneaſineſs. 


In the treatment of phymoſis it is pro- 
per to remark, that, in a great proportion 
of caſes, the ſtricture can never be altoge- 
ther removed, In flight degrees of it we 
commonly ſucceed by the means I have 
mentioned, but whenever it is ſevere the 
parts remain under ſomedegree of contrac- 


tion, for the moſt part, during the life of 


the patient. We have it indeed in our 
power to remove even the moſt inveterate 


ſtricture that occurs, by laying the pre- 


puce 


— 
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puce open, either by a partial incifion, or 
cutting it from one end to the other, ac- 
cording to the extent of the diſeaſe, but 
this is a remedy of too ſevere a nature for 
the removal of phymoſis, in the ordinary 
form of the diſeaſe. Where the prepuce 
is ſo much contraQed as to interrupt the 
paſſage of urine, or to impede coition, it 
no doubt becomes proper to leſſen or re- 
move the ſtricture, but it is moſt fre- 
quently for obtaining ready acceſs to con- 
cealed chancres that we adviſe this mea- 
fare of laying the prepuce freely open. 
Even chancres are often cured while 
the prepuce remains contracted ; but this 
is only the lighter kinds of them. When- 
ever they are either deep or very exten- 
five, although with much care and atten- 
tion they may in ſome inftances be cured, 
yet we are much more certain of effecting 
our purpoſe, and of doing it ſpeedily, by 
laying the ſores compleatly open. Tam 
clearly of opinion, however, that a patient 
- hould rather ſubmit to an ordinary or 
light degree of Phymofis, where there is 


no 
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no diſeaſe concealed by it, than incur the 
pain and diſtreſs which muſt always en- 
ſue from this operation. Many have it 


from their birth, and are not ſenſible of 


any inconvenience ariſing from it. 


It happens, indeed, in ſome inſtances, 
even of this natural phymoſis, if we may 
ſo term it, that we are under the neceſſity 


of removing the ſtricture by an inciſion. 


This is particularly the caſe where the ex- 


ſudation natural to theſe parts is in ſuch 


quantities as to excite irritation, which it 
is always apt to do when it adheres to the 
prepuce and glans. By much pains in 


waſhing with a ſyringe, the parts may be 
kept ſo clean as to prevent them from ſuf- 


fering with this mucus ; but in general we 


find it neceſſary either to lay the contract- 


ed prepuce open from one end to the 
other, or to remove a portion of it entirely, 


ſo as to perform the operation of circum- 


ciſion. | | 
It may be proper to obſerve, Te al- 


though this operation of removing a por- 


tion of the prepuce 1s in itſelf exceedingly 
imple 
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ſimple and eaſy, and never fails to anſwer 
the purpoſe where the parts are perfectly 
ſound, that it is very apt to diſappoint us 
entirely, when they are under any degree 
of inflammation or irritation. In- this 
ſituation, although the parts in which the 
ſtricture is ſeated be completely removed, 
the remaining extremity of the prepuce 
contracts almoſt immediately after the 
operation, ſo as to create nearly the ſame 
degree of inconveniency which it did be- 
fore. By the introduction of doſils of 
lint, ſponge tent, and other ſuch articles, 
wie may for a time prevent the contraction 
from becoming conſiderable, but the irri- 
tation which theſe applications excite at 
laſt oblige us to lay them aſide, when the 
ſtricture ſoon takes place in a degree equal 
to what it was before the operation. 

I have taken the more particular notice 
of this from different caſes having fallen 
under my management, in which, by en- 
deavouring to remove a contraction of the 
prepuce by the operation of circumciſion, 
we were completely diſappointed. In three 


of 
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of theſe the operation was done by others. 


In one I performed it myſelf. But al- 


though every thing was done in all of 


them that might probably render them 


ſucceſsful, yet they all failed, and after a 


_ conſiderable time ſpent in trying to dilate 


the newly-formed ſtricture, I was in two 
of theſe inſtances obliged to perform the 


operation for the phymoſis in the uſual. 


way, by making a longitudinal cut through 
all the remaining part of the preputium. 
In one the ſtricture was not ſo. conſider- 


able as to render it neceſſary, and in the 


other the patient would not ſubmit to it. 
Were we to remove the prepuce entirely, 


by diſſecting it completely away from that 
part of the penis where it begins to be 


formed by an elongation or production of. 


the ſkin, the operation mighr probably an- 


{wer our expectation, but it would leave 
the glans altogether uncovered, which in 


| thoſe who have been accuſtomed to have 
it protected with the prepuce, is apt to 


excite very diſagreeable ſenſations. Neither 


can I determine with certainty whether it 


would,

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would, in every caſe, anſwer the purpoſe 
of giving complete relief or not. Where 
the parts are previouſly in a ſtate of irri- 


tation, the remaining ſkin might contract 


behind the glans, ſo as to produce ſome 
degree of paraphymoſis: at leaſt, in one of 
the four caſes to which I allude, a very 
conſiderable portion of the prepuce was re- 
moved, and yet the remainder contracted 
in ſuch a manner as to form a eee 
which gave much diſtreſs. a 
Different methods have been \propaſid 
for performing the operation of a phymo- 
fis. For theſe the writers on chirurgical 
operations muſt be conſulted, but the ea- 
ſieſt, and perhaps the ſimpleſt of any, is 
that which I have deſcribed in the ſyſtem 
of ſurgery f, in which the inciſion is made 
by paſling a ſharp pointed biſtoury along 
a directory between the prepuce and glans, 
and having puſhed the point of the biſ- 
toury through the prepuce near to where 
it begins to form, the cut is completed by 
drawing the inſtrument forward; in which

as near to them as with propriety it can 


manner it is done, not onthe more neatly, 


but with more expedition, and with much 
more eaſe to the patient than in the uſual 
way of cutting the prepuce from before 
backwards. In this manner the inciſion 


is always made at different ſtrokes, by . 


which th& cut is apt to be ragged and ün- 


equal, whereas in the other it is done at 


once, and in any direction that the ape 
rator may incline. i 
Some adviſe the inciſion t to run on the 
ſide of the penis, and others along the 
back of it. The difference in general is 
not material, but the former appears to me 
to be preferable, from the matter either of 
the cut itſelf, or of concealed chancres not 
being ſo apt to lodge between the prepuce 
and glans, as when the inciſion is made 
on the back of the penis. It is proper, 
however, to obſerve, that there are two 


circumſtances, which in this operation re- 


quire particular attention : the large veins 
of the penis ſhould be avoided, and when 
chancres are preſent, the cut ought to run 


be 
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be made, ſo as to admit of the ealy appli- 
cation of proper dreſſings. 

In the treatment of the parts after the 
operation, ſome attention is neceſſary to 
prevent the edges of the divided prepuce 
from adhering to the plans: I have known 
a good deal of inconvenience produced by 
this being overlooked, and it is eafily pre- 
vented by inſerting a ſmall pledgit of lint 
between the - prepuce and pling at each 
dreſſing. 

Paraphymoſis may happen either wem 4 

ſtricture of the prepuce, from a ſwelled ſtate 
of the glans penis, or from A combination 
of both. | 

When it appears to depend, either alto- 
gether or chiefly, on a contracted ſtate of 
the preputium, the ſame applications 
mould be made to it which we adviſed for 
the phymoſis. By the uſe of warm emol- 
lients the ſtricture, when in a ſlight degree, 
may be ſo far removed as to admit of the 
prepuce being drawn over it. After im- 
merſing the penis for a few minutes in 
warm milk, and rubbing the contracted 
parts with any emollient ointment, we 

Vor. I, Dt -7: may 
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may ſometimes ſucceed by applying the 
fore and middle finger of each hand be- 
hind the contracted part of the prepuce, 
and pulling it gently forward, while, with 
the thumb of each hand placed upon the 
glans, we puſh it firmly backward. This 
I have done in different inſtances, which 
otherwiſe would ſoon have ended in ſtric- 
tures of the moſt confirmed kind. It muſt, 
however, be confeſled, that it is only in 
the commencement of the diſeaſe that this, 


or any other manceuvre of a ſimilar kind, 


will ſucceed ; and there 1s no room for 


-any ſuch attempt when the diſeaſe pro- 


ceeds from a tumefied ſtate of the glans. _ 
When thediſeaſe ſeems either to be entire- 


[ ly owing to an enlarged ſtate of the glans, 


or partly to this and partly to a ſtricture 
of the prepuce, as ſometimes happens, we 
may endeavour to relax the preputium by 
rubbing it with oil, or an emollient oint- 
ment; but in ſuch circumſtances it is evi- 
dent that the application of emollients to 
the glans would rather do harm. By re- 
laxing the parts affected they would in- 

creaſe 
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creaſe the ſwelling. Cold aſtringent ap- 
plications prove more uſeful, and ought 
alone to be depended on. In this view 
we adviſe eloths dipped in brandy, vine- 
gar, and cold water, to be applied to the 
parts, and poultices, with crumb of bread, 
and a ſolution of ſaccharum ſaturni in 
vinegar and water. But when theſe do 
not ſoon ſucceed in reducing the ſwelling, 
we are under the neceſſity of removing 
the ſtricture by. an operation, in order to 
prevent the acceſſion of more ſerious ſymp- 
toms. When too long neglected the glans 
is apt to mortify, by the contraction of 
the prepuce putting a ſtop, to the circula- 
tion of the blood. 

This operation conſiſts in making one 
or more inciſions into the contracted edge 
of the prepuce. We ſometimes ſucceed by 


making two or three ſmall cuts in differ- 


ent parts of the ſtricture with the ſhoulder 
of a lancet. They ought to be carried en- 
tirely through the ſkin and into the cellu- 
lar ſubſtance, and when they bleed freely 


3 commonly give immediate relief; 
D d 2 | but 
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but it muſt be admitted that theſe ſmall 
inciſions, however numerous they may be, 
| do not prove ſo certainly effectual as one 
free cut made completely through the 
ſtricture. The eaſieſt method of doing 
this is, by inſinuating the end of a direc- 
tor beneath the ſtricture, aud cutting upon 
it with a ſcalpel. For this purpoſe a ſhort 
director ſhould be uſed, with che groove 
open at the extremity. , 
The inciſion here does not require any 
particular attention. The divided veſlels 
ſhould be allowed to bleed freely. This 
generally leſſens the pain, while it co-ope- 
rates along with the removal of the ſtric- 
ture in carrying off the . ſwelling. ' Lint, 
ſpread with unguentum ſaturnium, makes 
the beſt dreſſing for the ſore. 

It muſt be remembered that we are now 
ſuppoſing that no diſeaſe exiſts in the con- 
ſtitution. When either of theſe affections 
are conjoined with Lues Venerea, as we 

often find to be the caſe, the patient can- 
not be rendered ſafe, nor will the ſores 
produced by the operation heal without 


the aſſiſtance of a courſe of mercury.

i of Warts on the Glans and Prepuce, and La- 
bia Pudendi. 4 


IE Glens, 8 and Labia Puden- 
di, are frequently attacked with 
warty excreſcences, on the termination of 
Gonorrhœa. They ſometimes appear du- 
ring the continuance. of the diſcharge, but 
more commonly at the end of it, when 
the patient having conſidered the cure as 
complete, is ſurprized with 8 
of this new ſymptom. | 
They riſe at firſt in the form of ſmall 
points, which gradually became larger, 
and frequently ſo numerous as to cover 
a conſiderable part of the penis. In men 
| they commonly begin immediately behind 
the glans, and extend, in the form of a2 
wes: ring, 
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ring, round the whole penis, near to the 
junction of the glans and prepuce. They 
afterwards appear indiſcriminately on all 
the neighbouring parts, but they are uſual- 
ly moſt numerous upon the prepuce. 

In ſome caſes they are firſt perceived in 
the urethra. The patient complains of an 
obſtruction to the flow of urine, and on 
ſeparating the lips of the urethra, a red, 
florid excreſcence is obſerved to be the 
_ cauſe of it. I have alſo met with produc- 
tions of this kind in the urethra of women, 

Theſe warts are feldom painful ; never, 
unleſs they proceed to a ſtate of ulcera- 
tion, which, when they do, is always to be 
conſidered as the fault of the patient. On 
their firſt appearance' they are always firm 
and entire, but when they become nume- 
rous, if they be not regularly cleaned, the 
moiſture natural to theſe parts becomes 
acrid, and renders them tender; and this, 
if it be not prevented by timeous aſſiſt- 
| ance, ſoon terminates in painful ulcers, 
Excreſcences of this kind aſſume various 
forms. For the moſt part they are fingle, 


and 
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and pendulous, with narrow necks, but 
in ſome inſtances they have broad baſes; 
while, in others, a number of theſe ſmaller 
warts ſprout all from the ſame root, and 
form excreſcences of unequal cauliflower 
kind of ſurfaces. When long neglected, 
as ſometimes happens with poor people, 
they acquire ſuch a bulk as to cover the 
glans entirely; and when in this ſtate | 
they become ulcerated, the whole maſs 
aſſumes ſuch a diſeaſed appearance, as 
with thoſe not accuſtomed to this branch 
of buſineſs, gives a ſuſpicion of their being 


- cancerous. Of this I have met with dif- 


ferent inſtances, where the penis, after 
being doomed to amputation, has been 
ſaved, and the warty excreſcences removed. 
It is difficult, or perhaps impoſſible, to 
aſcertain the cauſe of theſe warts. In ſome 
caſes they are obviouſly produced from 
the cuticle, their attachment being ſo 
flight, that on being removed, the cutis 
vera is left entire: in others they proceed 
from the ſkin itſelf, but I never . 
them to go deeper than this. 

| Dd 4 What- 
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Whatever tends to excite the flow of an 
unuſual quantity of blood to the penis, 
ſeems to create a diſpoſition in theſe parts 
to formations of this kind : hence they 
ſucceed to various kinds of irritation. We 
know that they are a frequent conſequence 
of the venereal irritation, for- they often 
ſucceed to chancres; and I have known 
them in different inſtances ſucceed to 
{imple excoriation, where neither Gonor- 
rhœa nor Lues Venerea ever exiſted. By 
whatever cauſe irritation 1s produced in 
the prepuce and glans, it ſeems to excite - 
a diſpoſition in the ſmall blood veſlels of 
the parts to ſprout or pullulate, by which 
theſe warty productions appear to be 
formed. : © 
As. warts are a frequent conſequence of 
chancres, they have been always conſi- 
dered as of a venereal nature, whether 
they are the immediate effects of chancre, 
Gonorrhcea, or any other cauſe. This opi- 
nion, however, is by no means well found- 
ed. Warts on theſe parts may, no doubt 
pPccur, While Les Venerea exiſts in the 
con- 
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conſtitution ; and in ſuch inſtances mer. 
cury muſt be given before a permanent 
cure can be expected. But in a great pro- 
portion of caſes, at leaſt in ninety-nine of 
a hundred, they appear to be entirely lo- 
cal, infomuch that remedies acting only 
upon the conſtitution have no influence 
whatever in removing them, while they 
are, for the moſt part, eaſily carried off by 
a variety of applications, which act ſolely 
upon the excreſcences themſelves, or ra- 
ther upon the veſſels by which they are pro- 
duced. Nay, they are ſo evidently of a local 
nature, that when they occur in Lues Ve- 
nerea, although they are very apt to return 
when removed while the infection exiſts in 
the conſtitution, yet it is very certain that 
this diſeaſe of the habit may be complete- 
ly eradicated without any effect being 
produced upon them. The warts: which 
ſucceed to chancres commonly remain 
equally firm and obſtinate after mercury 
has been given as they were before, and 
are to be removed by the ſame means as 


if the conſtitution had never been affect- 
| ed. 
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ed. This, I may obſerve, is a point which 
in a particular manner merits the attention 
of practitioners ; - I mean of ſuch as are not 
daily verſant in this branch of buſineſs ; 
for while the opinion is retained, as is 
ſtill the caſe with ſome, of warts on theſe 
parts being in moſt inſtances. connected 
with Lues Venerea, much miſchief is apt 
to be done by a great deal of mercury be- 
irig given where no advantage can ever be 
derived from it. In the treatment of this 
affection l have known the conſtitution 
almoſt ruined by one courſe of mercury 
after another, without any effect upon the 
warts, and which were afterwards eaſily 
and ſpeedily removed by remedies applied 
directly to the parts themſelves. 

I have mentioned irritation as a cauſe 
of theſe excreſcences, but it 18 only the 
ſlighter kinds of it that ſeems to produce 
them. They often ſucceed to a ſlight de- 
gree of inflammation, but I have never 
known them form on parts highly in- 
flamed: on the contrary, much inflam- 


mation ſeems to deſtroy the tendency in 
theſe 
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theſe parts to the production of warts, in- 
ſomuch, that our moſt effeQtual remedies 
in the cure of theſe excreſcences, and for 
preventing a return of them, are fach as 
always excite a good deal of pain and in- 
flammation. They may no doubt be re- 
moved more quickly with a ſcalpel or 
ſciſſars, or by tying ligatures of waxed 
filk round them, when they are pendul- 
ous, and have narrow necks, but they are 
more apt to return when removed in this 
manner, or even when they are deſtroyed 
with cauſtic, unleſs ſome degree of inflam- 
mation has at the ſame time been indu- 
ced upon the parts. Beſides, ligatures 
cannot be applied to warts with a broad 
| baſe, which they frequently have; and 
few patients will ſubmit to the uſe of the 
' ſcalpel for the extirpation of the numerous 
warts, which in ſuch inſtante for the moſt 
part prevail, 

Inflammation for the purpoſe of remoy- 
ing warts might be excited in various 
ways; but we neceſſarily prefer that which 
is eaſieſt to che * and which at the 

ſame 
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ſame time proves effectual. We ſometimes 
ſucceed by bathing the warts and conti- 
guous parts three or four times a-day with 
a ſtrong ſolution of crude ſal ammoniac, 
or of corroſive ſublimate. And a ſolution 
of mercury in ſpirit of nitre at the ſame 
time that it acts upon the warts them 
ſelves as a cauſtic, ſeems alſo, by exciting 
inflammation in the veſſels of the conti- 
guous parts, to remove or deſtroy the diſ- 
poſition which firſt produced them. Pre- 
ſcriptions are given for theſe ſolutions in 
the Appendix, Nos. 39, 40, and 41. The 
two former may be uſed with freedom, 
but the ſtrength of the latter renders it 
neceſſary to apply it with much delicacy 
and attention. The parts ſhould be merely 
moiſtened with a pencil dipped in it, nor 
ſhould this be repeated above once every 
ſecond or third day. | 
Tincture of cantharides, antics in this 
manner, ſometimes anſwers ; but we find 
by experience, that our ſucceſs is more 

certain from the application of ſuch pow- 
ders as irritate and inflame the ſkin, than 
| N from 
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from the uſe of the ſame remedies in a li- 
quid form. Savine in fine powder is one 
of the beſt for common uſe. Common 
muſtard, whether of the white or black 
kind, likewiſe anſwers; and I have known 
the powder of betony, and of white helle- 
bore, both ſeparately, and mixed in equal 
quantities, prove ſucceſsful. 8 5 
If the warts and ſkin lying between 
them be ſprinkled over with any of theſe 
daily, a ſufficient degree of inflammation 
is, for the moſt part, ſoon induced, and we 
know that it has gone far eueügb when 
ſome of the ſmalleſt begin to ſhrivel and 
drop off. At this time we ought therefore 
to deſiſt from any farther uſe of the pow- 
der, always taking care to renew it from 
time to time, if the inflammation ſubſides 
before the excreſcences are entirely remo- 
ved. In a few inſtances, the warts ſprout 
up again after they were altogether car- 
ried off. When this takes place, the pow- 
der ſhould again be applied over the whole 
ſeat of the diſeaſe, and continued till ſuch 
a degree of inflammation is induced as 
410 the 
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the patient can eaſily bear. They will 
ſeldom or never return again, if the parts 
at this ſecond application of the reme- 
dy have been made to inflame ws 
ciently. 

Theſe 5 even in a Gmple unmix- 
ed ſtate, very ſeldom fail, but in ſome 
patients the warts are ſo firm, and the 
ſkin of the prepuce ſo thick and corruga- 
ted, that powders of a more powerfully 
irritating nature become neceſſary. In 
ſuch caſes a ſmall proportion of red preci- 
pitate, finely levigated, being added to the 
pulvis ſabinæ, commonly anſwers.  . Calo- 
mel ſometimes proves effectual, whether 
uſed by itſelf, or mixed with any of theſe 
powders, and a powder compoled of equal 
parts of alumen uſtum and mercur. Wa 
ruber, ſeldom fails. 

Even when warts are ſeated in che en- 

trance of the urethra, they may be treat- 
ed in this manner, at leaſt I have often 
removed them in this ſituation by the ap- 
plication of theſe powders, and I never 
knew any harm produced by them. In

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one e when the wart was farther up 3 


the urethra than uſual, the excreſcence 
Was completely removed by the pulvis ſa- 
binæ alone, but a conſiderable degree of 
pain was induced by it, which end- 
ed in a very copious puriform diſcharge. 
The urethra became tender and inflamed, 
through the whole length of it, and the 
running having all the appearance of the 
matter of Gonorrhcea, I ſuſpected that a 
new infection had been communicated. 
My patient, however, aſſured me that 
this could not poſſibly be the caſe, as he 
had not for many months had any con- 
nection with women, and there was no 
cauſe to doubt his aſſertion. The running 
continued for the ſpace of two or three 
weeks, with all the ſymptoms of a com- 

mon clap, and was cured preciſely in che 
ſame manner, viz. 2. by che uſe of ans $4 
injedtions. | |

1 Have endeavoured in different parts of 
1 this work to ſhew that the diſcharge 
in Gonorrhcea Virulenta is the effect of 
inflammation excited in the urethra and 
contiguous parts by the matter 'of infec- 
tion being applied to them. In the end 
of the preceding ſection a caſe is men- 
tioned, in which ſymptoms occurred ex- 
actly ſimilar to thoſe produced by Gonor- 
rhoea Virulenta from the application of an 
irritating powder to the urethra; and there 
is reaſon to ſuppoſe that they may at any 
time be induced by whatever excites in- 
flammation in any part of that membrane.

permanent nature. At the very time 
when ſhe ſuſpected her huſband to have 
given her the infection, he had conſulted 
me by letters, which I preſerved, in which 
he expreſſed his aſtoniſhment at the ſud-

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the paſſage from the glans to as bladder, 


He never had been infected with Gonor- 


rhœa, and having had no connection with 
any other woman than his wife, of whom 
he could not entertain the leaſt ſuſpicion, 
he concl ades his firſt letter by enquiring 
whether or not ſuch ſymptoms ever origi- 
nate from other cauſes than intercourſe 
with an infected perſon, and at the ſame 
time wiſhed that ſuch medicines might 
be ſent him as would as quickly as poſſible 
put a ſtop to the diſcharge. In my an- 
ſwer to this, which I alſo preſerved, I men- 
tioned ſeyeral cauſes by which a diſcharge 
from the urethra may he excited, and eſ- 

pecially the effect of repeated intercourſe 
with women labouring under fluor albus, 
where the diſcharge is more acrid than 
uſual. I at the ſame time ſent him an 
aſtringent injection, deſiring that it might 
be uſed if the diſcharge did not ſoon diſ- 


8 appear. In a ſubſequent letter he inform- 


ed me, that he had been perfectly convin- 
ced by my account of it that his diſeaſe 


was of an innocent nature; and as a proof

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of it he mentioned, that it went entirely 
off in the courſe of eight or ten days; 
without the injection, or any other reme- 
dy, being employed. A fight of this cor- 
reſpondence, which I was enabled to ſhew, 
could alone remove the diſtreſs under 
which my patient had long laboured. 
I have fince that period had occaſion to 
enn that her huſband has at different 
times had a return of the diſcharge from 
the urethra, in ſome inſtances from expo- 
ſure to much cold, fatigue, or wetneſs, 
and repeatedly from connection with his 
wife when ſhe laboured under fluor albus. 
This happened with a patient who never 
before had any diſcharge from the urethra; 
but a running is more particularly apt to 


occur from cauſes of this kind, in ſuch as 


have been frequently liable to Gonorrhcea 
Virulenta. I know many of this deſcrip- 
tion who uniformly experience a return of 
the diſcharge on being expoſed to much 
bodily fatigue, particularly much riding 
on horſeback, or jolting in a carriage on a 
7 _ road, on their being overheated

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with wine, or having more connection 
than uſual even with ſound women. 
Ihe irritation excited in the urethra dy 
a ſtone in the bladder will, in ſome in- 
ſtances, induce a very copious diſcharge 
of matter. When this takes place from 
the bladder itſelf, the matter comes off 
mixed with the urine, and in no other 
manner; but when it proceeds from the 
urethra only, as often happens, it aſ- 
ſumes all the appearances of Gonorrhœa 
Virulenta, and paſles off whether any ex- 
ertions he made to empty che bladder or 
Not. 

We are led to vintleiand that peo- 
ple who are much employed in working 
among the warmer kinds of ſpices are very 
hable to a ſcalding in making water ac- 
companied with a diſcharge of purlent- 
like matter from the urethra, It is more 
particularly apt to occur in thoſe who 
work: chiefly among Cayenne pepper: 
Nay, it has been known to happen from 

a perſon carrying a few pounds of this 
. about with him for ſale. ? 

The 
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Ilie moſt frequent cauſe of ſtrictures in 
the urethra is Gonorrhtea Virulenta; but 


they alſo occur from other cauſes. They 


have been met with in all periods of life, 
even where patients have never had any 


previous diſcharge from the urethra. They 


are particularly apt to occur in people ad- 
. vancing in years, between the ſixtieth and 
ſeventieth year of age, and ſometimes 
later. K perſon who in his youth' has 
ſuffered much with Gonorrhcea Virulen- 
ta, is very liable to be attacked about this 


period with ſtrictures in the urethra, but 


they likewiſe happen, as I have obſerved 
above, where no-carife of this kind can be 
given for them; and in whatever manher 
they are indiiced; they are very conſtantly 


attended with a plentiful diſcharge of pu- 


rulent-like matter. 
In fore, theſe ſtrictùres have been at- 


tended with ſuch a concurrence of circum- 
ſtances, ſo frmilar to thoſe Which occur in 


Gonorrhœa, that the beſt practitioners 
have at firſt been deceived with them.

It is generally known, chat a diſcharge 
may at any time be excited from the ure- 
thra, by the uſe of ſtimulating bougies. 
This has in different inſtances been put in 
practice, where violent pain and other 
bad ſymptoms have been induced by the 
ſudden ſtoppage of a Gonorrhca, but it 
has alfo been adviſed for the ſame pur- 
poſe, that is, for exciting a diſcharge of 
matter, merely for the removal of pain, 
where neither Gonorrhœa nor any vene- 
real ſymptom had ever taken place; and 
it has never failed when the ſtimulus is of 
a ſufficient * of being 1 with 
this effect. 

We are informed by bee that Ss 
114 in ſome inſtances been productive of 
a diſcharge of puriform matter from the 
urethra; and I have not a doubt of its 

happening in rheumatiſm. Of this I have 

met * different well marked inſtances, 
= where 
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where a flow of matter from the urethra, 
has alternated with | pains in the knees, 
and other large joints; and among la- 
bouring People accuſtomed to work: much 
in water, ſuch as ditchers, a diſcharge of 
this nature is by no means unfrequent. A 
patient of mine, who annually takes a 
great deal of exerciſe in following game, 
48 always ſeized with a diſcharge of mat- 
ter from the urethra when he goes in 
ſearch of ducks, by which his feet and legs 
are kept immerſed in water for ſeveral 
days together.. 

Other cauſes might Ny mentioned, by 
which a diſcharge from the urethra js at 
times produced, in every reſpect fimilar 
to the matter of Gonorrhœa Virulenta, 
but theſe are ſufficient to ſhow that it 
may frequently occur from cauſes of the 
moſt innocent nature, and in perſons en- 
tirely blameleſs. Of this, all who have 
done much buſineſs in this branch of 
practice will be eaſily convinced, as in- 
ſtances of it are often occurring; but the 
res which the want of diſcrimination 

in 
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in matters of this kind is apt to excite, is 
often ſo great, not to individuals alone, but 
to the families with which they are con- 
nected; and I have happened to meet with 
ſo many diſagreeable occurrences of this 
” kind, which might eaſily have. been pre- 
vented, that I judged it proper in this 
manner to take particular notice of it. 
The fact being eſtabliſhed that all the 
uſual ſymptoms of Gonorrhœa Virulenta 
may be excited by a variety of cauſes, 
may be conſidered as an additional proof 
of the matter of Lues Venerea, and of 
chat diſeaſe being different; for although 
the matter produced in this manner in the 
urethra is ſo ſimilar to that of Gonor- 
rhœa communicated. by impure coition, 
that the one cannot be diſtinguiſhed from 
the other, yet no perſon ever imagined 
that the ſymptoms of Lues Venerea could 
be produced by any of theſe, nor by any 
cauſe whatever, but the abſorption of the 
matter of that diſeaſe itſelf = . 
Ir may alſo be remarked, that this opi- 
nion of the difference between theſe two 
dif 


diſcaſes is W —— ha the me- 
thod of cure being the ſame, whatever 
may have been the cauſe of the running. 
Whether the matter diſcharged from the 
urethra be excited by infection communi- 

cated by a perſon labouring under Gonor- 
I have enumerared of Gonorrhcea Simplex, 
the method of treatment ought not to be 
varied. It is true that the latter will, for 
the moſt part diſappear, whether any re- 
medy be employed for it or not; but this 
will alſo happen with Gonorrhcea Viru- 
lenta. A cure, however, will be obtained 
much more ſpeedily by a timeous and pro- 
per uſe of injections than in anyother man- 
ner; and if this is admitted in one va- 
riety of the diſeaſe, it will be found equal- 
ly applicable in the other. So far, indeed, 
as my obſervation goes, the diſcharge in 
Gonorrhœa Simplex is not more readily 
affected by the internal exhibition of me- 
dicines than we have ſhewn to be the caſe 
in Gonorrhcea Virulenta, while a proper 
application of an aſtringent injection very 
ſeldom

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ſeldom fails in removing it. When, how? 
ever, it ſeems either to depend * upon gene- 
ral debility; or to be much connected with 
this ſtate of the ſyſtem, we find from ex- 
perience that cold bathing, and whatever 
tends to reſtore the loſs of tone that has 
taken place, proves more obviouſly uſeful 
ive than 1 in Gonorrhœa tara ol I

Theſe formulæ of e injections 
ſeem to act, as I have elſewhere obſerved, 
altogether as aſfringenits.

When faccharum panes or ceruſſa ace-

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the formation of bougies, which 1s done 
in the following manner: While the li- 
quid ſtill continues warm, let a piece of 
fine old linen be dipped in it, taking care 
with a ſpatula to cover the whole of it. If 
the melted liquor be of a proper heat, no 
more of the plaſter will adhere to the 
linen than is neceſſary ; but as air bubbles 
are apt to riſe and produce inequalities on 
the ſurface of the cloth, the ſpatula made 
uſe of ſhould be ſomewhat warmer than 
the plaſter, and by means of it the whole 
ſhould be made as ſmooth as poſſible.

Theſe ſlips of linen are now to be rolled 
up as neatly as poſſible with the fingers; 
and in order to give them a ſmooth poliſh- 
ed ſurface, chey ſhould be ſmartly rolled 
between a piece of ſmooth hard timber, 
and a plate of fine poliſhed marble: This 
being continued till the whole are render- 
ed perfectly ſmooth and firm, and their 
points being properly rounded in order 
to facilitate their introduction, * are in 
this ſtate to be kept for uſe. | | 
Theſe directions will convey an idea of 
the method of preparing bougies, but no 
ſurgeon can ever become ſo expert in form- 
ing them as thoſe artiſts who are daily 
accuſtomed to prepare them in large 
quantities. I muſt here again obſerve, 
however, in addition to what I had oc- 
caſion 


ocraſſon to remark, in a former part of this 


work,” that böugies, properly prepared 
wich reſina elaſtiea, are preferable, in 


many circumſtances, to ſuch as are made 

with any kind of plaſter. They not only 
prove much more durable, but more force 
can be employed with them, and as they 


do not break or crack by remaining in the 
urethra, "they remain in it with leſs pain 


and in convenience than any other we at 


that has yet been invented. 
Cat-gut has frequently been uſed as a 
Bongie; but after various trials being 


given to it, I do not find that it anſwers 


the purpoſe: It cannot be made ſufficient- 


17 ſmooth, and it ſometimes ſwells ſo 


much as bo excite a good deal of irrita- 
tion; and lead, which was one of the 


firſt articles uſed for bougies, is ſo firm 


that it always creates much pain, while 
at the fame time it is ſo apt to break that 
different inſtances having occurred of this 


happening 1n the urethra, it has now been

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The fix following preſcriptions arę 
meant for the removal of warts and other 
excreſcences, and they anſwer equally well 
whether they proceed from Gonorrhcea ar 
Lues Venerea. It would appear, however, 
that there is a material difference between 
the warty excreſcences which occur as a 
conſequence of theſe diſeaſes, and ſuch as 
_ ve uſually meet with from other cauſes ; 
for while the former are for the moſt part 
eaſily removed by any of theſe applica- 
tions, even by the pulvis ſabinæ alone, 
the latter are feldom acted upon by any 
of them, if it be not by the ſtrong ſolu- 
tion of corroſive ſublimate in No. 40. and 
of mercury and ſpirit of nitre, No. 41. 
both of which are poſſeſſed of a Trong flo:
